The Governor of Nevada Gives 
Reasons fqr h)is Call, for 
' Troops'""' ' 



Ileno, Nev., Dec. lil.— Uroni his bed 
today, Governor Sparks, who Is very 
sick, made a stateiiieiit ill explanation 
of his action in asking Presldonl, 
Iloosevelt to send Uoop.s to Goldfi(-ld. 
He said in part: 

•'Tlu-ougliuut Ihi.s whole controversy 
1 have ag.ted-. according to my best 
Judgment. 1, I believed from advices 
received from confidential agents in 
Goldfleld that troublo w'o^ Imminent 
in the mining canips. ' I ibew that 
dynamite had been stolon from tlio 
mines, that the miners were armed 
ana prepared for troujile, and the 
picketing of mines and preventing 
riien from worklnjr -^^vaa damaging 
property. I was also advised that liie 
sheriff and other jilyil autliorllies 
were unable to cope nvitli • the situa- 
tion. .And this tlsi^W^y I- asked for 
troops; I believed thait , so long as 
there were regular soldiers on the 
ground there would bo no outbreak? 
but 1 feared, and had reits'dn to fear, 
that unlcsd such action was taki,-n' im-' 
mediately there would be riot and' 
blootl.siicd. I 

"While 1 wa.s in Coldficid I iiive.s- 
tigatc-d liersoiially the coudltioii.-i that 
prevailed. I found that the business 
men were afr:dd of \-ioIeuce and lliat 
the women \\ero in ten-cu-. Do/.ens of 
women liave K-tt the canip b..-eauso 
they feared trouble. 1 found that tlu-ro 
was organized a hand <if ■High-Grad- 
ers' and tliat the sheriff is absolutely 
unable to .-^ei-iu-e a. (-oiivie-lion of anv 
ore llii.^ves. 1 leariu-d that lliero are 
over a thousand rifji-s In the posses- 
sion of the miners, and tliat llie Hi)lrit 
of many of the men is sueli as to war- 
rant ine in lielloviug that those rifle.-; 
would be used on small ])rete.\t. . 

"While Ctineral l-'un.«ton was there 
I conferred with hiai freiiuently. He 
told iiie that it was his opinion that 
tlio troops had an-i\i-(l none loo so.ui. 
•lie iiractierilly stand lliat a iiurtioii 
of the troo|id would remain in Clold- 
lield until winter had |;assed. 

'■President UouHe\clt has evidently 
acted upon the advice of the coniiiil.^- 
sioii which he sent to hivi stlgate. 
They were there a slfort tiim , and 
their Investigations were iierfmee 
much more Incomplete than tli use 
conducted by General Funston. I be- 
lieve the President has made a seri- 
ous mistake. I hope that no blood 
win stain the streets of Goldfleld, but 
I fear before many days have passed 
some violent outbreak will prove the 
unwisdom of his act.

Mayor Has Scheme for in- 
creasing Local Facilities 
of Transportation

After having- ilont; Ills utmost to 
blork the iilyniiig of the UBreement 
l.ii.'twoen tho city iinil tho K. it N. 
coniiKiny in cosinoctlon \vitli tho Storo 
street matter iinle.s.s cliiuso 16, pro- 
viding tor the city control o£ tho run- 
ning rlglits upon tho traoka on tliat 
thorouKhl'aro bo rotained, Mayor 
-Morley is now out wUhV another 
scheme. lie proposes that tjie city 
■■^hull seok for legislation .enabling It 
to construct piibUc wharves and lay- 
tracks therefrojn aloiig the public 
streets In', order; to^beiieflt tho local 
wholesale 'm^rQbants and manuiae- 
turers by ■afCbrding them better 
means of transportation; In view of 
tlie fact tliat the great body or local 
bu.slneiis men have repeatedly urged 
uiiun tho council the necessity of the 
i.'lty grantin.i; tlio r.Mniest oC tlie rail- 
way company in the nuittc.'r of the 
storo street trueUs, the now scheme 
of lliu nia\'or will lie received witli 
interest, if not with eoniniendn tion.

And, thiXt 'if- tile insertion of such 
lio\vi^r in ,thp Jtunieipal Act is not ns- 
s.-nted to, an ainendmenl be sought to 
the iiulilic statute passed hist year in 
aid of tills city, giving to tho corpor- 
ation of this city the aforesaid pow- 
ers, and tli.-it the coniiiilttee on legis- 
lation bo reiiuested to consider and 
repoi-t at the ne.xt meeting of the 
eouiu'il. 

Aiiothor matter wliieh will come up 
for eoiisideratlon will be that of the 
city dump on tho James Bay Hats- At 
the- last meeting of tlie council a let-, 
ter from Dr. Fagan, provincial health 
ollieer, iiractically ordering the city to 
ilo away witli the nuisance on the 
Hats, was read. The siigKOatlon of 
I Jr. I 'Ligan's that the city health 
board meet with tho iirovincial boar4' 
was aeeeiitod, and tomorrdw night

WILL THE FLEET COME? 

Wo no not mean tlve United States 
fleet, although we suppqse that Admiral 
Evans will send some of his vessels to 
pay us a visit some lime next summer, 
but a portion of the British lleet, 
which would form an adequate rep- 
resentation of tho navy In Pacllle wat- 
ers. Colonist readers will have observ- 
what the London Standard said on the 
subject as ti^ported In a telegram to 
this paper yesterday. This is oflicially 
denied, but we luive had jirivate advices 
on the same point, and though tiiey are 
•necessi^rily wholly uriofliblal'and Jnde- 
flhite', they are of such a nature ' an to 
'leWto the conclusion that the Admir- 
alty. Is already informally considering 
such a step. Tlie withdrawal of the 
squadron, whlcli wa." formerly on this 
station, was principally to concentrate 
the men in European waters. ' The 
vessels themselves were of very little 
account from a naval point of view. 
We take it that the policy of the Ad- 
miralty was not so much to abandon 
parmanontly ' the Idea . of maintaining 
a squadron here, but to do away with 
such a very useless one as had 
been, kept on the station. If Great 
Brltitin is to. maintain a fleet on the 
■ Niprtfa ■ Paclfl'o, It ought to bear some 
relation to the work it would have 
to do in case of war, and although 
the men wore all that could be asked 
for, the shli)S which they m.'inned 
were not. I'lio iiroscnce of a lai'g(! 
fleet on the Pacilic, Hying the tlag of 
tile United States, , may be taken as 
a permanent thing. Japan will na- 
turally develop all her naval prowess 
on the same ocean. Gerni.-iiiy has 
possessions and certain sentimental 
liiteireists In the Pacific, -vhlch she will 
perhaps feel called upon to safeguard, 
and- we find it impossible to believe 
that Great • Britain will remain un- 
represented ■ by any otlier vessels than 
those which constitute the China 
squadron. It seems also roasonabh^ 
to believe : that the Admiralty may 
think It desirable to establish sncli 
docks and suppl.v depots as a fleet 
might require. 1'liere Is an impor- 
tant station at Hong Kong, but Hong 
Kong Is objectionable as a naval base 
for several reasons, one of whicli 
arises out of its tropical position. 
A readjustment of international in- 
terests is in progress, whereby the 
North Pacific ocean Is attaining a de- 
gree of Importance whlfch many of the 
leader.s of thought have long foreseen. 
It will certainly not be in keeping 
with tlio record of Croat Britain as 
111,', Mislres.s of tlie Seas. ^' she per- 
mits .Japan and the United States to 
dominate the greatest of the oceans. 
For these reasons we are of the opin- 
ion that, whatever shape it may 
tal;e, a new departures so far as the 
roitttion.s of tlie British navy to tho 
North Pacific ocean Is very prpbabh-. 
It was to be expected that an olflcial 
denial of any report to the effect above 
mentioned would bo made, as any 
activity in that direction on the part 
of the .\dniiralty at Ibis lime would 
certaiiil.v ho open to »y iscoiistructioii. 

A TERCENTENARY. 

In 1608 Champlaln founded Quebec, 
and It Is proposed that tho tercentenary 

of that date shall be fittiiigl.\- observed, 
Tlie er.'dii i.f tlu.^ siig;;-es lion liflougs 
to Lord Ciiey, tlie (ioveriior-tJeneral. 
Tills was not the first colony establish- 
ed In what is now Canada, for a set- 
tlement liad bi'en made at .'-'I. Croix 
Island, in wliat is iimv Xev. fSi unsu ii k. 
a few years before, although tbu colon.\- 
was moved to Port Uoyal, now .\iina- 
polis, N. S., In the following year. 
Champlaln was at the head, of tfii.s 
ciitorprlBc. In fact ho spent three years 
along the shores of the Bay of Fundy 
before going to (.iiu'Ikm'. His iliseo\-cry 
of tiie St. .lolm rUvr was celebrated b\' 
the luioplo^of the city of that Hume a 
year or tWo ago. Nevertheless the 
founding- of Quebec may ver.\- properI.\- 
111' regai-cb'd as lb,. Idstoric beginning 
of Canada, and it is jwoper enough to 
observe It in some appropriate' way. 

Wo .share in the opinion of those who 
liold that such tin anniversary ou.glit to 
be reeogni/.ed by tin; pciplc ,,|' hoth the 
dominant races of Ciuiada.

Tho 
only reason, why siie was not des'- 
troyed over and ^ove'r again _ in mind, 
body and estate, was because it was 
essential to the story that aho and 
tho liero should marry and live h.-ililiy 
ever after. The later day romances 
rail tlieir course, and did a lot of 
good. They were -not only; a prottest 
against the pruriency of one class of 
writers, Inil also a relief from tho 
heavy novi.-ls "with a purpose." with 
whieli r(!aders had been surfeited. Tho 
same healthy change is noticeable on 
the stage. Plays which depend for 
their point upon Indecency thinly veil- 
ed, if covered at all, havo'becoime un- 
|)opular. Audiences demand' whole- 
some plays, and of course, what they 
ask tliey get. 

These things are excellent algfns. We 
may regret If a certain small minority 
of the community takes iiloasure in 
v.rltings wiilcli are deliasing, liut tlie 
comlniunity can stand it, so long as the 
tastes of the majority are decent, and 
tliere Is happily very little doubt on 
that point. The marvellous circula- 
tion of the cheap maga'/Cines is an 
interesting feature of the case. Most 
of them are cheap enough, goodness 
knows. In more senses than one,' but 
they are never by any chance imimoral 
in their tendency, and we notice a ten- 
dency to present serious questions in 
a popular form, which Is Interesting 
and can hardly fall to be beneficial. 
While many people may Tegret th.at 
the mental food of a large part of the 
comniunH^-, .aside from the news of the 
day. Is as yet not very nourishing, it is 
satisfaetorj- to l;no\v that it Is not un- 
v.-lioli'some.

Chrlritnias time in always a good 
'lIiuo f(jr tho retailers, and In the 
Browing we.st it is but to be expected 
tlml each vear aliall be :i lUtle better 
than the years |)eforo. But this dues 
not alone e.xiilaiu In the extraordin- 
ary rush of trailing this year. To tho 
.■iouth of the line they are just emerg- 
ing from u serious panic, which mlglit 
reasonably be cxjMicted to have af- 
foeied Victoria. In Seattle and other 
Sound cities there is still little or no 
rcHl money to bo found outside of the 
safo deposit vaults and the banks.

Two of 
the old fa.ndllos alono have probably 
about a rii'ilUou dollars between them 
loaned out in Vancouver. Agiiln local 
mereharits are not doing business on a 
shoe string with the help of specula- 
tive wholesalers. 'The tfjods In the 
stores !ire bought and jiaid for. This 
helps when nioney is tight. Local in- 
dustries are flourishing ;ind are as 
busy today as ever. Tho tourists 
last; sunmier left a. .siun of money In 
\"ietorl;i running Into tho inllllons, all 
of which has jKi.'^sed into circulation, 
giving plenty of \vork at good wages to 
nieeUanU s and lalioring men. ^Men of 
means, attracted by our climato and 
tho amenities of existence In this fa- 
vored locality, have neon coming here 
all the year and have brought their 
fandlles with them, with tho result 
that there is liardly a house to be 
got iu tin; city, and there arc that 
many more Christmas presents to be 
bought. .Ml of these causes and 
doubile.-is many others have contribut- 
ed to tho uinaziPK result that at a 
period wiion the rest of the continent 
is crying out for heIp,-or. at the besi is 
trying to mako the best of a bad 
business , Victoria, without fuss or 
feathers, proceeds to do u record busl- 
niiss in alL-.lInq^.'- . , ^---i>.

in cold water. I'our it into a clean 
saucejiaii. 

Have, already conked in salted 
water, il quarter of .-i pound of rice. 
When well boUcd crush It througli a 
very Jino strainer and add it to the 
broth. Have ready also one can of 
corn, well drained, and also this bat- 
ter prepared: mix half a pound of 
corn-meal with half a pint of milk, 
add two tablespoonfuls of sweet-oil 
and one aaltspoonful of salt; Ilnlsh 
with the white of an egg beaten stiff. 
Tlie egg must be added when Just 
ri-ady to use the batter, but the bat- 
lei- may bo prepared In the moTning.

"When 
thoroughly atuft'ed sc:w tlm lisli can;- 
fully, and jilacn it in tiie bakiir.^' pan 
with a' very little waler, and small 
bits of butter dabbed all over ;t. liaste 
it frequently, 'When it Is dmio and 
tho thread carefully removed, serve 
the nsh on a hot platter with a gener- 
ous Welsh 'rabbit over it. 

Althou^!h any kind of 'rabbit' will 
answer the purpose, those who follow 
liie following formula will find that 
thee ha\e iirepared a cheese mixture 
which h:irmonize.4 dollciously with tho 
lish. 

Heat half a cupful of milk in a 
pon'elain-lineii sauce;i,-ni, and, when it 
i-i boilin.g hot. add two eimfuls of y.-i-y 
rich cheese, limlv grated. Stir lliis 
until the clioeso melts, then add salt 
and naprlka to taste, and finally, the 
well-beaten yolks of -two oggs.

AN EXCITING VOYAGE 



Hove to Twice in Heavy Gales on Her- 
A'>', Way From the Golden 
4^ Gate 



■'.'After one of the roughest passages 
.she has ever made from ^San Fran- 
<diseo and the first on which she has 
been able to rfeport her delays by 
wireless, the steamer City of Puebla, 
Capt. J. J. Shea, of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company, reached port ycs- 
tt-rday morning with, p. small freiglit 
and in passengers, 7S of whom were 
first-class. The City of Puebla. which 
has a record of 48 hours for the trip 
from tho Golden Gate, wa-s '/O 1-2 
hours on this trip. She was twice 
hove to, once in a terrific hun'icane 
blowing at a velocity of ninety miles 
ail hour. 8an Francisco was left on 
■tVednesday and fine weather was en- 
countered until the following morning 
a;t" 10 o'clock, when a heavy storm was 
encountered. Off Hecathead she was 
.cti:lvlng before tho gale with the wind 
blowing fiercely on her quarter. Sho 
'plunged considerably and she began 
. to ship seas over the bow. Capt. Shea 
decided to heave to when the vessel 
-began to ship water and for seveni 
Hours she lay rolling In the sea way. 
Then, as the weather moderated, an-! 
other start was made. The vessel 
bucked into thii high seas, making 
about ten knots an hour. As night 
fell on l'>lday the weather became 
tliick and dirty, the frosh breeze de- 
veloping to\/ard nightfall Into another 
heavy gale with high seas. Capt. Shea 
then decided to heave his vessel to 
agiiln, and a wireless telegraphic de- 
spatch to that effect was sent at 8 p. 
m. by the Massie ojierator on board 
the City of Puebhi to E. J, Haughton 
of tlie Gonzali.'S liill station, as re- 
ported yesterday. For some hours .slio 
was Ij-ing to 4', niil.-s off I^cstnictiou 
island. The weather moderated to- 
wr.rd morning ami tlie steamer con- 
tinued or. lier way into tlie straits, 
passing 'I'atoosh Inliound at 'l.-t."! a.m. 
.She reached M'iUi.'im Head .'it S.'.U) a. 
m. and docked aliout an liour luti r.

The proposed amendinen'iS to tho 
Canadian Shipping act, if mtide law, 
will not affect the coastwise shipping 
of British CoUiinbia very much, but 
some striking changes are intended in 
tho coastwise laws as they apply to 
the shipping of the Maritime provin- 
ces. A.'- the law now stands the 
definition of a coasting voyage i. jeans 
"a voyage between any place on the'- 
eastern coast of Canada, or in .\'ew- 
fouiidland, Labrador, St. Pieirt- or 
Jlliiuolon, or on tlie eastern coast of 
tho United States, not further south 
than Cape Hattaras, in the State uf 
North Carolina, and alsrf means a voy- 
age between ny port or place on tlie 
western coast of Canada and any other 
port or place on such coast or on the 
vv-estern coast of the United . States not 
further south than the . harbur id' 
Portland in tiio State of Oregon, and not 
further nortli than (.'ape , Spimter in 
tho Territory of Alaska, or any such 
inlet or bay luiving Its entrance on ihe 
eastern side of sucli rape." . 

Tlie pro[)osed amendnient, while no 
change whiiiever in this regard ap- 
plicable to the western coast of tho 
Uonilnioii greatly extends the scope 
of a coasting voyage on tho eastern 
coast. Instead of being allowed to 
voyage only as far south a^ Cape Hat- 
teras the coasting vessels^ of Canada 
will be in a position to run to Brazil. 
Elo de Janlero is to be the new south- 
ern boundaiy on the Atlantic coast. 
'\'Uc paragraph above quoted is to bo 
replaced by the following: 

"(f. 'coasting voyage' means a voy- 
age between Canada and Newfound- 
land or St. Pierre or Mlquelon or a 
port or place on the eastern coast of 
the United States of America, or Mex- 
ico or Central America, or In the '^^'cst 
Indies or on the eastern coa^t of 
South America, not further south 
than Klo de Janlero, and also meant! 
a voyage' between any port or place on 
the western coast of Canada and any 
other port or place on such cfiast or 
on tlie western coast of the United' 
States of -America, not further south 
than the harbor of Portl.intl in the 
State of Oregon, and not furtlier north 
than Cape Spencer In the Territory of 
Alaska, or any Inlet or bay having its 
entrance on the eastern side of the said 
cape." 

Some alterations are contemplated 
In sections of the shipping act where- 
by the vessels obliged to carry a cer- 
tificated master are to be those over 
300 tons, instead of over 100 tons as 
at present. A change Is also made 
wltli regard to the tonnage of vessels 
required to carry certificated mates.

On the arrival of the sle.inier City 
of Puebla from San l'"ranclsco yester- 
day morning the operator of tho Massie 
wireless telegraphic apparatus on 
bo.-ird, .1. R. TiVtle, re[ir,rted having re- 
ceived signals from the new govern- 
ment wireless telegraph station at Pa- 
chena point on Monday when the City 
of Puebla was lying at San Francisco, 
800 miles distant from Pachena. On 
Monday last at 7.30 p.m. the operator 
was sitting In the wireless room and 
happened to put on the receivers which 
!ire fitted to his ears when "sitting In" 
at the Instrument. He was surprised 
to receive some signals which sounded 
louder than the usualy faint signals 
echoed by the finely sensitized tele- 
phonic receivers of the wireless appa- 
ratus. 'When he heard the sending 
ojiorator report that Pachena point 
station was sending the message ho 
was still more surprised. Unfortunately 
the steamer's power v.'as not avallablo 
and he was unable to flash a congratu- 
latory reply to the wireless expert at 
Pachena, who was then testing tho 
mnv apparatus. 

The achievement of the Pachena 
point wireless station, which is in 
Iceeplng with the records made by that 
on Gonzales hill since Its establish- 
ment- goes to show that steamers from 
the Orient with wireless telegraphic 
apparatus on board can easily enter 
Into communication when over two 
days steaming and more from the west 
coast of this Lslaud. 

Capt. Jacobson brought tho schooner 
Metha Nelson back to port after en- 
countering rough weather, during 
which the headsails were blown away, 
off Point Reyes, says a despatch from 
San Francisco.

N THESE, vthe closing days of llie 
<^ly'"fr year, we ma}' with profit 
indulge in :i rctros])cctivc glance 
along the pathway wc arc follow- 
ing in furtherance of our plans for 
the upbuilding of Victoria and the 
development of Vancouver Island. 
Mr. Carmichael has offered us 
some excellent advice, and though 
it has a most familiar sound, itjis none the 
less timely and welcome. But Mr. Carmichael 
has, perhaps all unconsciously, in uttering this 
admonition, pointed out the one ohstaclc, 
which has uiiqncstionahly to a greater extent 
than any other, hlocked the consiniiniation of 
the aims and aspirations of the people of this 
• city. Wc do not "pull together." To one an- 
Other wc confess it; the stranger speedily re- 
- ■• cognizes it, and it is cited on almost all occa- 
sions by our unfriendly critics to 
describe the spirit of the com- 
munity. 

It would be useless and imper- 
tinent io quote instances wherein 
the absence of a cohesive spirit in 
community initiative and enter- 
prise has been shown to be a ser- 
ious disability ; but as the ef- 
fort to eradicate an admitted evil 
should never cease, and as otir 
future is very largely dependent 
upon our abilit)'^ to succeed in 
that effort, we may legitimately 
attempt an analysis of the situa- 
tion in the hope of discovering the 
causes which engender this pecul- 
iarity, and of eliminating them 
as far as may be ' within our 
power. 

As ''necessity is the mother of 
invention," so in many lines of 
procedure it i§ often the mother of 
effort. If it ,^e not vital to our 

•r, well-being to summon to our aid 

' -: "6ur full power -of energy "\vc do 
^ not do it. Is it putting it too 
strong!}' to say that in the past 
the curse of Victoria has been that 
those in a position to mould pub- 
lic opinion have been too comfort- 
ably situated in all that tends to 
contentment and repose in this 

c . ^ life ? On innumerable occasions 
we l^ave witnessed a manifesta- 
tion df this anomalous spirit per- 
vading the community. Issues 
have been raised, which, in cities 
not abnormally constituted, would 
have been the signal for the ex- 
hibition of the most demonstra- 
tive ciithusiasni and aggressive 
ilctermination on the pan of the 
peo[)lc, but here have but kindled 
a tiny flame of agitation, to be 
quickly smothered by the web 
blanket of apathy.

:ii"tiDn. and indicate the type of the 
predominant class. He has. wc 

■ ••will sa}', a good position, or is 
well-to-do in business, has a bank 
account, a comfortable home. The 
climate is all that is delightful, the scenic beau- 
ties beyond eoni]-)are, the dri\'es glorif)us. Why 
should be disturl) himself about community 
aims and aspirations, community enterprises, 
'c6mmunity sitcccss? -There is no necessity for 
him doing so. He is quite comfortable. And so 
the voices of Opportunity, Enterprise, Effort 

■-. ■ fall on deaf ears. 

Is the picture overdrawn? The reader must 
decide. Tint we may dismiss a moot point 
as to the. genesis of the disability wc have had 
in mind, and turn to a cousit'cration of the 
present positinu of A'ictoria, the trend of dc- 
velopmenls affecting it, and the fresh duties 
which will be imposed upon us if we are not 
again to sacrifice our chances for civic ad- 
vancement upon the altar of Apathy. 

To those who ha\-c given the c|ucstion any 
thought, it must be aiiparcnt that there are 
forces outside the radius of our own field of 
action which have been exerted in the past, 
^;,tmd will beyond all question be more actively 
'''-exerted in the future to stay our progress and 
wrest from our grasp the prizes which are leg- 
itimately ours. 

In a previous article sonfc attempt was 
made to indicate what an asset we possess in 
the strategical position of \''anc(>uvcr Island on , 
the T'acific seaboard. It was .argued that \'ic- 
toria was so pl;ieed as to command the greater 
portion of the trade — north, sc-.uth, east and 
west — if but the proper degree of energy was

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"ARGOSIES OF THE AIR" 

Every one knows by sight the flarlt, heavy clouds, 
to which meteorologists, have applIeVl. the name, "nim- 
bus," ^to signify that .tliey arov clouds par > emphasis, 
A nimbus" Is' a wonderful thing. Charged with, per- 
haps, millions of tons of molstuvo, it is lioriio by the 
winds athwart the sky, and as it.s contcnl.s, u'lieu 
deposited upon tlio eartli in tlie I'orm cif i-iiiii or 
snow, are th.c; source of our ,:i)rin.c?H and rivcr.s. luul of 
•sucn inualcLilalJiu value to niaiiliinci, Owy liavo bci'ii 
compared to great ships frolfflit with a priceless oiirgo, 

■■•and" one writer has called them "the argosies of the 
air." Science has not yet ascertained by what mar- 
velous architecture these great water-carriers are 

\ 'constructed. "When we have built an airship that 
will stay aloft and carry a burden, we think much 
has been aclMovod, but IIioko vast .ship;; <>( tlie sliies 
take up loads I'roni the I'Jiiuatorlal ooofius and ilrllvtr 
them on the sloijcs of northern mountains with tlu' 
same facility as a bird seeks In winter a home in a 
warmer clime. And how It is done, how thi,s won- 
derful process, which seems to set at doflancn all the 
laws of gravity, la carried on with a con.^taney that 

. is almost invariable, is an absolute inxstery. So, too, 
is it a mystery how tlio clomls (liscliarKc then- ticnieii- 
dous loads. Wlion we coiLsiiler tlio va.-it wi'iL,'ht ol' u 
rain-cloud, the greutlf way in \vhicli it.s ei'Uivnts, a,s 
a rule, are deposited is a verilalilo m-irvi-1, A cubic 
foot of water, that is, 1,72S cubic inches, wciKlis l.OOO 
ounces. That means that an inch ef rain over a 
square mile would weigh over 1,000,000 pounds. But 
a rain-cloud or nimbus frequently extends over hun- 
dreds and ,sometiiiu'S over thousands of snuare miles, 
and even after it has (loiiosilcd an inch of rain i}i 
one loe;illly nmves away to another ami tliere lays 
down more of its burden, sa that it may really hold 
eu.spended in the air a weight of millions of tons, 
If" this were to descend in a mass it would carry 
devastation with it. Sometimes it does so over small 
areas, and we then speak of it as a "cloud-burst," 
In this we have an illustration f)f how frcfiueiUly 
pojinlar notions are in advance of siMeuce, for llic 
latter has not su^;f;esteil how a cioud can "burst." A 
bvn'stinK implies an eiivolniH. that can lii> liroUcn, and 
tho.se who have seen a cloud-lun-sl u'ill Ijcar out the 
statement that it acts a.s though something- had given 
way. The ordinary reference books cast very Httle 
light upon this interesting subject, and what works 
on meteorology that we have at hand arc equally 
silent; but BuUen, In his "Heritage of the Soas," a 
little book to which we have often referred, tells us 
something about nimbus clouds, and also abmit 
waterspouts, which, though unseientilic, is so in- 
teresting and suggestive, that we proi)ose to quote 
freely from it. After all, meteorologists are neces- 
sarily under a handicap in dealing with these phe- 
nomena. Few of them can have ever seen a water- 
spout. or a cloud-burst, h'ew of tliem have ever wit- 
nessed the fury of a lr<.)i)ical rain. They have to take 
their facts second-hand ami be on their guard to 
avoid being niisli;d b.v unintentional e.KiiKgeration. 
Only those, "who go down to the sea in l;hips and 
do business in great waters,' and of these only those 
whose vessels arc propelled by the wind alone, and 
hence are often carried out of what may be called 
the beaten tracks of the ocean, have an opportunity 
to observe the wonders of the deep. Mr. Bullen was 
one of the latter, and wliile he evidently knows 
more of the scientitic s^ide >if in<.-tei>ndoL,'y than he 
cares to admit, he ti-e,us his si.li.jcc'l in a popular 
way. Speaking of the nimbus eli.ud, he says: "it is 
not the least of ocean my.sl' lies, ilie way in which its 
hitter waters are suddenly, in a few minutes, con- 
verted into sweet drinkable fluid and elevated to 
the sky by thousands of tons. There it Is received 
and retained by immense reservoirs of mobile shape, 
of entirely intan.giblo niateiial, and con\-e\'i (l by tlie 
agency of the winds to those regions where it is 
needed. Pause a momout and think of the utter niar- 
velousness of this miracle." He tells us that there 
is nothing very wonderful In the light vapor of the 
cumulus clouds, but asks us to try to comprehend, 
if we can, how these groat aerial lakes, wherein there 
are sometimes froi^s and fishes, are k<'!it sUK|iencl.Hl in 
the air, carried for perhaiis thousands nf miles, and 
gently dropped where the water is reciuired for the 
use of man, beast anrf vegetable life. We quote In 
full his description of a waterspout, which is that of 
a man familiar with the aiipearance of these wonder- 
ful things: 

"Let me brielly rocapitulate the pniccss hi ilie 
most superficial manner, wliicli is all any one can 
do, since the Inner woikiiigs are liiilden from our eyes 
in the arcana of Nature. All the conditions being 
favorable, one of them being obviously a great 
amount of solar boat — since the development of a 
waterspout never t.'ikes place in cold weatlier or at 
night— a eollc'Ction of <douds approach tlie sea. Tliere 
is little wind, lor it is ol)vious that a swiftl\ -dri\"ii 
cloud would be i|uile unlit for the leisurely sindiins 
up of a great mass of water, and the dark masses of 
specially prepared vapor lower over the surface of 
the comparatively smooth sea. It would appear, too, 
as if the sea was specially preiiared in some strange 
fashion for what is about to take place, for when- 
ever or wlieri-\-, r tie; loiii; pendant or tiiiie »d' cloud 
.approachi's the s.'a surfacf-. tli(> la iter bi-comes vio- 
lently agitatiMl ill ;i circular diieciidii, looking, in- 
deed, as if it Wire stri\in^- t.i reacli iipv.iinis to the 
sky. Quito a mound of water appears, to the sum- 
mit of which the pendant of cloud, vvhloh !ms ap- 
parently excited this sympathy, presently reaches 
and joins Itsell', when imnii-diately the process bci;lns. 
There is now a llexil)le enlunm reacliimr from to 
cloud, so llexible Indeed tliat it iiia%- b.' seen s",:,\ir,f,' 
iibout; so temious tliat tliromvii ils v,al!s llic \v:ilei- 
may be observed rusliiii^ iiliwiinls wiili a si)ir;il 
movement as plainly as if the oljserver were watch- 
ing the operations of a gigantic pump whoso re- 
ceiving-pipe was of glass. Only In this case there is 
no spasmodic pulsation of the w.itcr such as a pump 
compels, there Is a steady upward movement in 
obedience to some irreslsllVde section. AVhIle lUU 
is going on, the lailing of tli" cbuid aliove is cl. al ly 
evident. It spreads, grows bageii r. blael-.er, and luore 
threatening in ajipearance, until .'it last its limit of 
Storage capacity being reached, thern Is an auto- 
matic cessation of the great machinery. The tube 
dwindles rapidly until it becomes a mere thread, 
then continuity ceases — cannot use the harsh word 
'break' In this connection— and with that cessation 
of the juncture betv.'ciMi sea ;nid el'md, ther", is a 
clo!:lng up of tlie pilie, aliiiiist ,'i lii rnietb- s<>ali:iL' as 
It were, and the diseoniii.-ctcd IuIh- slirivels away, 
tin^ll at last It Is even a.^ a ne re cNcrescence upon 
the bottom of the sagging cloud above. Presently 
even that is smoothed out, and, like some richly- 
freighted argosy, the cloud sails majestically away 
upon Its beneficent errand. 

"Accidents happen, of course; wliat situation is 
free from them? Sometiiiies a sudden shock of 
llphtnlng or thunder will break the tube In the 
Vmlddle of Its work, and cause a terrinc return of the 
' raised water to the sea with a roar like that of 
Niagara, This is occasionally brought about by 
l-.uman ."i.noncy, and proves concliisi\-e!y the nm:i;-.in- 
tenuity of tho cloud which can yet sustain so vast a. 
weight of water. The master of a \ e.- ;;el, nervous f"r 
the safaty of his ship, in 'close pro.Kimlty with the 
waterspout, will ctvuso a gun to bo ilred, not neces- 
sarily at tho spout, but in tiny direction, and In the 
concussion of tho atmosphere the radiating air-waves 
Btrlke against tho water-laden cloud column, break 
It, and all tho mass of water, both raised and in 



process of raising, returns to tho sea with a trc- 

meud'ous crash. The idea may be a very fanciful 
one. hut I luive often wondei-cd v.hcther It might not 
be possible to trace tlie ruin and misery of tho in- 
habilants of some inlaml town or village enduring a 
water- lam ino to the nervous act of ,soine iietly skiji- 
per fearful for the safety of his shl'i, who, by some 
such act as I have described, has <iesiroy(Mi ih.e 
celestial water-bearers whoso mission it was to .sup- 
ply that faraway community v.-lth tho laulsponsablo 
gift of water. The idea does not seem so far-fetched 
after all, does it?" 

.Surely this is very wonderful, even If we allow 
some-thing for the iioctic' liiKiivlnaticm of the writer. 
Then think of what becomes of this vast lloatliig 
reservoir. It may be bcuiic along for thousands of 
miles without a drop of its conlctits being lost. Per- 
haps by some of the inexplicable processes of the 
niid-air, the water is dissolved in the atmosphere, to 
appiar later on at a high altitude as a fleecy mass, 
wliich we know is comlioscd cif fine ice particles, 
l'c:liaps in its course ii inecls a iiiouutaiii rang." 
o\er which it cannot lift all of ils buj-deii, and some 
of it falls in rain, and higher u|) s(uiie of it in the 
form of snow. Later the water timls its way to the 
soa again, after first acting as the life-blood to a 
great land. So Nature performs her dally miracles. 
We are so accustomed to them that wo scarcely ever 
think of them, but they far surpass the greatest 
aidiievemcnis of men. liidcnl, in comparison with 
tlioin, our greatest works and processes seem little 
different from the bungling efforts of children. 



MARGARET OF NAVARRE 

Margaruito d'Augonleme, otherwise known as .Mar- 
guerite de Valois, but most commonly spoken of in 
English as Mai'gnret of Navarre, was daughter of 
riiarles d'tJrleans. and sister of I'nmcls I,, King of 
l-"raiice. .She was born in 1 11':.'. -At the ago of seven- 
teen she married the Duke d" .\ lem-oii, who was killed 
ill the Battle .if I'avia. Later she married Henry 
il'.Mbret, Kin.g of .Xavarri.', b.\- whom slie had a daugli- 
ter, who was mother of Henry IV. of Franco. Her 
second husband died in 1549, and after his death she 
administered tho affairs of Navarre. She died in 
iril:). She encouraged literature, and was herself 
iiuite a nrolitii- writer. Her chief work was the 
1 leidameron, which seems to be a scries of hls- 
torieal or semi-lilstorical talcs, framed in :i dialogue 
after the general style of the ]:)i'caiiieron, and some- 
what like the plan of literary construction adopted 
by Moore in "Lalla Rookh." The tales of the Hep- 
tameron are sometimes coarse, but there is a good 
moral in most of them. They are told without much 
embellishment, being, in fact, what they are intend- 
ed to be, stories that might be related In the course 
of a conversation. Many of them have to do witli 
incidents arising out of the Crusades, 1-hirope at 
the beginning of the Slxtcentli (Century was yet liv- 
ing under the influence of this groat movement, 
which, for nearly two hundred and fifty years, had 
occupied the attention of all the princes of Christen- 
dom, and had been the greatest factor In the regen- 
eration of Europeans from the intellectual night of 
the Miildle Ages, For centuries Eumiie was en- 
shrouded in ;i daikne,-s. of v.iiich v,'c can form o;i!y 
a ver.v inadequate idea. Learning, such as it was, 
was confined almost wholly to the ecclesiastics, and 
they devoted their time and talents chielly to the 
development of abstruse speculations on religious 
subjects. With the inauguration of the Crusades be- 
gan a literary movement, and nearly synchronous 
therewith Dante apriiarcd, and later came tlie era, 
wlu n the stories of l-:i (;;id and ma.ny rciiuaiices madi' 
their aiipearance. The lieriml nf tin- I temuiissance 
was followed by that of the Itidonnation, and the 
latter was Indeed Its legiti inaii- successcir. Mar- 
garet in a sense represented both. Her literary 
tastes were mediaeval; her human sympathies were 
Infiuenced by the spirit of religious toleration. One 
of her biograjihers sa.'.s of lier, referring to the time 
of her marriage: "I'l-ei- and .i;;iy in speech, ea.ger 
and joyous in spirit, slie amused herself f.vitli tlie 
brilliant life .and with her would-be lovers, and at 
othi r limes occiiiiied herself with her bo.iks — books 
often on divinity, studies that were molding her 
character." Krasmus, In a letter to her, written 
later, said: "Long have I admired the many excel- 
lent gifts th.at ("loil has endowed you with. He has 
given you prinlenee, chastit.v, modesty, piety, invin- 
cible stri nglli of minil, and a marvelous conteiiijit for 
temporal things." 'I'lie letu-r from wliich tliL- (.\lrai t 
is t.iken was written in Latin. Imt .M ai ;,ar. J was 
familiar with that language, and sucdi an accom- 
plished Grecian scholar that she read the writings of 
Plato in the original. 

Her life was a sad one, full almost to overflowing 
with domestic troubles. She was truly In love with 
her first husband, and hi,'; death was a great blow 
to li'--r. .Sl\e w.is inspired by a ilevntioii to lier 
brother, the King, th.it w,is al;in le worshiii. 'I'lii:- 
feeliii.g slie extended in a great degree to Ids wife 
and children. The Queen's early death greatly af- 
fected her, and a few months after one of tho little 
princesses, a lovely eight-year-old girl, whom she 
nursed through weeks of weary illness, died In her 
arms. She tolls In one of her writings how this 
death affected her belief in Immortality, and Iionc 
slie sat by the bedshie of one ..t liei- wa i t i n;.; - u . .mea, 
whom she greatly loved, striving to catch some in- 
dication that a soul was leaving the body. On the 
heels of these blows come the defeat and Imprison- 
ment of her brother, tho King. Two monih.s later her 
husband, the Duke d'Alencon, was slain. Her mar- 
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I' King of Navarre Is described as one 
' affeclion" on li<r part, ami there Is 
lie liived her well enoimh ;it first, al- 
• aftiiuards becann.' estranged. but 
•r a dai;^-i,;ei- liarl been born to her. 
.\a\-ai ie was far from brilliant, for the 
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King hud little more than ills title; yet Margaret 
surrounded herself with scholars, poets and th« mo.st 
brilliant men and wonieiHof her time. It was said of 

h' r that "e.bcri in pain herself she could comfort 

otlier.s; wiieii weak, slie <'ojild )»rotci-t; when j r, 

.'die ceiii.i ( nrich," .She ilied in ir.r.i. lier heart 
h.aviii'.: been biolien by the death o|' hc-r brother, 
two seeis belHre. ;<lie \vas loved in her lifetime by 
all wlio knew her, and is honored Ij.v all, who have 
studied her life story and her writings. Even tlie 
Heptameron, coarse in places though it Is, Is far 
in advance of the spirit of her times. Following is 
an extrai-t Irom one of Iwr peee.s, which illustrates 
the deiilh of lii r religious fe. ling: 
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.My spirit is in torment, 
But it leans 

On Him, who gives the pain; 
Who, causing the pain, comforts It 



The Heptameron professes to bo tho account of 
tho sojourn of live ladles and gentlemen at an abb(\v, 
v.lieri^ tlicy were detained liy he.ivy raiii.f wliiidi pre- 
vented till ui frimi procei^diiig on ilndi- joiiriii'y. one 
of them, the ],:t,]y Di.siUe, .siif;gesls tliat the.v :.!iiiiild 
p-.is:-i their time in idon.-i meditation :i.id in heariii.g 
the story of the life of (.,'hrlst. The inhcrs clamored 
for talet) of. romance, and in the end a compromise 
was reached, .the' morning being devoted to the 
serious subjects, and the afternoon to lighter 
amusements.

during the afternoon, with some running comments, 
nearly all of which are exeeptlmiallv clover, many 
of them inspired by a lofty spiritualitv, and some 
tinged with delicate satire.

"I think that one who los'bs perfectly, with a love 
in harmony witli the commands of God, knows neither 
shame nor dishonor, save when the perfection of her 
love fails or Is diminished, for the glory of true love 
knows hot. shathe." Anid again; ."It Is true that a 
heart, puris towards God and man, loves'more ttrongly 
than one that Is vicious, and it fears not to have its 
very thoughts known," 



THE MESSAGE OF CHRISTMAS 

(N. de Jlortrand Lugrin.) 

In tho eaii.\- da.\ s of Christianity, the festival of 
th<! nativity of the .Saviour was usually held hi .\jiril 
or -May. We are told ,|iiitc deiddedly in the beauti- 
ful nihil.' .story that the shepherds were in tho lields 
watching their Hooks hy night; but as December Is 
one of the months, of the rainy season in Judea, the 
shepherds would hardly be out of doors then. It la 
very easy to see how the dati came to be llxed Upon 
the 25th of December. Long before the Christian Era, 
the nations of Northern l-hirope, among them the 
lUius, of whom it is said thai they werct a, race -f 
glorious Kiants, f.i i i-lmi red and bine-eyed, lar 
stronger in pliysii|ue ;iiiii i-oeater in staturi' Ui.an the 
Gauls or the Itoiiiaiis, celebrated as their most im- 
portant festival the winter Solstice. Men of tho 
forest were these long-ago Northern people. Oltles 
had no place In their world, life was too free a thing, 
too grand and great a thing to be limiteil and 
harassed by the bonds and coincutions of civilization. 
They loved Nature :in(I wor,slii|iped her as have the 
l;riniitiv(> peiijile of all cuinlries; and the mo-t 
wonderful and the most imijortant time of tlie year 
to them was the period of the Winter SoLstlce, the 
twid\c darkest ni.ght.s of the Whole year, when the 
forces of Nature begin to take upon themselves re- 
newed life and activity. During this period it was 
supposed that thd gods and spirits descended upon' 
the earth, while Woden himself, tho supreme of all 
the gods, or In his absence, the clilef goddess. Holler, 
led the great proees.- ion of ,-pirils ilirough the air. 
This festival was called the Yule Feast. It Is very 
probable that ;is the Winter Solstice had been so long 
the occasion of the heathen festivity. It was decided 
that tho celebration of the Saviour's birth should 
take place at that date, thus also to a great extent 
reconciling thr two festivities. Some of the old 
hcatiieii beliefs .and u.~.i:,-es connected with the feast 
liave survivi'd until tlv luesent day. 

But after all It makes very little differonco what 
day or day? we may set apart as a time for joy and 
the practice of unselfishness in memory of the birth 
of Him, Who, though a "Man of S.irrows," was des- 
tined to bring' peaei>, eiill;;htennient and gladness to 
the millions, who have heard and undi'rsiood tho 
messagi.' Cod sent liini to bring unto the world. All 
miracles a]Kirt, He livi'd His life, a life of inco:n- 
parsble courage, steadfa.otuess and |)urity; He de- 
livered Ills message and He has gone; but as tho 
procession of years pas.ses on into eternity, thef Truth 
.that He lived and died to prove becomes more and 
more tho ruling power of the whole civilized world. 

There has not be(!n within tho knowledge of man- 
kind a ndigious or a jili ilnsoi di ii-a I sect that has met 
with more jierseciit ion ticiii ( 'liristian ity. This was 
no doubt due. in a '.jreat mea.sure, to the Cliristians' 
intidiu-.ance of e\'i'r.\- (dher cxi.sting relmion; lint in 
sime of all possible jiistitication, thi; bu t remiiiiis the 
same, that from the earliest of the sacrifices, that of 
Jesus Himself, the victims to tho cause of tho 
Nazarene have exceeded in number the adherents 
of .any other failh. \\ ho have died in del> ii. e of their 
Iirini'iples, And \ et in sidt.^ of Ihi". in spile of the 
eountlc^:s martyrdoms eiit;iiled by Us ad\ani em< nt, so 
tluit ;i hist(U\v id' Cliristia ii ily inigiit Well be written 
in blood, the Message of Christ comes down to us 
today, joy-giving, triunijiliant, eteriuil: "God is 
Love." And because this was His mes.sagc, this liv- 
ing, breathing, glorious Truth, that makes life a 
p,arailis(> upon I'artb, for those who can si e the Lo-.-e 
of Cod in all His ii.iiidiw erk — becaiise this was liis 
mi'ssagi', in evi'rv land under the sun. In thiee ilays 
shall fie eidibial.d the birth of Him win, hist 
showed u.s the u,iy to ha| M 'i iiess. There have- been 
others, man.v. many others — propluds, priests and 
teachers, noble men Who have lived and died for 
the ctiuso they preached And tlieir causes ha\i' 
bee 11 iielde- -worth living and d;. ing for, $ t\i\ \hv 
world has ad\anei'd imder the iiiilueiice nf tlieir 
wisdom, as it must ail\:iiiie' under Ih.e teaching it( 
an.v man. if ills ludnciples bc> sound ami his life ceii- 
sisteiit, v.lietlier he be tie- iiislructor of a haiidl'ul of 
little chlldnm or the counsellor of king and an 
empire. Indeed, It might well be claimed that the 
wise men who went before Him, among them 
Pythagoras, Socrates, Plato and Aristotle, and of 
the Romans, Seneca and ("Cicero, paved the way for 
iChrist. that Ills thoughts were to a great extent 
tludr tliougbls. l'"rir --o il must lie in tlie |o-of;ression 
of the world, wc- instinct ively borrow and iireiit 
by wliat li.as gone before. Hut to .lesus, .lud to Him 
aloni'. musi belong the i;leiy .if advancdng that great 
Truth, which sorrow, .sub eii ii;;, torture .and death 
cannot change; that Truth whiidi makes life a duty 
and a jpy a«d robs death of its terrors; that Truth 
which makes the world a glorious, glad creation, full 
of an etci-iial youthr- Huit Truth which sjieaks in 
«, \i ry \.iice ..f iiatun- ami is wrilleii ii;ioii every siiii- 
dreiicbcd hill and iiowei-deid;ed liild, that i.s em- 
bla/iiiied upeii ihe noomi.iy sea and the i^louiiig star- 
lit sk\-, thai thrills us in the \oiecs of our little chil- 
dren when they mstle to us at night-lime, tho 
greatest Truth that was ever taught — "God Is Love." 

It Is quite true that Christ's message, which Is the 
real spirit of our ( 'lirisi mas. is not clear to every 
one. ivian has nimlc the cilics, and just as It Is liu- 
po,sslble I'or the life-!;i',iiii; .sunlight to enter those 
idace.; which have b'Mii made well-nigli siiii|iroof 
anil airproof, jusl so is it dillicnlt for an\- lil'e-beau- 
tifyiug truth to enter the hearts of those whose 
minds have been steeped in depravity and vice, as 
they surround their bodies with all that Is Impure 
and imch an. Hut if, as is the case In spite of tho 
humlreds of .\ears of iiersecution, Christ's Kiessage 
is more pnleiitly true toila\- than ever before, it 
may be cl;iii,ieil f.,,- the i ic i i v idna 1, \i-iio has once 
uii.ieisloed Ihe meaniiu; of Ills t c.'icli i iii;, that, Uot- 
withstjindiiig the sorrows and troubles t.hat may como 
to him. In spite of the simlessness of nis life, moral 
and physical, that knowledge onco gained can never 
be for;rotien, but will remain a. light unto /ilm until 
the I lel. 

Thill, this, is v.li;it w(> eeli-l<r.i,te at Christmas 
time: 'I'liat Coii is Love; and the Spirit, that inspired 
II nil ivim brought n,s Hie mcssajve surely inspires each 
of us with some of that pure altruism tliat charac- 
tcrlised tho life of the Saviour, whe^n from our Uttlo 
or from our bounty we give for tho love of givln.g, 
whet,her In material things or in lovin.g-kindiK 'is, 
sympathy and good cdieer. .\nd if we lil:e to think 
tliat wi' are still keeping the old Yule; feast as well in 
rejidcilig 'iver the rc-awalcenlng of the forces of 
Nature, U'lio .shall say but the thought lends an 
added niystery and charm? Tlie very tact that a 
custotin isi-ani old ono'attaohea the more delightful 
thtere*s't to Its observiition. The rebirth of Nature 
means the Blorlos of the springtime, the loveliness of 
Hin Huniuier. the bouhtlfur richness of the autumn 



harvests. Those things arc God s gifts to usi- - Dur- 
ing the long nights of the Solstice, when tho mysteri- 
ous starry universe seems closer than at»any other 
time, cannot Ave the more fittingly worship ITlni, 
knowing ot the mighty potencies beginning to work 
about us? Looking above to the inllnite lietivens. 
which proclaim IHs honor and glory, shall not our 
hearts rei'eive an echo of that wondrous "music of 
the spheres," the iicrfect harmony of the perfect 
workings of Nature? And upon that one eve, whicli 
wo keep as especially holy, even the most incredu- 
lous and unorthodox of us must remember, with rev- 
erent thanksgiving, .fcsus of Nazareth — He who made 
us inulersttinil the f.uiiid.ition, the reascui of ovory- 
tliing. He who brought (jod's massage to a suffering 
world.

The annual statistics of population In France, 
published this month in the Journal Oniciol, show 
that tlic decrease in the birth rate 1h steadily main- 
tained. 'J'ho number of births In 190« was 806,747; in 
tho period 18UG-1905 it averaged. 839,843; in the period 
Immediately after tho German war It averaged !I60,- 
000. Tile absolute increase of population Ir. rJOil (e.\- 
coss of births over deaths) was 26,061; In the in i io,; 
ISUtf-l'JOS It averaged i'lG.SOO. In Gerniany in Itiii.'i the 
absolute iiicrea,';e was 'SJ.SIitl; in Au.stria -1 luiieary it 
was close on hiilf a inillion, and in the L'liited Iving- 
dimi ■Itlii.STS, 

nr. Hertillon. head of the Pans st-itistical depart- 
iiieiit. makes some ve-rv gloomy remarks on the nev. 
fieiires. ■■it ilie birtli rate does ni.it inck uii, lie 
cries • niir coumrv is lost. lie lienie.s lliat other na- 
tions show tile same teiidenev to jiropm-tioiiate 
shrinkage. (Ither cixilr/.cd nations, he asserts, ha\e 
never inerea.icd in higher proportion ilitm at present. 
"Geriiianv's lu'esent rate of increase is lourteeii 
a thousand: thirty years ago it was cuily twelve a 
thousaad; the other civilized eouutrics show similar 
figures." He ascribes the shrinkage entirely to the 
low birth rale, the death rule comparing favorably 
with that louiid elsewhere. -'W e are short of foiir 
liuiulred thousand blrilis a year to iiut us on a level 
with the proiiortioniite increase ot other comitiies. 
.At present we have three births to a laniily; what 
we ne((l 1.; letir. ' Tills view is borne out b;. tne la'it 
thai Chile u.e birth rale in IDlifi lidl i.nir. y-tour 
thousand below that of the preceding period, the mar- 
riage rule rose by more than ten thousand. The dl- 
voree tt.c lot appears to bo comparatively unlmpoi- 
tant tho number of divorces In 1903 being only i!,500 
In pxccss of the average of tho preceding decade. 

In these circum.'itances the existence -of an influ- 
ci tiiii "national league for the increase of the French 
pomiiation" Is evidently justified. The main object 
of the league is summed up In Its programme as be- 
ing "to Impress on our countrymen's minds thot a 
family of more than three children ils extremely re- 
spectable and lias a right to public recognition una 
lu'otectlon. ' 

.\ year ago the Australian govorniiient apprdnted 
a speidid eonimis:uon to ^nvesiigtttc tile ni:miifacturc, 
stile, cmistitueiits. etc, ol certain jiropriidary medi- 
idiies, 'J'he first volume of the report conttiins some 
startling statemeiils; so startling, indeed, that the 
coiniiiiinwealth aulhoritie.s thought It wise to stop Its 
circulation. One of the recommendations of the com- 
mission is that ill the interest of humanity babies 
sill add be entitled to as much protection as is now 
I'xieiided to chattel iiniinals, such as pigs, lambs, and 
calves. (If a 'soothing syrui)' — which, he says, has 
a wide disirilintloii m Crcai Britain — lie declares that 
eight or tell drops will kill a child, and that deaths 
caused b\- it are generally described as accidental. 
Again he writes: "Alercurous chloride Is the active 
ingredient in the teething powders . sold by the 
thousand gross annually throughout Australia. An- 
alyses have revealed that some packets contain 
double doses and others none at all! Tho stuff is 
made up o£ starch and calomel. The mixing is care- 
less, being under no legal supervision. Wlien mer- 
curial poisoning follows, as It sometinn .s must, ilic 
mother will never know. Other "siiothing powileis" 
eiintain morphine, also In extremely irregular doses, 
it IS iiiisidiie\'iiiis oul\', and cioilains no remedial 
Ijropert.v. Certainly our graveyards nvt) paved with 
the bodies of poisoned children." — Now York Evening 
Post. I

In iiroof of this last 
asseitl oi il Is a striking factor that the only country 
in J'hirope x.itli a (iecliuliig siiieido rate is Norway, 
owing to Hie oiicration of the Gothenburg system, 
there is also a decMr.mg rate of consumption of alco- 
hol to tho person. — Boston Transcript.

In tlii.s view, niy memory earrli^s me hael; to a 
very happy (la\-, A|iril 1.

.-^liij) Marjfius of June, eharfred li.\' Ilie IIlulsoii's 
Hay C'ompar.v to Ijrln^ Its I'n i^lit and passengers, 
including 'nyself as ehuplain and dl.striet ailnlsler of 
, Vlctoriu» ray wife and servants, to thlij far-oft Island, 

■ calling at Honolulu by the way, cast anchor off 
Clover Point, so terminating a voydge of about six' 
months' duration from London. The next day, hav- 
ing moved to tlie inner harbor, wo niado our first 
acquaintance with several ^Mcto^I!lns, who came on 
board fcy give us and our couu'a.nnoiis do voyajve a 
eordiai welcome. That same niorniii;-; \N'' n i\ i\ i d 
an invitation from Ills Kxrelli'iie\- (eu-r irMr Ii.iul:1,is 
to luncheon, who also sent a lioat lal;i' us Jslmr.-; 
tho boatman was Kood .hdm Siieliie. eonerrniu:; ul'.'nn 
I curiously renieniljer u\y wife lelliriy )ur lliai l i r 
domestic, "Mary ,\nn lleibrrl, referred to him later 
in the tlav as tho "maii with the flnsera," ho having; 
lost three of those memi ers in the firing: of a salute 
on some cerenuinial occasion. c 

After tho luncheon, never to be forgotten for the 
cordial welcoRie of His Excellency and .Mrs. Douglas 
'and their" Interesting family, not to say the de- 
. llclous salmon and other delicacies after shipboard' 

■ fare, we were conducted to the Fort, which was to 
be bur temporary abode till the Parsonage, which then 
began to bo built, should be linished. I have no 
recollection of the Impression produeeil on ii\y mind 
as wu entered by the soulli gate the large s(iiiaro 
fenced in by tall pali:;ades and frownin;; hastien.s, 
only I am certain that I luid no fear of bi.'ing Im- 
Ijri.soncd in thl.s stronghold of the great Achentarers; 
on the contrary, 1 distinctly reineniber I bat as, [jro- 
ceedlng past the central "bell- tower to eiu' rooms, 
on the north side, cast of the main entrance, we en- 
tered tho spacious, though empty, apiirtnienls des- 
tined for cur reception, my wife fairly danced for 
joy at our release from the long and tedious con- 
.linement on shipboard. The very eniptiness of tlio 

■■ rooms was a charm. It was the new home to which 
from her mother's house In London only a few days 

' Deforo sailing together to the other end of the world, 
1 had brought her, and what torlde does not Joy to 

'■'k see her work awaiting her, though tho house bo 
empty and bare! With the help of our two ser- 
vants!, and local carpenters, supplies from the coiji- 
paiiy's stores, and our own ample outfit, she soon 
en'ectod a transformation. 

I i-omeiubcn, also, something of the evening and 
night of that lirst day; tlie tea and fresh milk and 
bread and butter; and how, when settling oursel\-es 
to sleep fc)r tho night, we saw a large while rat 
crossing tlie stoveiiipo whieli ran tlirough our bed- 
room from tho great Canadia)i stove in the sitting, 
room. It Is curious how trilling things cleave to 
the memory, while tho monotonous things of every- 
day-life, which are our proper business, give no 
signhJ. 

Tho next morning I was Introduced to several of- 

■ , fleers ^and cadets of- the company messing at the 
' 'iTorf, w. J. Macdonaid, 'now our well laiown reju-c- 

sctitatlve In the.Senato; B. W. Sangster, I'amuhar, 
Maclcay, Xowton, Sangster (Sangsters Plains i)Osl- 
niaster), also to Chief Factor Finlayson, who li\-ed 
in a hf)use in tho southwest corner of tlie Fort; and 
Dr. Ilelmcken, now, for re;isons of state, tlii' Ib'n. 
J.' .S. Ilelmcken, residing witli bis wife in tho house 
which he still occupies; later .T. D. l'end)erton, wlio 
returned from l^ngUmd, bringing his si.ster, .Miss 
Pumberton. 

Looking 'back now to niy first Sunday service,, I 
have no recollection of It as distinguished from otjjer 
Biniilar services to follow, li'rom my written records 
only I find tliat tho text of my sermon on the oc- 
casion was, "Go yo into all the world and preaoh 

, the' -gospel to every creature," and that I referred 
•In .the conclusion to the Crimean war just ended; 
■but there is pictured In my memory the figure of a 

- man coming past the Ijeli- lo-.ver with a prayer book 
unfler hla arm, "going to church." Him I was after- 
wards to know as good John (jutnall, a dear and 
faithful friend to nie as long ;is he livid. 

Tlie eliurch services were held in the ni'-ssioom. 
There was no Instrument and Uo organized clie''-. Of 
those whose voices contributed to this part of divine 
worship I think only Mrs. W. J. Macdonald sur- 
vives. 

As to my first Christmas Day, wliieh this year 
('55) fell on a Tuesilay, while I remember nothing 
of it as dlstlnguislied from other Christmas days to 
follow '(more than llfty in number); but my records 
Bay that my te.xt was, "Cllory to God In the highest, 
and on earth peace, goodwill towards men." But 
Where wo dined, what wo had for dinner, or how we 
spent the day, my wife might have told, but I can- 
not. I know that we spent many Christmas evenings 
at tho Governor's very iileasantly, and this may have 
been, and prob.ably was, one o( theui. 1 remember 
that one Xew Year's live thei'i- was a violent sno.v- 
storni, which hindeii'il me from lioUling a serviiM^ 
at CraiHilow.-r. as 1 leul inteiid.-d, but niy reeoi-ds 
.sliov,- \\liat i dn not ill till- Ic-ast T'eneiide r. that 1 
])rea(died at ( 'ra Igllower on Xew "^'Lar's l)a\. I also 
reniciiilier that by ( 'lirlstiiias Day v, ..- tiad ime rd iiil.i 
the rars(Hia;;e, and llKit my t\sM sistei-s, v.lin l'.;il 
arrived •at lOsiiiiinialt frnni iCnglaiuI, u v.r.'k li' l'^ir, 
were with us on that d.ay. 

I remember a pnod deal about the Pa r- (iaai,'e in 
these early days. It was almost in the enunti'y. As 
It was at first, unfonccd, my wife wa.s often afraid 
. at noises. One night we heard a scraping, and she 
was sure that someone was breaking into the housi . 
I tried to persuade her that burglars did not an- 
nounce their piesenee in th.'it open fashion. How- 
ever, to reassure her, 1 reeoiinoil red, and found it 
was only a sow rubbing her back against an old 
shed nearby. 

The Parsonage ground v.'as all wild, bat the soil 
good, and as It v.as iii\' future home, the task of 
trying to make it a wiulliy aiijiendage of the dis- 
trict church was a ii|i :e .nil loic My .'^••rviinl. .lames 
Itahey, was a gond gardeie-r, but ratloT more in- 
cllii' d In tl'.c useful ;han tne ornaincntal. When my 
wife wanted to c'lilist his interesl in llower garden- 
ing, be remarlcod ihal llie Ilovaa-s he liked Ijesf 
were cauliflowers. However, slio li.ul lier ',v;i\-, !:e 
!lothi;'.g I'li.h. Ill-, llelinekeii lilieraliy siipidird us 
with ;l variety of tlowi-rs from his wll-ki-iit ganl. ji, 
among wliu li 1 reiiieiiiln r daisl.-s — not the wei- mod- 
est crimson- ; ippi-d lluwers, IjuI. \ ai i'-gati/d bi-autios, 
gorgeous through ages of culture. There was not a 
Wild daisy In the country; but now they are spread- 
ing everyAvHere, as if when loft alone they preferred 
their natural state. The Governor also took a kindly 
interest in the work, offering valuable hints as to the 
planting of fruit trees, etc. Mr. Wark, of Tlllslde, 
also sent me a fine lot of young ornamental trees, 
which nourished well. A goml g.-irdenlng hook was 
loaned me of tho coiaiisny — a hiiig loan, I think, .as 
I have. iMissessioii of it slill. 

Ho the gai-d.-n. though nothing to boast of In the 
artlsiie point of view, yieMed ahund.-inro of fruit. 

Hut if it were iihasaiit to get. into the Parsona(,"\ 
It by no mi-.'iiis follows that life in tlie l''oi-t was 
flreary; lui the- eonti-.-irj-, some of our h.-ippieid lioiivs 
were spent then'. l{c\sldes my sa tlsf.-u-tloii wllh I he 
Iireseiit and hii]ies for the fuliire, eoniiled willi the 
companionship of ono who had full nn.'ssesKiiir. of my 
heart and llf(j, we were fid-iiiing and cemoiiting 
frlendslilp.s which were to endure for many a long 
year. Not only this — there wei'o pleasant musical 
'and social evenings. There were voiceH and in- 
stnirhents; Mrs. Mouat, with the piano brouglit out 
with ' her from England; Mr. Augustus Pomberton, 
lately arrived from Ireland with his fltito; Mr. H. 
W. Pear.se.wlth his violin; I did what I could with 
my 'cello, tho Instrument my father had and idayed 
when a hoy. 

It wag also during those early (lays that we, my 
wife and I, had our firbt experience of the Governor's 



delightful rilling parties on Saturday 'afternoons, 
when the (.illci'is of the company and friends, their 

wives iin.i daughters, rode merrily across the coun- 
try unlmiieded by gat(?s or bars! I remember the 
lirst, wdieii my \\-ife, who did not ride, had her first 
drive in the Clovenmi's carriage — a homemade ve- 
hiele, without siiriiigs. as ln'Iittcd the times and the 
Idaee; our destinatiim was C'adboro li.'iy, whlcli we 
reached by a tmil which, beginning near tho Fort, 
lay all through open country without a house or 
field till we arrived at the companys. farm at that 
beautiful spot; and though I cannot .remember what 
wo did there on tliat day, I remember well that on 
many another da\- I had to send man and horse there 
for- meat foi- my faiMily. 

(Ill anotlier oceasinr, our ride lying along the 
.Sa.inieh tr.iil. when m ,n the .\orth Dairy farm Hie 
Hoy , inor calleti ii iiah; a man stepped out and lired 
up i.ito a lice and a grou.se fell dead; he reloaded 
and lir.-d up iiit.i tie- same t re,.- again and iiuollier 
gro-.ise fell d;ad. !, if iiol one else in the iiariy, -was 
astoiiislieii at eondiici, so diiferein from that of 
birds in civilised countries. WlieilH.-r it was the 
proper timo for grouse-shooting I know not, for 1 
have no record of Ihc dale, nor, indeed, of the oc- 
currence. Porhap.s the Natural History society might 
be able to explain why Iho second bird behaved as 
it did. 1 think It wu.s In tho same ride that another 
halt was called, it being rcporl-'d that a. bear v.as 
in a tliieket near the trail. li: teie-d ,iini lool:i-d, 

!iud when I remarked to ihe i;o\-eiiior lieil 1 liuiugj.i 
1 hc-i,i-i| Hie creature roar. Hi:: i;xei Henry said, "Hears 
do not roar!" 1 1m lieve hi> \v:i:i ri:;lil, for liieoijii 
we read ill hotli versions of the nilde, -'W, all rosi- 
lil^e Ileal-;;.-- 1 have reason to l.elie\-,. tlmi tl-.e irans- 
lalion is iiieorre.-t. Iieside; l,elie\iiii;- also lluit Hie 
man whose life i.s lai-;jel\- spent in Hie wilds is iiiore 
lil'.i lo he right on suidi a pidnt lhan the si-liolar 
lii his sillily. Perhaps the Natural History society 
mav throw some light on this question also: "Do 
bears roar'."' 

In those early days there were frequently several 
men-of-war in B^squhnalt harbor at once. Being the 
(uily protestunl clergyman then in the Island, 1 
often visited flicni and had much pleasant iiiti'r- 
course with the olliccu's. Itul my memory serves me 
little as to particulars. I lind the followdng entiles; 

"Aug. -'S, 'i>r>. — Attended a prayer meeting on board 
H. JI. .S. Trlncomalec." 

"Sept. !), '55. — Trlncofnalee sailed and President 
arrheii." 

"I let. IJ'^, '.'.'i.— The Reverend Holme, Chaplain of 
It. .M. .S. I'resiilent, preached for me in the after- 
noon at the I'ort." 

".Aug. 11. Ti.'.. — II. M. S. Monarch arrived." 

"Seid. 11. Tiii. — -Mr. Hri.-en, t'haidaln of the Mon-> 
arch, preached for me in the afternoon"; also "on 
Sept. 21." These last two sermons were preached 
in the district church (called "Christ Church," after 



my church in London), It 'having' been opened rnd 
divine service held therein tho 'month before. 

"Aug. ;iO, TiG. — The Governor went In the vTrin- 
eomalce to (vowitehun to demand the Indian who had 
lately shot a white man." The wounded man was 
brougnt to the Fort, where I visited him. 'H-- re-

covered and was sent away to be liR'fe from Ihe In- 
dians' vengeance. The Indian -who shot him v.-;is 
delivered ui) by his tribe, was tried and executed In 
their presence. ' 

"Aug. 21, '56.— Held a' prayer meeting at the 



Parsonage, with Mr. Cook, the gunner, and Mr. Price, 
midshipman, both of the Trincomalee." 

"Aug. L'l, 'Ijl). — Hold a prayer mi;etlng v.dth Jlr. 
Cook, of. the Trincomalee, in Cralgllowor school- 
room." 

From the iibove records it would appear that the 
Trincomalee was in these waters over a year at this 
Ijerlod. 1 think her presence had to do with the 
Itusalan war. it was after Admiral Price shot.him- 
self on account of some error he had committed Ih 
tho \Var. t remember the Governor saying to mo one 
day, that he had received Instructions from tho 
Home governmeitt to build a hosi-lta' at Esquimau 
for .ijoine wounded sailors expected down from Petra- 
polowski, but had not been told where tho money 
was to come from. Tlie hospital was built, how- 
ever, but 1 do not remember tliat any wounded were 
brought; but I i-einendier vIsUing afterwards a sick 
Victorian, who died there. The pr(-:;eiit naval hos- 
pital i,-;, I belli ve, the <Iir- 1 refer to. 

About this time I remember an .\iiierieaii .tliip- 
of-war coming with a I'nlted States commissioner on 
board to settle with Governor Douglas the bunflary 
between the Hrltish and .-American territories w the 
mainland, .and his attending divine service In tho 
district church, and my Including the United States 
President In the church prayers. 

I remember also my wife's Inviting Lieut. Parry,

THE IMMORTAL MEMORY OF SCOTT 



At the banquet of Hie Waller Scott Club In Eillii- 
bnrgli, .Mr. Cleor.ge \V>ndliiun proposed the toast of 
"The .Memory of .Sir ^'^■altcr Scott." Ho said that to 
the Hriton, aware of his natal prerogatives, there 
were few better tlian this: that Walter Scull niiglil 
he, first, a living )>art of his childhood, and then the 
entertainer of his youth, before he became the com- 
jiaiilon of his iait-r years. Jle recalled his vivid 
deligiit on diseovering the story of "Rob Koy." He 
sjioke of the subtle and complete charm of .Scott's 
novels lo ;iny man who savours them In maturity af- 
ter looting them as a boy. He referred to the tragic 
, eireiiiiistaiiees in which the later stories were coiu- 
posed, each one of them to he leceiveil V.Uh ecslacy 
by l-:uroiie, wlii'e Sroit ^vas suffering as well ;is loll- 
ing, .vet gentle and uiKlauiiteLl, Ihrou.eli rulu, due lo 
the fault of otiu-rs, lhi-ouj;li berea vi.-iiient, tliroiigli 
fear — the only fear lie knew — lest increasing illness

Scott stepped bacit, so to say, to embrace a wider 
panorama of humaiilly, alul, I rohi a position of artis- 
tic detachment, painted what he saw, tinged by the 
aerial perspective of wonder. His Imago Ufo was the 
"verissima, dulclsslma Imago" — human. He made 
an epoch In literature by creating romantic-realism, 
by clothing actuality with atmosphere, by striking a 
richer chord from notes .of human c::perience which 
till then had been sounded singly. No doubt he was 
lucky, like all conquerors, He happened to have loved 
the old romantic poetry, and to have understood the 
new realistic prose. 'So In 1S14 he merged (he two, 
and drew off their united power from the welter of 
literary crossii- currents. He produced a pure stream' 
of literary energy, and that stream flowed for fllty 
years and more, turning tho mills of many move- 
ments .oven outside literature — of the uxford move- 
ment in religion, the Young England movement in 
art. His acliieveinrnt as an artist was that ho ap- 
pealed to the general feelings of mankind by truth, 
wonder, and cliiirm. I'l rhups his strongest charm 
was woven by his ime>;pecteil recoiiclllallons — of the 
lawyer and outlaw, of the servant and master, of iho 
Jacobite and Hanoverian, of Scotland and l-hi.glaiul, 
of "time long past" avid "loilay." I!y tli.-se reconcilia- 
tions, by searcliings for liidden chords of liunian ex- 
perience, he felt Ills way to the supreune. 

Reconciliation of Man to M^'n's Dest,iny 
That was the worK, often unconscious, of great 
masters. But for their magical counterpoint the pre- 
sent would be all to each of us, "an apex between 
two hypothetical eternities," a naked note so poig- 
nant that It pierces. But Jiow few among ■ writers, 
classic, romantic, or realistic,' had shown this by 
their art. Walter Scott was of those few. He ex- 
tracted secrets fronf oblivion to endow what is with 
tho mystery of what lias been, and so put up the case 
to expect in the future. Ho struck a full chord upon 
the keys of time. It 'was only the greatest musicians 
of Iitimanlty who thus exalted the present by fealty 
to the past and made II a herald of el.-riKil harmonies 
He led us llirongli the ins/.e of time and seemed tO 
hold ;i clue. We waiulerrd witli him. and we wonder" 
cd .with lilm, tiii w e b( liexi-d \sitliliim that the lah- 
yrlnlli of man's fate mud lead somowhiiher Wijilh 
our seeking. And be niade liglit of all this. But for 
ii(.eesslty that elaiiiiieil Iiini to the desk till his pen 
droiijK.d from a d.\iiig hand he would have bade fare- 
well to Ills desk with :i .Sidney's

THE BLUE RIBAND OF THE ATLANTIC 



With the coming into commission of the new 
ocean lofiathans, the Lusltania and tho" Mauretania, 
Britain, in the mtitter of sliced, again rules Hie waves. 
Tile Germans have held the Atlantic record too long, 
and -now their colors are lowered, says the Belfast 
■Whig: 

It is a Toxiiknfio, -the story of how:great shipping 
companies have^'qompeted with each other for nearly 
a century to attain highest prestige, on the Atlantic, 
to gain and keep the record for tho fastest pa'ssagc. 
The contest has on the whoie been between IJrliish 
liners, but serious competition was once experienced 
Irom the .Americans, while now out Teutonic friends 
are always ready to put forward their best endeavors 
. to win the blue riband of Hie AHaiitic. 

Our story lakes us back to the days of the Sa- 
\-aniiah, a fine little ship of ,1i;i) loasdiurden, built at 
Xi-w '\'ork. This v.-;is the first steamer to cross the 
herring pi.ind, and her journey occupied twent\--six 
days. In the following year the Coude de T.attmdla 
sailed from Llvm-pool \-ia Hisbon for the lirazils. and 
thus gained fame as lieing the first steamer to cross 
tho Atlantic from the lCurop<'an side. 'J'Ik^ years 
went on without ostensible efforts to mtike a n-eord 
as to speed until well on in the 'thirties. Thmi mat- 
ters lieennio 'ivedy. The Hrlllsh tjueeii .Sfeaiii Xa\l- 
gation Comp:in\- gave an order i'ov .-i big- steamer, the 
British tjucfui, whieh was from various causi-s ih;- 
laycd in i-onstrnction, and in the me,-inliiiie a ri\-al 
firm built the Great Western. In the somewhat iles- 
perate circumslances the owners of the Hrltish 
Queen chartered the Slrius from the St. iieorge 
Sti;ampacket Company, and this vessel started on 
tho morning of April 4th, 183S, for New York. Three 
days later the Great. Western sot out in pursuit, and 
there was a scene iOf . great excitement In New York 
on the 23rd of the same month, when .both vessels 
orri^eil. the SIrlus Iri' the morning, and the Great 
Wa?tern In the afternoon. As one of the American 
papers put it, "Nothing could exceed the excitetncnt. 
The river was covered during the whoie day witJi 
row boats, skiffs, and yawls, carrying people out to 
get a close view of this extraordinary, vessel. While 
people were yet wondering how the Sirlus so suc- 
cessfully made out to cross the rude Atlantic, it was- 
nnnounced about eleven a.m. on Monday, from the 
telegraph, that ,a huge steamship was in the Offing. 
The (li-eat Western! Hie Groat WestornI was on 
e\-erybody's tongue. About two o'clock p.m. the first 
curl of her ascending smtdce fell on tho eyes of the 
thousands of anxious spi-intaturs, and a shout of 
enthusiasm rose on the air."' 

Thus did Britain establish herself In the Atflintie. 
For about a decade she held a monopoly, and ihei, 
the Americans had a try, sind in Juno IS-IT, the Am- 
erican steamer Washington and the. Cunard liner 
Ilrltannia set out from .\'ew York for Southampton 
and Liverpool resiiectively. It I loked a certain win 
for the Washington, which, theoretical l.v, was by far 
superior. But the Britannia won easily, coming in 
two days ahoad. The Great Western, too, had to 
yield the palm to the new boat and tho Cunard 
Company, obtaining mall contracts, developed ra- 
lildly. Then arose a fight watched eagerly hy two 
l ontlnents. It was In 1850 that tho Collins Line of 
America started Its effort to gain supremacy on tho 
At^huitlc, being well assisted by the United Sfuli-s 
(iovernment. The Coilins sbip.s uei-e splindidl.\- 
erpiipiied, and faster ti.an any wiiii li (nuld be puled 
against tneni. '."lie P.aelfic in bsfil mide Hie jiaai-age 
fi-oni INC -.v Yoik to fji -'eipi (-1 in nine da.ys Iwinly 
hours, and In the following year another Collins 
liner, tiie Arctic, managed tho journey in Ihree (i lurs 
less time, the Cun.'ird record thit.s being smaslied.

England's far-reaching arm sulliced to copo with 
that; but 1 do suggest danger to. .law .and, order 
afterwards. For 'this the presence. of -warships in'. 
Esquimau harbor could afford but slight remedy. The' 
remedy must be in the jioople themselves, and in the 
adiiilnistration of law. A little leaven leavens .a great 
lump, but in this ciise the leaven of discontent be- 
ing removed, tho lump remained uncontamlnatcd. 
That this was liow order was resiored will appear 
from what iollowed after the suppression of the dis- 
order wliieli broke out among the miners at tho be- 
ginning. 

.Mr. Augustus F. Pomberton, coniiiiissioner ot 
pollc-e, was slaying at my house wliiui, after he had 
gone III bed, a. niesstige came from the 'chief of 
police that the town was in an uproar, and that 
Hie miners were threatening to take tlio city. Mr. 
I'emberton immediately: repaired to the Governor's., 
and reported. H}is .Excellency's first Imp.ulse was' 
to fix on his sword; ' hut 'he changed his mind and 
sent a messenger 'express to order a gunboat. irom 
icsquimalt. Meanwhile' Mr. -Femberton went into the 
olty and conferred with the miners till the gunboat 
arrived, and thus ended tho matter. 

As I went with Sir. Pomberton to the Governor's 
house and to tho city on this occasion, I write as an 
oyo-wltness. I may say that my impression is that 
there w;is no serious intention on the part of the 
miners as a body to take the city by force. I knew 
too many of them afterwards, of gooil and x'cace- 
iible conduct, to think It. liul it was well that the 
disorderi\- ;imong tlu-m should begin their educa- 
tion ill l-."iiglish law by this prompt disiilay of force. 

I now note a singular condition of Hiin.gs, as con- 
ducixc to tlie continuance and iierpeduation of the 
order thus restored. The miners at thi.s time to the 
number. It was computed, of some ten thousand, 
were encamped in the open spaces of the city, wait- 
ing for the most suitable time for proceeding to the 
mainland in their search for gold. I do not remem- 
ber how long the time was that they waited, but it 
wa.s certainly some weeks. And what I wish em- 
lihatlcally to say Is, that this Interval afforded them 
a uniiiue opportunity ot learning what British law 
and order meant. Mr. Pembcrton was their teacher. 
l-"(-arless, untiring and vigilant, he suppressed every 
disiirder as it arose. There was iieetl. 

.\ man was killed in a duel on ("Iiurch Hill. 
Thenceforth It was at a man's peril to be found 
with a revolver on his person, and so the odious 
practice fell into disuse. 

Tlie effect of this practical education in obedience 
to law on the thousands thus gatin red togidlicr In 
one place can easily be Imagined. Not only did they 
beconie peaceable and' orderly, anil o\-eii friendly, 
V. liile lu re, even meeting in a body to bear tlu; Gov- 
ernor's advice as to their movements, lint wherever 
they w-ere scattered abroad on the innlnlaiul, hnv- 
lessne; s \y:\:i a thing unknown among them as a 
hod.v. and llie.\- wrouglil as if they reniembered the 
Coveiiior's ]i,-iriiiig words, wliieh still seem to sound 
in my own ears: "There is ^oid in the country, and 
you are '.he men to lind it!" 

Thus I Ibinlc il Is plain lliat .Mr. Pemberlon was 
liracticall.\- the real (.xponeiit of Hrltish law and 
order in thai arduous time. w,. do not forget what 
ii: due on the iiiainliiiid to .Matthew Balllie Begbie, 
cliief justice, who dealt rigidly with offenders com- 
iniiied for trial >beforo him. His inflexible admin- 
istration of the law struck terror- Into,- the hearts 
of evildoers, StIU less must we forget the m^n''at 
the helm and master ot the- ship, .His .Excellency -i 
Governor Douglas, who, by his sagacity, penetration, 
and Godly fear, coupled hy his" lorig' experience of 
per'sonal rule over men, ever knejv what to do and 
when to do It. ' '"' ' " " 

Thus from 'Vlctorha went forth an influence for 
law and order throughout the land, which will not • 
soon ptuis away, 'pur little city has ever been noted 
as being English In character and law-abiding In 
conduct. May she. remain so. She does well to re- 
joice and bo thankful for the natural beauties which 
so richly adorn her site. Let Iier also so continue 
lo follow the right, the good, the loving and the 
true, that she may for this also he as a city set 
on a hill ^\ hose light cannot be hid. 

Regarding, as I do, the six hundred Islanders 
with the iiiilriollc (llovernor :it their hctid as tho 
real foundation of tho things to come In the Hocond 
chaiitiu- of their history, I have written from inem- 
or.v such names as my position entihled me to he- 
couie actiualnted with at that early period. Intend- 
ing to ailil tlHuu to this paper, but space forbids. 

And now I should earnestly desire to send my 
Ciirlstmas greetings to the people of Victoria; -first 
to tho few dear old friends that remain of the .old - 
Fort day.s, and next to those who have conie later, -1 
from all of whom I have received kindnesses' which ' 
God alone can repay. May His .ble.sslng rest on all 
and each one not only of our belovpd clty;" but on the 
whole of this our province of British Columbia, for 
wo arc 'all one, as !tho name Imports. 
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The Lineage of British Tree* 

OR ivianj' centuries tlio soft iiiitl tom- 
prrate cllmato of these isliiiuls has 
provlde'd a congreiilal home for many 
kliuls of trpcs which did not fciriii 
I)art of the original native vegetation 
of a, tract of hind so remote and mit- 
lyinK In jjosition. Parlts and gardens, 
nppeclaliy iti tlie warm soulluve.st, 
O'ln be seen stocked with species 
from far distant and more sontlierly 
latitudes; and oontiniieil experiments 
in acclimatization almost annually 
enrich a new corner of English soil 
with trees l)(^:iutiivil or curious to the eye, or of pos- 
sible economic value. Most of the species thus Intro- 
duced, even those of old standing and tree and hardy 
growth, retain clear traces of their exotic origin In 
the way In which, though common for generation 
after generation even in rudely- tended cottage gar- 
dens, they refuse to spread beyond the limits of tlie 
sheltered pale or to merge thems.dves in the general 
vegetation 'of the countryside. Tlie lilac, for example, 
lia.=! never strayed liilo the open woods, iindci- the 
care of Xature alone. The laburnum In this I'euntr.v- 
is never .seen lining tlic long gash of the hillside 
torr<'nt with downpoiired gold, as It delights the eye 
In its home among tlm spruce forests in the .Mps of 
the Valai:-. and Savoy, i in Mngl'sli .ground the acacia 
does not run wild in' scrubby thickets ouisido. though 
near to, the margin of tended soil, as it does no 
furtlier iiwav from us llihn in Xorthern i'Yance or 
Helgimii. liut bclilii.l these obviously naturalized 
siiccics there stands another group of ac- 
climatized trees and shrubs, containing 
muny lilnds which wc consider as among 
the most typical natural objects In Eng- 
lish scenery; and these, although no less 
exottti In origin, have spread far and 
■'■'wide amongst the species native to the 
land, and have obtained so firm and as- 
sured a footing thtit few persons ever 
think of them as being other than native 
British trees. There is .something very 
fascinatiiig in surveying any I'amiliar 
tract of well-wooded Knglish laiidsca))(3 
on a day in tiutttinn when the changes in 
the foliage draw all eyes to the trees, 
and in dlstiiignishing between such kinds' 
.'IS are ;igc-old dwelhTs mi the soil and 
those others wliii;li, tliough of very an- 
cient lOnglisl: lineage, were not always 
present m these scenes.

' which has lasted to the [iresent day. Xot 

even the oak itself is now ;-o deeply- 
eharactorl^lc of many lovely and raniil- 
iar landscapes of .Southern J'aiglaiid as 
the lofty and noble elm. with tlie eiDwd- 
iiig fulness of its rounded upper foliage 
.standing into tlu' sky like the canvas of 
a full-rigged .shij) nndi/r sail, or the con- 
tours of a white May cloud. I'rom it^•. 
characteristic habit of grov.tli, the elm 
is supremely litted to be the typical tree 
of such a country of liedgerovv.s as Eng- 
land; for it deniands ju.st that measure 
of space and freedom about It vvhtch a 
position In a hedgerow gives, 'and will 
tolerate crowding far • less readily than 
the oak or beech. Thare Is hardly such a 
thing <ls a wood of elms. It Is well 
known how the elm is absent in the 
more northern part.s of the country, its 
'• place there being partly taken by ihi; 
'.' genuiiiel.x- native wych-elm. whiidi is .also 
general in the snulh. Hut it is higlil.s' 
remarkable that in all the c<'iituries since 
it liccanic a British, tree tlie common elm 
has never .sueceeiled in extending its 
range more widel.\' through the island. It 
slill seems to cling to tliosi' southern anil 
eastern parts of the country wiii're the 
Roman i)ower held stiongesi and longest 
hold; while, as the traveler goes north 
today liy rail, it is \ cr.v noticeable how 
oliiis suddenly vanish from their con- 
spicuous place in every hedgerow as the 
train approaches the historical boundary 
of the Trent. 

No revolutionary botanist has yet 
arisen to declare that the oak is not a 
true British tree, but doubts have been 
seriouHly cast upon the claim to a place 
in the native list of a species only one 
degree less familiar among o\ir forest 
trees of the tirst order — the lii-ecli. It 
sceius highly improbable, liowever, that 
the beech is actually an e.lieii. It is 
much more widely distrihuied o\-er Itiit- 
ain than the elm, and there is tlie stniiig- 
est presuiiipt ion, on liotli li istorie;, | and 
natural grounds, tliat tlu' large tractt of 
beech forest which have clothed the Chll- 
tern tlills and many other upland dis- 
tricts for time out of mind are the re- 
niains of primeval woodland. From the 
conunonnn.ss of the place-name Buck- 
holt or.Buckhold (which is simply beech 
wood In another shape), and similar local 
forms. It is dear that woods of beech 
formed one of the most conspicuous ele- 
ments In English scenery at the time of 
the Anglo-Saxon invasions. U seems liii- 
posslblo for the tree to have become so 
plentiful at that early dtite If it liad been 
merely a. naturalized species. One of the 
strongest Inducements for the accliiiiati- 
zation rif an alien species of treE> Is its 
value for purposes of food; but the edible 
of lieech-inast are even in the most favorable \-iMr.s 
scarcely high enough to make it likely to have been 
iiitrodueed for this reason by P.oinan e])ieui'es. or 
even by any of the dim. successive wa,ves of immi- 
grant poiuilation in pre- historic times. There .seems 
little doulit that the dark woods of unmixed and 
close-growing beeches which cover many slojies of 
our chiilk anil limestone hills present one of the 
completest pictures of primeval l-higlaiid wlilcli s\ir- 
vive to tho present day. Here life has been uiudiang- 
ing and continuous; the few Ilowers .inil scanty ver- 
dure which grow beiie<ith the beeches' infertile 
shadow are the sanio as were plucked by the plt- 
dwcllers' wild-eyed young. Only tho forms and 
voices of the larger birds and beasts of prey are 
lacking to give the woods the same character In all 
respects as they possensed so mdny ages ago. 

In few other type.s of Kngllsh woodland has there 
been, however, the same complete' absence of change 
citlier In the prevailing species Of tree or In the 
fashion of its growth. In order to reconstitute the 
primeval picture of most wooded landscapes we -have 
to allow for very many deductions, additions, and al- 
terations of distribution and habit. There are many 
v, cods In all parts of tlje country which are alto- 
gether artificial, in the sense that the trees of which 
they are composed are neither native to the soil nor 
' ■growing as they would prow 'if retnoved from this 
- forced- juxtapo.sltlon. It by no means follows that 
■-■■VVObds of tills inl.xed character are un)deaslng in 
'''themselves, or inharmonious elements in an Miiglish 
■■■'landscape. A woodland of mixed eonifin's and de- 
ciduous trees in often singularly pleasing to the eye, 
and full of the grace of a nature of second growth. 
In all the .soiithorn parts of England coniferous trees 
of every kind are aliens by extraction. The Scotch 
flr secmfi never to have been a native .-ipecies south 
of the (.'hevlot moor.-j; while tho .spruce and larch, 
now evei-ywhere so familiar, ase among the most 
modern additions to our common woodland tiee.s. 
.TJi* flweet chestnut tree, on the othoi' hand, which 



often grows freely both In cop.ses aitd larger ^wood- 
lands, especially In the southeastern counties, Is one 
' , of.the most- ancient df^our naturallaed spQCtes.., -Very 
prohably It was added 'to;, the number of. tlie food- 
bearing trees of Britain liy the Eomans, stnco In 
••Italy from the earliest times the chestnut held an 
Important place among, the meanS'Of subplstance. It 
• was also much valued by English builders for the 
excellence of its timber; and tho beams In muny 
ancient houses arc made of chestnut wood, v.dilch Is 
Kcan>ely, if at all, Inferior to oak In durability, and 
hiirdly distinguishable from its color and grain. The 
horse chestnut tree, on tho other hand, which was 
introduced many centuries later, offers its sole at- 
traction to the eye; its timber is viilueless, and its 
fruit uneatable. A favorite tree, which is some- 
times elaimeil as a native, but which is iirohahly an-' 
other early introduction, is the lime. It has been 
s.aid to grow wild in a certain wood In \^'orce.ster- 
shire; but It Is almost impossible to deteriniiu' the 
native cliaracter of a species from its oi'cnrreiice in 
a single leealit.',-, where it may easily li.'ne spread 
from ii eulti\-ated stock. Tlii' liini'. moreover, is 
•loticeabiy u tree which is rarely f.umd growing in a, 
perfectly wild situation. In woodlands far from the 
site of lioiises, or timmig the liollies and li.'izels of a 
natural brake or thicket. ll .seems habitually to 
idin.g to the near iicighhorliond of piirks. g;ii'dens, 
and the hiinlerlng fields wliere appearance, as well 
as titilii;.-. lias been kepi in view; and tliis aii.'-eiiee 
iif the Itnie from the unlended tliickets anil cops.-s 
lire^-enis a strong suggestion that it i;; a species 
whicti lias nc\er perfectl)' established itself beyond 
the range of the gardener's protective care. Tlio 
plane is olivlously a denlncn of gardens; but the kind- 
red sycyniore has everj' appearance of being a native 
tree, and actually seems to prefer exposed or northern 
situations, flourishing in the steep valleys of moor- 
land countries where the elm^ la never seen. Yet the 
sycamore is an importation",- and a comparatively 



a place In English landscapes. Century by COntur,j' 
many of the old, infertile spccieti of the swamps' 
and thorn- wastes , have , drawn, back, g:lvlng place to 
the jiavorltes of cultivation, and the offspring of 
more fruitful soils. 'Whero the alder leaves once 
flickered over the sighing sedge crowns of tlie 
marsh, for, league after league tho cattle feed In a 
|irni jitisturage, and the tilled earth bears corn tmd 
fruits for man. The birch and rowan havo with- 
driiwn to the scars and hlll.sldes, and the dark 
juniper decks only the remotest and steejiest faces 
of the southern downs. Yet even In the counties 
where traces of the ancient nature of the land are 
fewest, here and there we may I'ome iiiiou some 
scattered hillside \vood, or some reiunaiit of gnarled 
thorn biake in a place where three tracks meet, and 
recognize that we are in face of a relic of antiquity 
which is older than any monument of man. Xot only 
Is the vegetation before us all of the ancuiit kind, 
but It springs in the old, unordered way from a soil 
which has never before known the scythe or plow, 
or bben stubbed, or drained, or dug. Hollies and 
hoary thorn trees will be there, or the stag-horned 
oaks will moulder above tho waist-deep bracken on 
Ihe .green. The unchanged hal.dl of anthiulty is 
visible i!i such places in e\er,\' line; and between 
these pictures oi- prinieve.l vegetation on Knglish soil 
and the aspect of the young larch covert, set rank 
by rank, there Is the history of innumerable cen- 
turies. — London Times. 



In the Garden 

One of the most skilful of,' rock garden -makers 
and planter^ of walls was the, late Mr. Meyer, whose 
contributions on the subject to our contemporary, the 
Garden, we hope soon to publish. A correspondent 
wishes for information on the treatment of exLstlng 
dry walls, and iMr. Meyer's advice is so sound and 
practical that we give it for the beneilt of those 



these holes for large plants at regular Intervals, oi — 
Btlll worse — In lines, but in such a way that the 
plants when in position would form an Irregular and 
natural group. They should be sometimes close to- 
gether, sometimes further apart, or. scattered singly.

W'ln-n bnildimr a wall ive 
do not jireleiid to Inilliite .Vatun-, but so construct 
a jiirce of :i ri i i!e i.il v.'nrl^ tli.it no one could jjiK-'silily 
mistalcc it lor iin.\'tliiiig else llinu tliat of man. When, 
however, wc ailorn this wall Willi phmts and Ilowers 
of vai-jous ilescriptioiis the jd:inting sliiiuld in all 
cases be natur.'il. not in ihe selectinn nf kinds, tor 
tlial, would mean de:i,i-;,non h,\' wild Ilowers oiil;,'. 
but in the ilispos'tion ol' ilie varioin !:i-eiip'; fidlow 
Xaltii-e's lesson, tu-rttnging .some in Itirgo irregular 
culoiiics, others in sniiiUer groups, and uilicrs ugiiln 
singly, while some portion.^ of the wall might be 
left bare altogether. To obtain good effects we must 
havo bold masses of certain kinds, though It would 
bo a mistake to let the chief aim In planting be to 
cram ns many varieties of plants as possible into tho 
spjiee at dlsiio;'aI. A hundred plants of live or six 
kinds, in irreg'uUir niilural group.H, will be a thou- 
sand times more effectlvi^ than a hundred different 
things .scattei-ed over the same si>acc. It cannot he 
denied that when 

Planting an Existinj Wall 
tho actual operation Is more-dlfllcult than it would » 
be if the planting wore done as the wall Is being 
built, because in the former case one 1s rtot (lulto , 
sure that the soil is suitable, mdther c.-in the roots 
be spread otit so ensily, in many (-ases, therefore, 
we should luiv,- ito in- content witli smaller idanls; 
but, on the other hand, arranging them on a wall 




actually put in. Wlieu the an-angeniimt of the 
slicks and ifwigs is comrllete, stand back and look 
at it. Probably one groujj is too regular"and another 
too small, and' It will be a trifling matter lo l ead- 
.iust the sticks to our entire satisfaction; but It 
would not be so easy to rearrange matters once 
the ^ things have been properly, planted, neither 
would It bo easy to judge of the. effeot by simply 
writiii.T tho nr'.rnos on hibels or slips of paper and 
putting theiri into the w-all. Wl'ien a dry wall has 
been carr-full.r phniled ;ind the plants have become 
est.ibllsheil. It may be still thought desii-able to in- 
crease the list h.\- sowing- seeii.s or annuals and 
perennials into some of the chinks and tlssiiros, or 
even some of tlie larger joints. Now is u good 
season to sow, and also in ^ulte early spring, and 
also to plant seedlings.— Country Life.

■ The a.ssertlon that plants having varlega^led foli- 
age luive greater decorative powers than flowering 
plants, will, probably, brand the one who makes It 
as a heretic; but it Is made after growing many 
plants of both classes. ' 

Admitting all that can be claimed for the beauty 
of the blossoms. of the one class, there yet remains 
the fact that ver.\ few plants are continuous 
bloomers, and their beauty is but for a ^teason (fre- 
quently a vcr.v short one), while plants having beau- 
tifully variegrated foliage have it, in dlmost every 
case, during the entire period of growth,, whether it 
Is weeks or years.

. .-Vmon.g tlu ornamental-leaved plants 
iire inan>- rarely beautiful varieties, 
which never will become general favor- 
ites because of tho specitil conditions re- 
quired for their culture; but there are 
ofthers so easily grown that any person 
may succeed -with them> and it Is for 
this, latter class I make my plea. 

In.'the vine fam.lly, ,we have the -Jap- 
anese honeysuckle', with Its beautifully 
marked greon-and-gold foliage, which be- 
comes almost entirely golden in color 
when grown in a position where it has 
plenty of direct sunlight. The leaves are 
variegated from Ihe time the lirst one un- 
folds until tlie last one is killed by frost. 

The vine ,'inil runts need some liglit 
j)rot.eetioii durjiig the llrsl winter, but 
after that it Is hardy in any ljut tho 
most extremel.v cold climates. 

.•Vnothor very desiralde vine Is the 
green-and-white .lapanesc- hop. -whieh is 
a self-sowing annual, and requlrea little 
earr; beyond a string to climb on. Tho 
growth is so very rapid that the vine 
makes a fine showing early ln',.the .sekr 
son. 

, The Japanese' ivy Is similar to the hop 
in colors and markings, but lias a peren- 
nial root, which, like' the honeysiickle, 
needs protection until well established. 
Tho more water the i)lant has the moro 
white there is in the foliage, and in very 
strong sunlight there come both red and 
blue tints. Th«? seed clusters are like 
tiny bunches of grajjes. and are blue In 
color, giving an added beauty to the 
vine — if that is possible. 

,^ny one of these vines makes ;l strik- 
ingly beautiful nb,lect when grown jilone, 
and one mingling with the fiditige of an 
all-green vine lieif,'iuens the effectiveness 
to a degree which must be seen to bo 
real ized. 

The ordinary all-grccn ivy-leaved ger- 
anium is a beauty while It carries its 
trusses of pink, or white; flo\yers; ' hut 
the varlegateil sort, the leaves of which 
have white markings and margins which 
turn a deep rose-pink in strong sun- 
light, is beautiful . all the time. Tho 
plant Is adapted for use on a trellis, 
or trailing froiiA a basket or vase, a:nd 
makes a remarkable show grown In either 
way. 

Tlii^ g-recn-and-whitt- iind green-and- 
gold viiu'.'is, and tradescantiti.. Repen.'i 
tricolor (sometimes etiiled 'Wandering 
•low), are all plants whieh are naturAll\' 
trailing in tlieii- habit of growth, and are 
vG.i-.\- showy in baskets, vtises, window or 
piu-eh boxes. 

Tile geraniimi family furnishes many 
varieties with beautifully ma'rked foliage, 
from the daint.\' little Jladam Salerol, 
with Its silvery grec'ii-aud-wlilto foliage, 
up to the larger-growing sorts with 
brilliant tricolored leaves. The first 
niiined is usually grown as a border 
Iilant In tho garden, or as a drooping 
plant in jiots, while the others are used 
for siieelmen plants, in baskets and 
vases, as bedding plants, or wdier<ver 
line color effects are needed continu- 
ously.

aspen, on tho -contrary — smaller In growth than all 
the rest, and with the undersides of its leaves pale 
green, and smooth — Is ns thorough a British tree as 
any in the land, and has its place among tho freest 
and wildest vegetation of the torrent-gorges of the 
northern hills.. 

If all the naturalized species of -English trees 
■\<'e^e removed in' nn Instant by some mlrnculous 
power, in many huidscapes there would seem to be 
but few tre.-s left. It Is hardly jiossllile to inia:,'liie 
soni.^ of the broad grass vali.-s of the west without 
their innmnerable lu'dgerow elms, which to the dls- 
trnit eye mak(> a forest of the pleasant pasture land, 
or to picture thi^ great skies of llie l-'cii <iountry with- 
out the jioplurs quaking towards the zenith. Yet, It 
is by virtue of tho number ol! individuals, not of, 
sjoecles, that our trijes oi foreign origin llll so lurgn 



who eontemplatc making a flower garden in such 
positions. Tlie walls we liavo in mind are those not 
built for wall gardening, but which may be adapted 
to that purpose. In many gardens there mtiy be 
several walls of tliat description, either dr>;jpies or 
those of mab'onry, which were originally built to 
mark a boundary or a division in the grounds, and 
would lend themselves admirably to artist le adorn- 
ment. Sometimes, too, such wtills an- of great iigc, 
having Ihe surface, of the stones or bricks darken. d 
ii\' \'eni-s of exposuie, ami are, iii rhiips. e\en p.u-||\- 
co\'.'r.'d with moss and lii iieii. Such a wall might 
be, by cari.'ful treatment, grc,-ill.\- bc.iul Hied. Take the 
dry walls lirst. We will Imagine that v.'e hav<! to 
de'iil with an old dry wall, ami that from th.- soil 
between the joints of tin- stones weeds of all kinds 
have sprung. It should be faii-l\- easy to eradicate 
such weeds bv i-aking oul Ihe .i.iiiits with an iron har 
or a. large chisel. Where .•xi-cptionaily robust weeds 
have lal-Leii iiiissessioii, it might esi-ii be advisabl.^ 
lo use the irmi bar as a, l.'vei- for renio\-liig a lew 
of tho stones altogether, and either replacing tlioin 
,'ifler the weeds are rooted up, or, if the absence of 
su-'h stones does not seriously alTect the stability of 
111..' wall, bv lining ihi-se cniptiratlvely large holes 
with good soli, making iliem suitable for bolder 
jilaiils. Uock clstus, heatlis and alpine rhododen- 
drons tire suitable for such a ptiriiosc, or If the wall 
Is -In shade, large ferns might bo used with advan- 
tage. An Important matter to bo observed during 
tho operation of planting Is that the surface of tho 
wall whero the largo holas were made must he again 
made good with ■Small. stones, around the plants. This 
Avin keep the roots moist, and prevent the soil fr.an 
crumbling away and falling out after frost. Stones 
moro or less wedge-shaped are best for this iiurpose, 
and aOter planting they should bo llrmly driven In 
with a strong wooden mallet. This, if heavy enough, 
IS preferable- to an Iron hammer, which would. be 
likely to brealt the stones. 

Natural Grouping of tho Plants 
.Cjiiro should, of course, bo taken not to make 



iilready completed Is casior ami retiulres less skill 
than If the Ilowers were idaced in iiosilion <Uiring 
tho construction of t.he wall, TJio reason for this 
is tliat in the latter ease it is more dilllcult to pic- 
ittire In oii.-'s -wind wluit the conirileted group of 
lilants would be like, iind plants put in durln.g the-- 
proqress of wall -bii iidiiig cannot li.- altered or rc- 
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harmonize with that of the adjoining group; finally, 
where kite or early (lowering things should be so 
a.s best to ensure a succession of bloom. Such a 
sketch need not be elaborate, nor need It be drawn 
to scale. Let a diMten crosses represent, sny, a 
gi'oup of a dozen aubrlotias, twenty dots a grouii of 
nrabis, and so on. A few colored crayons may help 
to facilitate distribution of color, etc. Armed with 
such a sketch, however roughly done, we can feel 
sure of effects boforohnnd. 

More Advice on Planting , 
.■\ri-aiigiug pl.-tm.s on a wall already built Is much 
easier, though the planting is moro difficult. The 
best pi-;ictical method consists In having twigs arid 
rtiieks of various sorts and sizes, vyhfth thlght. be 
stuck into the. wall to Indicate, where the plants 
should be put. i;or % instance, a cluster of laurel 
f.vigs might be placed wjibre wo .consider a batch of 
iilv.siium wotild be most desirable, or/linary wooden 
labels miffliit stand for a group of campanulas, bam- 
boo-sticks for 111 I lautheniuin, tnid so on. In this 
way wo might arrimgo on the wall Itself where thi.> 
prlnrjlpal and most effective group.s should go, tind 
how the plants should bo plac6d before anything Is

l'"or _a low-growing,- perfectly hardy 'decorative 
plant which will tlirlve under almost any condltions,- 
the Clcuta niaculatit is ;ihuost phenomenal. Thiev 
leaves are sllvory-greeu iiiid cream-white In. all sorts'' 
of combinations, and come directly fi-om the root on 
a stem from four to sb: Inches tall. l-"or corners 
where nothing else will grow, along fotuiilatlou walls, 
In solid masses on the open lawn, or wlie'rcvor plant- 
ed, It forms a dense mass of shiromering, ctllvery- 
looklng foliage, which is pretty the entire season 
through. 

No complete list cmihl possibly be ..iveii; but any 
one who Wiints tine color effects throughout tho se;i- 
son can And something suited to meet every doniund, 
and that,^-too;"*among. plants which the veriest ama- 
teur can /easily -grow to perfection.

Those that hav,.- dene duty as ileeoralions, if niiL 
mined, .should be fiiven a sood sn.-ikin.t,', o\'er liead and 
all, and iilun,LVed in an open bnriler for a month 
or six weeks, watering- wlieu necessary; tlien, if the 
roots arc in Kood. he,-ilt!iy shaiie. rciiot. using- a pot 
two sizes lari;er -i. e., for ;i ;!ij-incii use a .'-ineh. for 
a '1-Inch use a ll-ini li and for a .'.-inch usi' a 7-inch. 
If watered well while grwwin.g land lili-'eding-he.'irt 
needs plenty nf v.ater wlu n growing), the jirits will 
bo w'oll filled liy f.-ill. 'I'liey slmuld b" plunp'-d in the 
oiien bordi r w hen repotted. .\ t the apr'roaeh ol' win- 
ter, take lip fror.i tlie ground and remove the dead to]i, 
u.sing' k-nile tn cut, rather than risk injury liy tryin.g 
to twist or lireak olT, and with a dull-inniueii stii k 
remove as much soil :is pos.^lble without injuring: tin; 
roots. Fill up with sood potting soil to which a pint

(i{ year.s undisturbed, and tri-atment gl\-en. Talce off 
all you can se... and reidant the old root In fi fresh 
place; you will be surprised by the show It will nuil-e 
the n0-\t S|ii'iii,g. The fir.st one I maniiuilated, f took 
off twenty-nine crowns, and then n iilanted. The fnl- 
lowlliR siiring- thoro wore twelve or fourteen shoots 
which came up from the old root, each giving a siira,N- 
of flowerfj, — and the twenty-nine crownu 1 hud potted 
alsd ga,re a spray of I'lowors on each. It was left un- 
dlsturbei tw" seasons and lifted the second, when I 
Rgaln took off over twenty crowns, — making fifty or 
niOro plants raised from that one old root, and I still 
had the root Intact to raise more. That particular 
plaint had been in the one place tliree or four years 
before I lifted it the first time, and by generous treat- 
ment had become B:i!od-si-/.ed, thrifty and vigorous.

Tho one tiling we nil desire most about holly Is 

lo have as many berries as possible, but wo gonor- 



ally realize this after wo have bougiit our sujiply. 
However, in British 'Columbia wo have no dtfllculcy

The most distlpotlvo W£ty of usiiii^ holly is In the 
form of wreaths and the best wreaths are those that 
aro faced with berries on Ijotli sides, so that when 
tliey aro hung uj) in the v.-lndow they w-ltl give i)leiis- 
uro to passersby us well as tho fainll.v. 

One sprig- of mistlotoe is i.'nough for ;most peo- 
ple, becauso it is not pretty la itself. 'i"he Southern 
mistletoe Is a very different plant from the inistle- 
loo of hhigland. It tloes imt oven belong- to the 
same genus. 

Those bl,g red bells of tissue paper that fold up 
like a .stocking have now become almost a national 
institution. Wo must have bells at Clnistnias, and 
rod Is tho merriest color. There may be somo ])eo|de 
who affect a mild scorn of these folding j)ii|icr bells, 
■but can they think of anything better'/ If so, a for- 
tune awaits them. 

Tho universal material for roping Is ground pine, 
also called bouquet green or club moss, and tho nmst 
iiujjortaut fact a.bout it is that thei-i> arc 'Lv.o giuiles 
iif it. Tho first is a good livel.v green; the second 
i.s dull and >-oliowdsli. Ih; sm-o you get the best. Many 
people believe that hemlock makes the prettiest rop- 
ing. It is darker, more i-esplendent, looser and more 
graceful; ground iiino is comuiict and formtil, it 
takes longer to make hemlock Into ropes and is harder 
on the lingers; tilso it begins to shed Its needles In 
two or throe days. 

Tho cheaiiost way to decorate is to collect native 
mntorlal, osjiccially branches of oyergrcena. No 
jiractlcnl way, so far as I know, has been found of 
preventing them from shedding tlielr needles. 

The best centrepiece for the Christmas fable la 
usually a novvorlng plant from the tlorist. The best 
pot plant for room decoration during the holidays is 
the bab.\- rambler. Tliere are Ihrco reasons. It is 
a. rose; it is icil: it will bloom nearly all tho year 
round in an mdinnry dwelling house,

Beautiful Winter Greenery 

There Is no more apjn'oprlate green, ;islde from 
holly, for deeor.ation ;it tho holiday season thiiii the 
sturijy evergreen Christmas fern. This fern is fa- 
miliar to everj- stroller in rocky wooilhuid or liillslile 
pastiii-o from New Urunswlck to Florida. 'I'ho thick 
glossy fronds of this hard.v fern are easily ctii-oil for, 
so that you may gather as large a fiuantity of iho 
ferns as needed. 

Collect all sizes of the ferns, from the longoHl pol- 
ished fronds, to delicate little "fingorlings," being sure' 
to pick' £he ferns before very cold weather comes, as 
it has - the eilecjt of weakening the stems so tliUt the\ 
fronds will no longer stand erect. 

Pack thp' fern? in a box, alternating with layers, 
of moibt paper, then place 4 weight on. top to give a 
moderate prefeure to-preV.e4t..the'.,fei'n3-from curling. 
Ferns'treated In'.this manner, If mo,lstoned occasion' 
alli% may be kept' In a beautiful fresh cbndlflon for 
months, and as pliant as when freshly gathered. This 
process for preserving ferns is so sure that no hostess 
•need lack one unfailing resource for creatingi in con- 
nection with bright colored berries, flowers or fruits 
a \-arioty of decoratlvo effects for winter festive oc- 
casions. ^ 

i-"or a growdn,g green which Is beautifully decora- 
tive in tlie homo in \vinter, there is nothing more 
satisfactory tlnin i\-y. Tlicro aro so many artistic 
ways of arranging the Ivy, and tho English variety, 
particularly, is so hardy that It cannot fail to grow.

Ivy nniy bo trained over the archw.-iy wliich di- 
vides room.s, and no iiortieres w-ill bu needed. Tiii.'i-e 
is also tho more delicate tJornian ivy, wliich roipiifcs 
gentler handling, it will grow effectively w-ithout soil. 
I saw one growing in a largo bowl of water, — the uind 
of glass bowl used for small aquaria. The iv.\ ; i i \\ 
over the sides of the bowl, festooning Itself in tang- 
led masses of vivid green, which gave a living beam.s 
to the whole room.

It Is just as reasonable to 
confine poultry when being fattened as tlio larger 
animals. The simplest method pt doing this Is by the 
crate-feeding, system outlined below, but many a far- 
mer can obtain Improved results If the birds Intended 
for sale -were only confined In a suitable "shod with a 
clean floor, good ventilation, and such foods as would 
be fed were tht> birds being fattened In crates, TJie 
crato system Is much tho hotter plan, however, and 
It is advisable to adopt It whenever possible. 

During the past few years the crate feeding of 
i lilclcciis for mtrrket hiis been Introduced from liJng- 
1,-ind, and has nmdo sulistimtlal progress In Canada, 
because it litis ]irovei1 to be liie mosL satisfoctory 
means of iireparing iioultr,\- for market. Tho work of

in live weight made by the birds raiiBos from one to 
tllree pounds per cliicken during the fattening period. 
TIio confining of birds In crutes also tends to render 
the muscular tissue less tough, and In properly-fiit- 
tened birds there should be an iilmost eiilii-e aliscme 
of sucii tissue.

Tho iiirds fattened In this lot wore of a desirable 
type, and the. results, as will be observed, were ex- 
ceptionally gopd, showing a profit of ' ovor 100 per 
CQnt for three weeks' of fattening. Some allowance 
must bo made, however, for killing and dressing, tia 
thcBo Ore hot included In .tho above statement. 

Aa stated elsewhere, in this bulletin, the type of 
bird that Is capable of producing the best results 'in 
egg pi-odtictlon is also the best type of bird to produce 
flesh ill tlie fattening crato. 

In order to have the clilckens plump and well 
fleshed for the mai'ket when they arc tit tlie most 
profittible ;igo, the\- should bo placed In tlie fattening 
ertites when tlie.v are beLween tliree and four months 
old. It is not mennt by this that tlie idiickens c-iinnot 
be fattened profitably wdien they tiro more than four 
months old. .Suitable market eliickouB will show 
gtiins In the crate at an.^' tige, but the most profitable 
gtiin.s are made by liirds weigliing ,SiA llj;i., to i lbs. 

The itLiieiiiug crtites are feet long. It! Inches 
wide ajid -0 inches bi.gli, inside measurements. lOach 
ei-ate is divided by two tight wooden jiartitious into 
three' conipartmenis, .and each coinptirtmeiit linlds 
four birds. The frtime pieces are two inches \vido 
tind 7-S inciie.-; thick. 'I'liis frame is covered wdth 

slats ]daccd lengthwise on tliree sides bottom, back 

and toil — and iierpi.oidicular in front. '.I'he slats for 
tho bottom ai-e 7-N-i;ichcs wide and H-S inches thick; 
the back, top and froiit sl.-its tiro the stinie width, but 
only ;i-.S of an liu-li thick. Tlio space between the 
slats in front are two inches wide to enable tho cliic- 
ken to feed fi-om tho trough. Tho bottom slats nro 
lltL. inches apart, with the exception of the space at 
tho back of tlio crate, which is 2% inches wide. Tlie 
bottom slats are always placed upon tho top of the 
cross ploces of the frame. This is done to prevent 
any Injury to the chickens' feet should the crate be 
moved and placed on tho ground when full of birds. 
Tho hack slats are placed lengthwise 1V4 inches apart. 
Two strips should be nailed under tho top slats, near 
the ends of each division, and hinged to tho frame- 
work. W'lien the slats are saw n above the partitions, 
doors are formed for jnitting in birds. 

The crates aro placed on staniis IG inches fr-.iin 
th<; ground and tho droppings from the chickens re- 
ceived on .'iiind or other absorbent matoruil. A light 
"V"' .'Iitipcu (rough "',3 incites inside is idaccd in front 
of each crate, tiud is ctirried on two brackets nailed 
to the ends of tile crate, 'i'he bottom of the trough 
should be 1 inches iiljo\-e the bottom ol the cr.'ile and 
the uiiper inside' edge J inches from the criite. 

In fattening for the market it Is aiwaxs advistible 
to use the fattening- crate described in tiiis bulletin. 
If only a small number of clilckens are to iie ftittened 
packing bo.\eb of suitable dimensions can bo adopted 
for tile purpose. The ojjcn top of the hox. sliould lie- 
come the bottom of tho crate, and one side sliould be 
removed for tho front. Latlis should bo nailed up 
and down tlie front and lengthwise on the liottom to 
form the floor. The laths should bo placed tho f^amo 
dlstuuco ajjart as reoommendod In tho construction 
oi;-..tho regular fattening crate. A board should be 
:loosened In the top of the box to remove tho-; birds, 
and-a feed trough arranged '.in front. - ,.'.'•-■. , •

Killing lAcc. — Before the birds arc put into crates ' 
they should he ivell dusted with sulphur, or any good- 
louso-klller, to kill any lic«vpn- therji; They should l>6 
treated again three dayw bel'dre thfey aro killed. 

Featlior Plucking.— Birds, that are fationlng in 
crates sometimes pluck the feathers from one an- 
other. This h.-ibit Is caused by irritation at tho roots 
of the feath(-rs, and results cither from overheated 
blood or iiar.-isites. Tho remedy is to remove tho 
clilckens that do the plucking and feed the others 
more skim milk, or add animal food and vegettibh^ 
matter to the fattening ration. 

If the trouble Is caused by parasites, tiiey will bo 
found tn tlie wliite powdery.-i[nattor at the base of the 
111. ill. .v sulphur tmd lard- ointment should be applied - 

lo the iirteeted jiarts. 

Feeding. — It is necessary to feed the birds lightly 
the lirst few diiys they ari> ii; the crates, not feeding- 
till they win consume. Tho fond should be gi\-(>n 
twice a day, and after the- birds liaA-e etUen wluit 
they rciiuire, the balance should lie i-enioyeil and the 
lroii:;h:- tm-ncd owe, fresh water should be sup- 
pli' d dailj-, ;Lnil ,grit tw-o or three times a Week. 

l-'iitteniug Itatioiis, — .\ saiisfaeUii-.\- fattening ration 
i.s one that is jmlatable, and that wdll produce a white- 
colored Jlesh. Oats, linely ground, or with Uie coarser 
hulls sifted out, have proved the best grain for fat- 
tpnlng, and should form the basis of all the grain 
mixtures. The most sultabl^^meals for fattening aro 
ground oats, buckwheat, baWoy and low-grade flour. 

Satisfactory mixtures of meal; 

1. Ground oats (coarse liulls removed). 

2. Sittings from rolleii oats (no hulling dust 
should be Included). 

Two parts ground oats, two parts ground 
bitclvwlietit, tiiii/ iiart com. 

1. lloual parts of ground oats, ground barley and 
gi-ound buckw heal. 

■'i. T\', o iiai ts gi-ouiid barle.\-, two ptirts of Imv- 
gr;id(> tlour and one p.art of w.'heat br.'in. 

The meal sluiuld be mixed to a thin, porridge witli 
. o\if milk, skim milk, or buttermilk. On the average, 
pi pounds of meal require from 12 to 15 pounds of 
iiiiil.:. 

When sndicient skim milk or buttei-milk cannot 
bo iibttiineil mixing the mtishes, a uuautity of 

metit iiietil, blood metil or beef scraps ;ind raw vege- 
tables should lie tidded to the fattening rntl-)n. A 
good |ii-o|)iii t ion is one part of the moat mnal lo fif- 
teen of o.alnie.il. 

The biids should remtiin in the fattening crates 
for a period not exeeeiling L'-I days. .Some birds will 
fatti'n more leaiiily tlian ntbers, and should, tin re- 
fore, be removed rrmu tlie crate, ;nid klll.'il as soon 
a.s ready. During the last week, it Is well in feed ti 
little beef tallo-w, sliti,\-ed into the trough, or molted 
and ml.'ci'd In the mash. .Mmut one pound of t.illow 
to 50 or 60 chlclcens per day is a fair aliowance. 

Among the Bees 

Every farmer knows tliat there arc great differ- 
ences ItK his cows, hens, etc., tout there Is too often 
an idea that all bees' aro alike, and that bee-koeplng 
is all a matter of luck. If you observe closely, you 
will find that one colony of bees may give you good 
returns, while anolhor just beside it, docs nothing 
in the siiriilus chamber. ISees are by no means all 
alike. They differ In disposition, tetuiiei-. industry, 
.•mil In other win-s. It is wnrlli while for you to 
have ihc' best. Fortumilely the ehango from |inor 
too guild stock may be m.'ide more rajildly than with 
other stock, .mil at less cxiiense. liy pa,\-iiii;- out 
ti liolkir oi- two lo|- :i, iineeii, ynn nia,v cluinge ;i 
coliiii,\- 1 of poorest lilack liei's to Iltilians. All \ ini 
need to do is lo semi oil' .NOtlf order to ;i l-elililll,. 
i|iieeij-lireeder, such as advertise In our bee jour- 
nals tinil agricultural ptijiers, an, I the i|ueen will 
come b,\- mall, with directions for introducing- it. 
wiiloii are easily followed. As ti. Nvorker bee iinl,\- 
llvcs about sl.\ Weeks in the honey setison, and, tis 
the now ciueen will be laying from one to three 
thousand eggs in a day, you will sec that. If you 
get an Italian queen into a colony, it will not be a 
great while until all the bees in the hive are Italian. 
Even If you do not change from one kind of bees 
to another, it Is generally a matter of advantage to 
Introduce fresh blood occasionally. In any case, 

whether you get fresh stock from OUtSldo Or not, 
whetiier your bees tire Itallanii .or hybrids, there 

is ahvajs something to bo doner in tho way of , Im- 
proving vour stock-. So long as aiiv one of your 
(iiloulcs Is bi-tler limn the oiliers. 

How ,'ii-e ,\ou to know which tire >-onr best '.'ol- 
onies :' keepim,'- trticlc of Iheir ja rl'orin;inee. atid 

liutling it down in blael; tuid white. Ytwi cari keeii 
ticcounl of the ■amount of suriiliis hone.s- you lake 
fi-imi each colony, and set It down at the time. 'i''lie 
next year you can select tho 'best colony for your 



queen-breeder, gnd a certain number of tho next Ijest 
colonies for drone rearing. One thing, however, must 
bo taken . into consideration, and that la, whether 
there, hios'^-b'cen' no' change of queens in any of these 
colonies. ' Tho colony' that gave you tho largest 
amount of surplus last year, may liavo got a new 
queen last fall or this spring; the young queen may 
also liavo met a drone of poor stock, and from this 
you do not wish to breed, iou can, tliorefore, count 
onI\- on those colonics tlitit liiivo made a good record 
and still have the same queen wdth which they begtin 
the season last year. Yini must also take into ac- 
<;ouiu any sjieeial tidvantagos or disadvantages. l'''or 
instance, if from c-olon.v No. 1 yon took two frames 
of brood in the s))ring to give to No. 2, and you then 
found that No. 2 stored just a little more .surplus 
than Xo. 1, it would not bo fair to rate Xii. 2 as bet- 
tor tluiii No. 1. The matter of swarming also comes 
in. A colony that has cast no swarm throughout 
tho season, will bo expected to store more surplus 
than either the swarm or tho mother colony, gonornl- 
ly it will store more thah both together. Neoriy 
always, however. It will bo found that the bees that 
do the most work nre tho least given to swarming; 
so, the swarming of a colony counts against It in 
making out ciiaracter. 

In the ordinar.v course of management, where 
bees are left to their own way, nnd all the increase is 
llirough ntitm-al swiirmin.g, there w-ill, m' course, be 
the iii.iMi iiu'i-rtise from tho colonies most given to 
swaniiing, which means that tlie geuertil ciniracter 
ot the apiary will run tow-ard swarming rather tlnui 
slorln.g. \\-e wtiiit, liiiw-e\-er, to luive the tendency not 
lo sw-tirin, 'i'hcre is ,a \:':iy in \vhlcli a good deal can 
ill.' done in (he way of iiuprovomont, tiven by those 
mosi skilled In the management of bees. 

Having decided which one, or two, or three, are 
tho best colonics you have, watch for the first one 
that swarms. Suppose Nos. 1, 2 and 3 are the best, 
that No. 4 is the next strongest, and the rest, fol- 
low In tho order- of thoir strength,, 5, 6, etc. Sup- 
pose No. 2 swarms; hivo tho swarm and put It on 
the stand of No. 2. At tho same time, put the old 
No. 2 In place of No. I, and put No. 4 In a new 
place. All the- Held bees that were in No. 2 will join 
the swarm, making- it good for work, 'i'lie old No. 
2 (now No. ■!) w-ill Ihns be deprived of its Held bees, 
but on tlio other hand it will get all tho Held bees 
tliat belonged to old No. i. In about eight days No. 
2 will imvo a young queen matured, and will send 
otit a su-arm. You will now proceed much as you 
did before. IIlvo the swarm nnd put it in tho place 
of No. 2, and put No. 2 in ])Uice of No. 5, putting No. 
5 in a new place. The Held bees of old No. 5 Will 
strengthen No. 2, now on No. stand, and In a day 
or two it w-lll send out another swarm. Proceed as 
boforu, putting No. 2 in place of No. 0, and so on as 
long as swarms ,l3sue. ; In this way you have, poi-- 
htiPfS, no swarms from- old 'Nos. 4, 5, etc., but in iheir 
place you havo swarms frtjm No. 2, all ot them hav- 
ing: quOens oCydtir. best stock,' When No. 1 swarms, 
or No-^S, you can treat them the .same way. 

Thore,4s, of course, the possibility that No. 1 or 
3,mdy .hof bo-among the first to swi\rm. Take frames 
^ oi'BeBiea'>b'ro6d from colonies that you do not want 
to swarm, and give them to one of 5-''-jr best cl- 
onies, V'liile delaying the swarming of tliose from 
which tlio brood wiis taken. Of course, when you 
take theso frames of sealed brood, you will merely 
■ 03icchangb thorn for - framoij that have little or no 
sealed brood in ' them. 

Rearing the Queen Bee 
Roaring .queens has become a regular trade, and 
sonio boe-kccpers make a business of shipping quoons 
^by mall to those who wish to purchase. Although it 
;4fnay not bo desirable for tho ftirnier w-itb only a fiwv 
tl^Olonies to go into the subject fully, he should know 
"enough about it to rear the queens at times, for ids 
own accommodation. 

Wlion a colon.v prepared for Kwarming, a number 
of queen-cells are started, six, eight, ten, possibly 
many more. As soo;i as the first mio of tliese is 
scaled, tho colony is likely to throw olT ti iirimo 
swarm. Si.K or seven days after this swartu has is- 
.sueil, the mother (-olony uia.\- divfde up into two or 
more parts, e;ich ])art being called a nucleus, the word 
"liuclous" merely nicaniii.g ti very siutill colony. Yoti 
will Kcnerally iia\-e enoiruli iiiieeii-cells in e;ich 
nucleus wltboul any attention on your part, but iiot 
always. Sonieiimes you w-iil Iind a lai'ge" number of 
queen-Cells on one comb, and some combs without 
itny. So, it may happen that If you give the matter 
no attention you might have a nucleus without any 
iiueeni -cell. ^ 

Another thing must be fonsidered. A laige jior- 
tion of the ijueeii-cells are built on the lower or 
outer edges of the combs. If these were left In tlie 
old colony without dividing, they, might bo all right; 
but when these oonjb'Si are used afe nuclei,, it is harder 
for tho smaller number of bees to keep thenn warm, 
and when a cool, night conies, the bees will shrink 
away from tho edges of the combs, and the queen- 
cells will be (hilled, lleiice, you must see that each 
nucleus has at le;i:;t two or three good ijuecu-eells 
whc'ro tlie.v will be sure to be inside ot tile (duster 
of bees in the coolest nl,gbts. So you will cut away 
colls from tlie edges of the rombs and from combs 
that littve tin in to sptire, and fasten them where re- 
quired. To cut out the cells, you nitiy use a. iiockel 
thill bhide that Is more llian 
d not cut away more flum 
1; but be very careful not to 
not lo let olu! of the Cell.s 
tind tender iiiieeu Is In the 
cell, :i fall nia,\- cause a defective w-ing or leg. 

To I listen ;i quel u-c(dl where .\-ou want it, use u, 
vei y ideiider w ii-e nail an inch and a half long. Pusli 
the" nail throi:-.;ii lln' basi.' ii|- the cell, but lie sure it 
does not. inter llle eavil,\- of the cell, .Nail the cell 
1-ight over Some of the brood, for it W-ill be more 
siircK- taki.'ii care of there than if seniirate from the 
brooii. 

It may be noticed that tlie bees build queen-cells 
WlUi the point- banging downwai-d, but it Is not 
important ih.^t you should liave them In e.vactly the 
same jiositioii, A still bette-. jilan than a nail to 
f.-isten a cell is the staivle, and then sink Into tho 
comb the staple point that Is furthest from tho cell. 
l'os:dblv you may be inclined to think that because 
only one queen Is to be reared In a nucleus, there Is 
no need to have more than one queen-cell. That 
would be a mistake. "While most of the cells reared 
by a colony preparing to swarm may be of the very 
best that colony can retir, it is not safe to assume 
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d. .Sdiiie cells ma.v conttiin 
■lis may contain notltln.g but 
It is w-ise to have it number of 
ill least two or three. The bees

Care of Empty Combi-i — Remedy for Ben Moth 
Almost any bee-keeper will have honey combs that 
arc for a time unoccupied by bees: even if through 
no other cause, colonies may liave ilii.sl In w-lntcr, 
letn-lng- cimib.- empty or containing honey or jiollen. 
Such i-onibs lire \aluab|e jiroperty and will re|iay the 
cure required lo jiiescfve tliein. The three iirlnelpal 
inetiiies lit unoccupied eoiubs are mould, mice and 
moths. 

(.,'omhs l^ept in it damii, close collar arc likely to 
J30 affected by mould. This connot bo entirely pro- 



vented whore liees are wdntored in the cellar; for, "■ 
even if no colonies die, it may haiipen that .some of 
the outer combs niioecupiod by bee.s wdll be covered 
wdth mould. Fortunatcl.\-, the remedy is not ditllctilt. 
J'ut a n^inildy comb ne:ct tiio brooil mist of a pffis- 
pcrous colony in. the woring season, ami you; Will: bo, 
surpri.sed to find how soon the bees wlir tiloan 11^ 
up so that you will hardly recognize it as the -sumo' 
comb. ' . . - ■ 1 I i; 

.Mice must be kept away from cbnibs by sh'iitflnp 
these up in hives or In isuch other placo vvlfero'-tho 
mice cannot enter. But bo careful that you do 'not; 
pen the mice in with the combs. 

Tho chief enemy of tlie aijiarist is the \va!x niothi 
If a colony (lies in the sprlii.g and the hivo remaina, 
unnoticed on lis suniniei- stand, it is almost certtiiu 
that, before the stiitiniet- is ii\ei-, you will tlnd it con- 
ttilniiig a solid mass of webs and cocoons, witli per- 
liaiis not a vestige of couili left. Yim may h;i\-o 
sealed up the hive moth-tight licfoi-e It is \vii,riii 
enough for a moth to tly; the result will be tlio same; 
tlie eggs of the moth by .suiiie means litive been laid, 
during the previous fall. In the liive, iiotw-lthslanding 
tlii) presence of tlio bees. It. is, however, not an easy 
tiling to make a hive moth-tlglit, for a moth yylll 
s(|Uoeze through a much smaller crack th'an a .bee. 
Tlie right thing to do with a hvluflet vbgkqj bffli 
Tho right thing to do' with a hive full ot combs upon 
which a colony has died. Is to get the combs as soon 
as possible in the care of a strong colony of bees. 
Kspeclally if of Italian blood, the bees will make 
short work of cleaning out tho vvornis before they 
are large enough to do much harm. 

There will bo little danger to the combs from the 
moth until tho weather lias become warm and bees, 
have boon flying for some time, sii.v about the time 
of apple 'bloom. When ;l liive is uutieed witli unoc- 
cupied _ combs, clean out all ile.id bees. ;uid JIUL it 
under a. liivo occuiiied by n stron.g colony. If there 
should bo tin.v entrance dh-ectly from outside into 
tho Uiiper hive, close it up, .so ;i.s to olillgu the bee.s 
to pass through the low-cr liive in going in and out. 
Keep tile entrance verj' small the first i'ew days, for' . 
feiir of robbers. After tho colony litis had this, 
lower hive in charge for about a week, so as to get 
it cleaned out and get used to the w-orlc, you c:m 
give it a second liive of coinb.s to cloan Out, putting 
the second in the pUtce of tho tlr.st. 

If colonies have died in hives in. the cellar, thoro 
■will not bo the stinie need of Jnisto as to getting tliein 
in care of the bees, Inileed, it may not bo a bad 
plan to take into tho cellar hlvos whose, boos havo; 
died on the summer stand; for in tho cellar ,tho. 
worms will hardly get a fair start until -the- next 
spring, when 'the unoccupied combs will .bo heeded.-to 
form swarms. It is well, howovar, to • look at them, 
occasionally to' -see that -tliejr are all right, for It is 
not difficult to see where the -worms have run tholr 
silken galleries. Tho question is often asked whether 
it will do to hive a swarm iti a hivo In which a 
colony has died. Unless such a hive is exceedingly- 
filthy, the bees will promptly clean 1. up, at tho. same, 
time being saved much labor In building new comb.s. 

it Is well'-t'o know that freezing destroys tho- 
worms. So a hive of combs tliitt has been left out- 
all winter is in no danger of -svorms until -well along 
in summer weather, w-hen niotha have had time to- 
maturo and to lay eggs. If such combs arc liung ' 
up in an i\\i-y place With ii space of .an inch be-, 
tween them they will almost surely bo safe from 
worms throughout tlio suriimer, and indeed worms 
iiiiLy not trouble them all summer if loft in tho iiivo- 
in tiieir usutil position. 

If for any rea-son it is desired to kill worms in' 
combs, sulplnir is tlio materitil usually resorted to. 
A vcr.\- little of the fumes of burning sulphur will 
finish the worms when thej- aro (pilte small; but, 
■when full grown, it takes ;i. very Iw.ivy (3ose; so it 
is w-ell first to pick out the larger ones by hand. For 
tills tiU<e a shai-p-]uilnted luiifo, open the comb at 
line end of tho silken gallery for half an Inch, then 
ciim.mence ;it the other end and tear It open tho 
whole lengtli. Tliis will drive the worm along till 
it coines out of the hole you , first made, .You can 
end its existence by whet meatis may. seeth .b.est. To. 
fumigate a hive with sulphur, set Into a, pari or Icct- 
tie partly full of ashes a smaller vessel ot iron, In 
this put the sulphur and throw on it a slioyelful of 
live coals or a red-iiot iron. Tills must be in xiii 
einptj' hive or some tightly -closed box or chambor 
so' that the fumes cannot escape, (Jreat care inttst 
bo o.tcrcised so tliat tlie thf. does not extend to tiio 
surroniuiing woml. 'I'he combs placed ovor tho 
btirnin.g sul|iliur may be iirevented from catcliing- rtro 
by means' of a ]iieee of old slieet-lron pli^icod under 
tliem. It must be further reinembered that burnin.g 
suliihur destroys mily the ivornis, not tho eggs. So, . 
it mtiy 1)0 necessary to treat the combs a wcelc or 
two later, when any eggs laid will havo hatched. 
Climbs of honey for table use are not likely to be 
Infested w-lth w-or:iis; but in the case ot black bees, 
especially If the combs are loft too long In the hives, 
there might be some worms. The dose of suljiJiur 
for these may be lighter than, for brood combs; if. 
the dose Is too heavy, the white combs will assume 
a greenish color, which, however, does not hurt them 
tor eating. 

When extra-^ting combs are extracted for the last, 
time in the season, it Is the practice of most bee- 
keepers to allow the bees to lick them dry. A hive 
full of such oombs may bo placed ovor a colony, a 
propolis qu^lt with a small opening thiiiun)i it, hav- 
ing" first been placed over -the brood fittmes. and this 
tillowing but one or two bees to pass at one tim<^. 
Thus, tho beoR are not so apt to break dmrn Hie. 
combs .and thoi-e is less danger ot robbing; Inu a. 
surer way Is to set tho hive at somo distance fnnn 
the apiary and let the bees have free play at it. Al - 
ter being- thorou.glily cleaned, till iiives conttiiiiing- 
combs should be removed to a dark room until late 
in tho autumn, and then to a building whoro tlioy 
will get the full benefit of frost during the winter. 

What to Do With Unfinished Sections / 

At the close ot the lioney harvest ther^ -.viv oUvays 
be more or less of i> ■ ctlons unflnlsiiifd, the num- ' 
bor varying greatly in diiferont years. It will liappcn 
some years when the :..Mson is poor, that none will 
be tinished. lOveu In Ihe best of years there wdll be 
a considerable iKirtioii left untinhihed, vt-ir,i.-ing till the 
w-ay from those the bees have not starteil at all, up 
In those ihat are tilled with lioiU'y, imt. have a' few ' 
cell.s iinsetileil. 'I'ho.se that have not been Worked ut . 
by the bees, liiiving no bone\- nt all in them, nia.s' 
be put awtiy until tlie next yetir, wdien tliey eau be ^ 
used, lie very caridul, how-i'ver, tlitit you do not. ' 
make the mistake of leaving such sections too long 
on the hives. When the harvest is over, they should , 
come olf at once, tor the bees ■will only daub "bee- 
glue upon thoin, and somo'tlmcs to such an extent 
that the sections will nOt be accepted by tho bees ; 
the following year. Some make a practice of taJtlng 
off all soctlons'at tho cloao of the clover and linden . 
harvest, so as to have none of the dark honey 'in 
them and to avoid the be.>-gIuo being put on them 
while the bees liave nothing- to do bet^veen the early ' 
and late harvests. If a. fall How comes, sections can ■ 
be again put 'on, or, better, extracting combs. : . 

sections that are not' entirely , finished, will, of - 
course, do for the table, and if they aro to 1.0 sold, • 
they must be sold at a lovvcBr price. Any that are 
less than half fUIdd with honoy, should bo fed to the 
het.'S. if .vou set out a super of such sections Where 
the bees ('tin get. tit tlieiii, they would pi-ornptly carry 
out the hoiie.v, but wiinlil be .=0 eager at tills work 
that they would tettr down tho tender comb so as to 
iiim it. TOxtriicting combs aro not In tho sivmo dan- • 
ger unless they are new. To avoid having tlic sec- ' 
tious ruined for future use, covc;r them up .so as .to , 
leave a ijassage I'or only ono bee at a time to get 
at them. It Is better to set them 10 or 12 rods 
away from, the apiary. 

These sectirms, after being cleaned out by thn 
bees, wdll be valuiLblo Cor use. liio xtcxt year, and ono i 
or more of them, if put lii each super tiiat is -first 
placed (ui tlic lilvo.s, will start tho Ijees i)roinplly .at 
work. If tho sections were not cK'tined out, the l>ar- 't; 
llcles of lion^jy remaining would candy and affect the '-^i 
new honoy put in thorn tho next season. .-S

R. Walter B. Anderson recently 

made public some very interest- 
ing views respecting Vancouver 
Island and adjacent territory. Jlc 
, said : 

"Terra incognita, b}- Avhicli I 
mean tlie norUicastern portion of 
Vancouver Island, the adjacent mainland and 
tlte great inland islet dotted sea bet ween these 
two lands, is not "uidcnown" in the strict sense 
.;of the term, for the trader, the lumberman, and 
' the fisherman have foi" many years exploited it, 
but these men, who periodically leave civiliza- 
tion and are for months lost sight of, as com- 
pletely as is a pebble dropped into a pool — 
these men rarely g^iNe their experiences to 
others than of their own callings, after the 
manner of their kind, hence the tourist hunter, 
the traveller seeking for new and strange sur- 
rountlings, ])ass bv, utterly unaware i-)f the 
proximity of one of the most delightful parts 
of the world, speaking in the sense of natural 
beauty, wildness, and licalthfulness. Majiy 
residents of Victoria, and chance visitors, are 
well acqiiainted with that part of the Gulf of 
Georgia l^etween Ten >,lilc Point and Xanaimo, 
and of late _\'oars the salmon fishing off the 
mouth of CaTiipbell ri\'er has attracted many to 
that place. Many and loud are the praises 
sung of the beaiuies of this trul_\' Idn cIv stretch 
of water, with its numerous jiretty islands, 
gradually being occniiied by settlers, ljut nf the 
coast beyi.ind and noi ili of Campbell ri^'cr on 
this island, and of i-«nd, across the gulf on 
the mainland, the average resident of Victoria 
and Vancouver, and the casual visitor, know 
nothing. He probably pictures it as a wild, in- 
hospitable region, tenanted by treacherous In- 
dian tribes and white outlaws, a rendezvous 
fo'r cuthroats and smuqqlcrs, a land of snow, 
and rain, and fogs. Such at least is the im- 
pression given me by some who hax'c inrpiircd 
about this country, and who have been nuich 
surprised upow being assm-ed li) the eonlrai-y. 
To the jaded city resident, looking for a few 
weeks' rest in a; beautiful quiet retreat, to the 
mountain, climber seeking- for new worlds to 
conquer, to the sportsmaji in search of unfre- 
quented rivers where he may fish the trout un-- 
rlisturbed, of remote swamps where the 'elk 
still swarm, of mountain gorges wliere the 
grizzly may be found, this "unknown land" is 
a paradise. 

Leaving V"ictoria, the business man. tired 
to death of the ceaseless grind of commerce, 
his system shaken from breathing impure air, 
his nerves unstnmg' by months of anxious 
business tension, takes boat for Van Anda, on 
Tcxada Island. He has determined to take a 
long promised holiday, has left his affairs in 
competent hands, and with two companions, a 

' naturalist from Ottawa, and a sportsman 
friend from England, is seeking the spring of 
health, as did DeLeon the foiuitain of youth. 
Poor Ponce failed in his quest, but our jaded 
seeker will find the spriiig. Nay! has found 
its rills already. 

In the steamer's hold, is an assortment of 
foodstuffs, clothiny, ,guns, cameras, fishing- 
tackle, a good tent, and all the other necessary 
impedimenta for a comfortable camp in the 
^viIds. A good power launch, with a small 
tender punt, form part of the outfit; and so 

, carefully has the wary old camper, the natural- 
ist, chosen the supplies, that when the launch 
is loaded at Van Anda wharf, every necessary 
is found in place, and no unnecessaries cumber 
the craft. 

The first (abjective point after le;i\-ing \^an 
Anda will be rowcH ri\-er, the outlet to the 
lake of the same nan-ie, on the maiidand, just 
across. Arri\-ing there, cam]) is made, suffi- 
cient necessaries taken .aslnirc, the rest left in 
the launcli, which is securely moured. and left 
.with canvas covering properly adjusted. A 
stay of three days is made here, during which 
time the voyagers explore the lake — a lovely 
sheet of water fifty miles long and about two 
miles Avide, whose waters teem with trout, 
rainlxnv and cutthroat. The river is short, 
about thrce-(|uarters of a mile from outKt to 
seaw'ater, a series of beamiful falls. 

On the shores of the lake, and in a lai-ge 
tract of c<->unlr_\' lying between il and th.e Cinr- 
cl(.)n I'asha chain of lakes, are some of the fin- 
est timber claims in British Columbia today, 
most of which have been held in reserve for 
years, but which will soon be logged. Several 
attempts have been made to log on Powell lake, 
but with indifferent success, owing largely to 
a mistaken policy of spending too little money 
initially. W hen pro])er jareparatious arc made, 
the venture will pro\-e easv and profitable. 

Upon the fourth day three very different 
looking men from the world-worn travelers 
who liad embarked for \'an .Anda some (la}'s 
jircviously, struck- c:nnp. and with cargo snug- 
ly stowed, headed, the laurjch north. Along 
the coast they arc now skirting, fine beaches 
line the loAV-lying shores at intervals. Dense 
forests prevail, and further back, the gigantic 
peaks of the' Coast Range thrust snowy fingers 
.into the blue of the sky. To the left lies Tex- 
"ada and -Harwood islands, ]M-oteetinp^ the tra- 
velers from the westerly wind, vvhicti here is 
but a soft, health-giving breeze, the true breath 
of heaven. 

Passing through the narrow gap dividing,'- 
the mainland and vSavory Island, they enter the 
basin formed by Hernando and Cortc/. islands 
and the main crossing thus i\lal.-isi)ina and 
Toba inlets are passed. Raza island thrusts its 
bold rocky dome into view, with giant Re- 
donda on its flank. Stops are made at various , 



points en route, sometimes for a day' or more, 
sometimes merely anchoring for the night in 
some sheltered nook. Toba and Bute are visit- 
ed, the hunter securing several mountain 
goats, grizzlies, and black bear on the majestic 
mountains rising from these great canals. Deer 
were at all times avaihd)!e, it being sufficient' 
to merelv keep a sharp l()ok(.nit in early morn- 
ing or towards e\ening on the rock}' shores 
skirted on their v.ay. Many of these animals 
can be seen, especially on the islands, and a 
rifle shot and true aim only were required to 
bring the quarry tumbling to the water's edge. 

In due time the Euclatou rapids are en- 
tered. These are, at certain stages of the tide, 
dangerous, but c[uite safe at slack. The tra- 
\-elers arc now in a stretch of water which is 
perhaps destined to plav an important i->art- in 
\^me(-)uver Island's history, for hcie a bridge 
must l)e built as part of the system eonnecting 
ns with the mainl.'uid. if c\-er the Rute Inlet- 
vSeymour Narrow s scheme becoines a fact. As, 
however, the C. P. R., according to Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy's recent utterances, are not at pre- 
sent considering this work, it is fairly safe to 
assume that it will not materialize in the near 
future, though in these days of swift and sud- 
den changes there is always a likelih(-)od of 
some other railway undei-t;d<ing and pusliing 
tlir(-iugli the work-. 

\\ bile in the r.'ipids the "lead fi.-.I;" and 
hand-line were brought into action, witii the 
result that a couple of the black ling were si-ion 
aboard. These fish, and the red cod (Sck-.-is- 
tichys) are readily caught in all the northern 
rapids and deep waters close to bold cliffs. 
The operation 
simply consists 
in lowering the 
lead fish, which, 
as implied, is a 
leaden f i s h - 
s h ;i p e d lure, 
with a short 
hook- protruding 
from its head, 
to the boiiom : 
thcti drawing it 
up with a series 
of short jerks, 
the fisher is 
quickly reward- 
ed with a tre- 
mendous tug 
from soi-ne run- 
awa_\- fish which 
has swallowed 
the shining de- 
ceit. 

.After lea\-ing 
t h c Narrows 
the y voyage 
over a lovely 
inland sea, past 
LJ]>per Valdez 
a n (1 Thu'-'iow 
isl;uids. slip 
tbrougb (jreeii 
I'ljint rapids, 
and soon enter 
I o b n s t o ne's 
Strait s, the 
high way fi >r the 
northern coast- 
ing ships. A few miles farther north, and 
they turn in towards Knight's Inlet, where, in 
a beautiful cove, with a lovely stream at its 
head, they make a permanent camp, and 
from whence, for a month, mak-e excursions 
to various phices as the sidrit mii\-es them. 
Their little cove is sheltered and out of the 
line of travel. They awake each morning to 
see th.e pure, clear se;i lilce a nnrrn;-. r.'flecting 
each crag and tree distinctly and the sun, 
sporting lIu-Mugh latticed hougi-its, j>icturiiig 
n\-mi)hs and fairies in the npalescent sjiray of 
the waterl'all behind. They drink in deep 
drauelus of sweet, pinc-pcrfunicd air, and 
thaid: t'.od they are alive in this beautiful spot 
of a beautiful world. All is quiet and peace, 
rest and content. Before them lies an inlaiul 
sea, perfectly sheltered, studded wiih hun- 
dreds of islands of e\-ery size and shape, 
among which out' ni;iy drift for lioiu-s, nr days, 
or week's, .-leeording t':) (jne's pleasure. I'.x'eiy 
])oint roimded re\-eals new and greali'r beau- 
ties, cverv reef ;ui(! shoal ]i;issed O'ver is ;i 
garden of sea-weeil. anemones, shells .and poly- 
pi, among which swim myriads of lisli. 
'i'hough now ii-i soft Septendier. m,-niy lieaiiti- 
fid wild flowers and ferns still adorn the damfi 
crevices and shad)' spots, for these islets, in 
the early summer, are each a blaze of lovely 
bloom. 

Wild bees drone in ha])py harmony, ,gay 
butterflieS'and beetles tempt the iiaturalist to 
acts of murder, our hunter has kept the larder 
.stocked with venison and birds, our city man 
has ransacked the streams for trout, the sea 
for shell and other fish, the clear, warm sea- 
water has given him new life with each morn- 
ing's plunge; he is brown as an Indian, and 
strong as a horse, and so at last, cam]) is bro- 
k-en .and ])reparations made for the home voy- 
age. They luu'c exphireU their sea of isl.ands 
as far north as .\Iert I'.ay. The mi.ghry iskts 
ha\-e been \-isiled. ami many mountains climb- 
ed. \'anciui\-cr Island h:is been ])enetr,'ile(l by 
the hunter, who, with two Indians from a 
neighboring village, yorought out-a-giunt elk, 
so now, in duty boJnd, yet, oh! so loth, they 
say farewell and stcfer again ^to the south, and 
passing Port NevillV, they" h'ave on one hand 
the .shore of Vancauver Island, an'd on the 



other that of the mainland, hut three miles 
apart, the only point at wdnch these two lands 
nearl}' meet, and passin.g here, the naturalist, 
who has tr.avcled nuich, makes mention of the 
;dinost certain fact of a railway in the not far 
distant future, crossing the Chdcoteu plains, 
passing by the head of Bute inlet, and mak- 
ing for the coast at thi.s point in an almost 
straight line, at. yvhich point a ])owerful steam., 
ferry boat will swallow up engine, cars, and 
all, and in a few minutes place her xaUiable 
freight on the rails- across the narrow strait 
on our island, Irom wdicnce a quick run to 
Victoria gains hours to the Westboufid tra- 
veller. And further, he told them of the sud- 
den rise of one of the richest islands in the 
world— \' ancnuer, only aw;iitiun- a railway to 
devehj]) her immense resources inland, and 
niine'-als, and timber, 'and fisheries, which are 
now in her noitlieastern and richest portion, 
practically untouched and lying hidden ; and 
in conclusioii .he said: "Victoria's .whole aim 
shoiUd be, concentrated towards the attainrii'ent 
of tiiis end, for her ultima'fe success as a large 
city' is oh this largely dep'ehdent, and the rail- 
way which first takes advantage of and 
inishcs a road to \'ancouver Island's shore by 
the route I have spoken of, will hold the key 
to Pacific cmimerce, and when in after years 
tli;it conmierce is ;i ccrt.'un factor, and \sdum 
your island has given her treasures to the 
world, then _\our bridges over Seymour Nar- 
rows, which we arc now entering, and the 
other bridges over the other waters we have 
passed, will be built, and a diversion of the 
old line Avill be made at the head of Bute In- 
let to connect with these bridges, and you 
then will be an undivicfed portion of the North 
.American continent. This upper part of }-our 
great island is the richest portion. (h-eat 
;ireas of v;duable timber still remain, but bet- 
ter than this, becrmse of greater ])ermaucncy, 
are the large tracts of \-aluable land, nuich of 
which can easily be rendered fit for fruit 
p,-ri-«wing and \or dairyin.g. 'J"he fertile valle_vs 
of the Campbell, the Mahon, the Mintisk, and 
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other rivers, besides many large intervening 
tracts, simply lie dormant for want of railway 

commum'cation. In addition, the inunense ba- 
sin Ij'ing between the motmtaiu chain near the 
^\■est Coast, and the ea>t side <>f the island, is 
jiractic.-illy nue lui.ge coal bed, and many vahi- 
;di!e mines will be discvered and oi>erated in 
the lulure. not t(.) mention the known (ieposits 
of metals in that same chain of niountains."

ficulty. We are less enteri)rising. . it would 
be difficult- in England to induce the legisla- 
ture to vest in a lioard of five persons, taken 
from the ordinary walks of life, the power 
of releasing a burglar, a hank forger, or a 
highway robber after twelve months' deten- 
tion, if satisfied that he had become in that

tOU ask me to give sq.me information 
as to the observance of Christmas 
Day in the early days of the Col- 
ony, sa}' 55 years ago. I may say 
at once that thci-e were no set forms 
of celebratiem in those days, save 
that the chaplain. Rev. Air. Staines, 
held divine service in the mess-room, a hall 
that served for baptisms, deaths andVnarriages, 
also balls and other recreation. At the Same tniie 
Rev. Father Lanifpet, a missionary Catholic 
priest, , assembled his flock in a shanty, built 
chiefl}' by himself and plastered with clay, 
which had wide cracks in it. This edifice 
stood on Courtney street, between Douglas 
and (lovernmcnt. Of course -Christmas Day 
was a holiday. 

In the' early days changes came quickly. 
In 1X5J Caj^tain Langford, wife and family ar- 
rived. They were in. s(-)mc way connected 
with the then (jovernor Blanchard. T. Skin- 
ner, Esq., wife and family arrived at the same 
time. These were British and cultured peo- 
ple. Langford and Skinner were agents of 
the Pugct Sound company, so with them 
came a large number of Britishers to open up 
and cultivate farms at Colworxl, the latter 
near the no-»v N;i\-al I luspital at l''.S(|uinialt. 
Capt. (ir;mt .and Crq)tain Cooper were here, 
rmd scion c;nne the nolde, ste;ulfast heard, 
Mr. Kemieth .McKen/ie, wife and family. 
These brought their customs with them, so of 
course Christmas observances, and both ships 
helped the same. It will thus be, seen that 
Chrislmas and other customs caine with the

Christmas carols, no pianos, in fact no musi- 
cal instruments of any kind, save the bell of 
the Fort.

band;-' Nothing bur Air. Tod and his fiddle 
existed. .Mr. Tod. a good soul, peace be with 
him. e^■er read}^ to a.-si.st, ;issisted. Mr. Tod 
had a pecnli.'irit}' : when pk-n'ing he would 
e;ist off a shoe, and kept time by stamping the 
resounding floor with his stockinged foot. 
IIowe\-er, an emi)li)yee came forth, "I can help 
you, sirs, give me a sheet of tin." lie got it, 
and in a -short time came back with a tin 
wdiistle, on which he jdayed admirably. This 
v/as the band, and every one enjoyed the 
dance and everything else, This l)and. too, 
was till- orebesli-;i at \\ idghl of priwite tlie.al- 
rieals. in \shieh J. I). PcMuberiou and |o>,,,'|)h 
.Mel\a\- weia- the stai- actors, wh.ilsl the oilu'rs 
handed round "port, ale-cider, ginger beer, 
oranges, lenu.-)us, and nuts — that is to say they 
would if they had had them. 

There were no puldic houses n(.ir public 
anuisenuuits .'it this time, turkeys unknown 
.and beef scarce. In fact a rudimentary Christ- 
n-i.as festi\'al of a holiday, not holy-d,a\', type. 

It m<a_\' be here ren-iarkeil that sixty ^'cars 
a.go, Christmas dayjwas but little observed in 
Scotland, and the same may be said of Amer- 
ica. In England, however, where it was and 
is a statute holiday, Christmas was universally 
celebrated. Essentially it was a children's 
day and one of family reunions, and in those 
days when traveling was expensive and ted- 
ious, this meant more than it does today. The 
\dsitors received a joyous welccjme, not a sc-irt 
of empty e\'ery-d;iy one. Plum pudding, r(j;ist 
beef, and nunce-pies and nuts were the order 
of the day, for beverage \'arious kimls of 
drink's. Molly and mistletoe an<l e\-ergreiMis 
obt.ained in nearl}' every house, in f;u"t 
it was a joyous <.lay from morn till night.. 
Games of •'/ariotis "'kinds were played. Toys 
for children; rudimentary toys and picture 
books,, cheap, and>^ such as the tpo knowing 
children of today would turn up their little" 
noses at, and my goodness.! the fun of the 



mistletoe and mulberry, tree! ^ Spreading of 
course from Britiish Columbia,, but in sober 
earnest to the immortal Charles Dickens' 
works, pai-ticu'larly the Pickwick Club and the 

annual "Christmas Stories." 

'^iMie holly now, as in England, generally 
used, is not indigenous, but grovvn from intro- 
duced seed chiefly. The bcrried'holly is now 
in ^-reat demaiid all along the Pacific .shores, 
and .American piu"chasers arc eager to buy it. 
Curiously, it grows well in Victoria and neigh- 
borhood, but fails ag- it grows. south. Mistle- 
toe, a parasite, used of old in the mystic rites 
of the Druids, docs not grow hen?, bjit a 
species thereof conies from the Slates, which 
serves its usual purpose, in spite of ;dl moral 
reformers and the scientific maxims of the 
dangers of bacteria ('bacteria of lo\-e) incurred 
in and by osculation.

tion from the purview of the law. In the 
P'nited ivingdom wc have not hitherto dealt 
directly with wage, but we. h;ive gone so tar 
as to enforce the determinations of voluntary 
arbitration, itself sometimes official under per- 
missive powers of the law. A Board of 
Trade arbitrator has been called in in the case 
of some of the most complicated trades, with 
the most varying classes of work and the 
most varying, wage, such as the Nottin.gham 
lace tr;ide and the boot and shoe trade of Pei- 
restersl'.ire and .\ouiiigh;imshire. Mis careful 
iind detailed (h'terminalions ha\e been univcr- 
■;;dly acce])te(l and completely cai-ried out." 

In conclusion, ,Sir Charles Dilke declares 
that there is little trace to be found in Great 
llrilain of any oppdteition on princi|)lc to deal- 
ing by law with the amount of wage in those 
feclile or "sweatctl trades which cannot succcss- 
fidly deal with the matter by organized ef- 
fort, such as that of which the coal miners 
have shown themselves cai)able, anfl says he 
look's foi' the declar.ation of a ix.dicv' njion tlie 
subject by Ciovcrnment before the middle of 
the sessidn gf next year. " ^

Wliat one province wants, 
another su]iplies, so that tliere is nothing: laekuig to 
]nakt»3(';>nada a g-reat nation, exeept men strong and 
skilful enou,crh to do her work, as well as just and 
good and linndjie enough to Uve together in peace 

■ and in the love aiftl fear of Cioii. 

'l'he navy of the United States has .set sail from 
OIo l^)int ("oniforl. VirH-inia, for San Francisco. It 
will be a lon« irij), as tile ships must come through 
the Stiaits of .Magellan. It ajipears that the sailors 
anticipate a hard voyage. Many of them have not 
liad.m'ucH experience of life at sea, still less of actual ' 
warfare.' It Is greatly tcf bo hoped that the ships will 
■return in peace and safety to their Tiome port. 

There are live little countries in Central America. 
Those countries are sometimes at war witli one an- 
other. The soldiers do not kill many people, oui 
(luring the disturbance, tliere is niucdi waste of mimey 
and loss of j)roperty. These excitable nations have 
"Wlsi'l\- determlneil to allow a crjuri composed of |i\e 
judges to settle tluir dilfertMices. ()ne judge is to 
111) appointed by each nation. All this I.s well, but 
])erha|)s it would be better If these nations, who are 
all of the same raoe, were to unite and make one 
large state. 

In the dominions of the .Sultan of Turkey tliere 
are many t'hristians. Some years ago the people of 
several districts, as Bulgaria, Servla and Montenegro, 
rebelled against their Mahommedan master, and by 
the help, sometimes secretly given, of other Chris- 
tian nations, made themselves Independent, One of 
^.the provinces that did not succeed was JIaeedonia. 
The leader of the rebels there was a young Bulgarian 
named Boris Saratoff, He hated the Sultan, who 
had cruelly tortured his father, ainl, in revenge, made 
many raids into his dominioiis. It is said that Sar- 
;itoff formed a jilot to t:ike fonstiuitinoiile. anil that 
the Turkish governnie]il promised to iia\' ?:iiM),00tl for 
liis bctid. it was, liowever, a .Macedonian who killed 
liini. The tribes wlio iniialiit the mountainous d s- 
trlcts of Turkey, though brave, are very wild and 
fierce. 

Messrs, It, .M, Talmer and Martin Burrell, who 
were sent by tlie government of British Columbia to 
Kngland witli an exhibit of British Columbia apples, 
write that they have shown the fruit at London, at 
EJ^eter, at Sheffleld and at Leeds. Wherever the.\- 
went they took prizes. They had an opportunity also

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^'ery fi'W el' ilic i.ldi'r iienjile kn.rW how inan.v 
(lisliiiguished |iirsciu.~ eouie to \'ietoria in the big 
shiiKs that laiiil a.t the out.er wharf. This week a 
■Japanese cuTicer, ('oiuinander V. .Matsumma, was 
lieri; im iiis wa>- to I'higland. He is goin.g there to 
lind out how the le'W sulnnarin,' war lioats aie ln'- 
Ing made, ami jierhaiis to oi'der some for .lapan. 
The .lapani'se ar(> making steel now, that it is 
jiot uecc-ssar.v to go to lOn.gland for .'ill their wai'- 
Hhips. Anotlier .lapanese gentleman came acri>ss on 
the same ship (the .Shinano Maru) ta learn tibouL 
.railroads and oars. The Japanese are apt scholars, 
and they sometimes Improve on what they learn. 
There Is a great deal of bad feeling between China 
and Japan, and it Is thought that the Island King- 
dom will never be .satisfied till she has forced China 
to glv(! lier more land on the continent of Asia. 

About fifteen years a.go tlie Russians seized some 
seiiling vessids belongin.g to \'iel(U'ia, They roblied 
the ships and ill-trci.ted the sailors, T!ie schooners 
were not ))reaking any law, > and their oun'.'i-s asked 
th(! Russians to jia.N' for the ciariiage done, 'l'he Can- 
odian governm'iu as \vf]\ as the I'.ritish supporteil 
the claim, ,\L last the money has bc-n paid. .Some 
of the owners .-iie dt.'ad, but the money will go to 
.their \vi\-es and ehihlren. Tlie sclvioners were the 
''armoliti', \'aiieouver ffelle, the Rosie Oisen and 
Maria. The .sum t.'iat has been paid Is .1S:!,544. Tlie 
."lories told by the sealers who were imprisoned by 
the Russians were very interesting, and at the time 
Ijeople here were very angry. 

' ,v The storms on- the European coast of the Atlantic 
ocean last wock were terrible. Many vessels were 
wrecked, among them a l.-irge .Vmerlcan shlii, the 
Thomtis \\', Laws'. n. This seven-masted schooner 
wetit ashore on i^'riday ou the Sellly l.sles, and 
■though many bravo men risked their lives to save 
those on board, only the captain and two of the 
crow escaped. 

A great nuinbei- of Rti,';sians hiive been brought 
to trim lor trying to overturn the governnu-nt. They 
worn found guilty and scntiMiced to worii in 
mines in Siberia, and man,v of tliem will, if they 
live .iftir the live years of living detith then. 1i'e 
Jjankshed from tlieir cmmtry. If half what is said 
about the Russian Kovernment is true, tluiv; can be 
no wise or good people in the land who do not want 
to change It. The onlj' wonder ' is tliat the people 
love their country .so much that, In spite of cruelty 
and oppression, they are willing to remain In It, 
There ara many wicked people hi tho country who 
thlnlt tliat by murdering their rulers and killing 



mounted on a steel carriage, stands ne.xt to the 
horse. It was His Majesty's favorite toy, and was 
presented to him by the late Duke of Cambridge, It 
Is a working model of one of the early tyi)es of 
breeth-loadlng guns, now, of course, quite out of date; 
It was capable of , sending a small bullet through an' 
Inch board at a distance of one hundred yards, and 
was given to the, .King when he was seven, but His 
Majesty was not permitted to use It until he was ten. 
A gun range. IBO yards long, was then chosen at 
Windsor, where the King used often, under the 
watchful care of an old artilleryman, to make pracUco 
with this .splendid toy. 

Another e.xtroniely interesting toy Is a fine model' 
of a schooner designed and made by William IV. It\ 
is not a very big model, being only a Uttlo over twelve 
Inches In length, but it is absolutely accurate in every 
detail. This model vanished for a time from tho royuK 
collection of toys when It was lent to Prince Kdward ■ 
of Wales, \vh() used freciuently to sail It on Virginia 
AN'ater when at Windsor. It was, liowever, repiaced 
in tlie collection recently. 

Queen .\le,\nndra's favorite doll is among tln^ most 
treasured .articles in tlie collection. The doll is cia.d 
altogether in wlilte, and all tlie garments were made 
by Her .Majesty when she was a very little girl, long 
bel'ore she had any iilea that slie wmild one day lie 
I'higlanci's Queen, 'l'he doll was added to the ccdlectioa 
by tile e.xpivK.s de.sire of the King, and wiis ijrouglit 
over from Her Majesty's honie at Denmark a it-u- 
years ago. 

Many of the toys (In tiie collection were ma<ie by 
their royal owners. "For examiile, tliere is a woodeii 
model of a fire engine made by the Prince of Wales, 
a flagstaff ma^e by H. R. H. the Duke of Connauglit, 
and a wheelbarrow constructed by the lute Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

The toy most recently placed In the collection is a 
splendid kite of Ingenious construction made by little 
I'rlin(> Henry of Wales. 

'l'he royal children arc taught to take good care of 
their toys, and are not permitted to bredk thom when 
they are tired of them. When a toy^ceases to please 
its royal owner It Is sometimes placed in the collec- 
tion, but If not considered to be of sufficient Interest 
for such a purpose it Is given away, usuallv to the 
family of some one conneot^td vvltji the royal house- 
hold. ' . - - ' - . . ■ . . ^ 

Though many of the .royal toys have been carefully 
stored awny for some years past, no regular collection 
was made of them until Kliig Edward ascended, the ' 
throne, wlien His Majesty conceived the. Idea flf gath- 
ering them all together and placing them It} a special 
room at Buckingham Palace. 

There are over' five hundred toys now in the col- 
lection, but many of these are really very valuable 
models of beautiful deslgnvpnd workmanship, and 
cm scarcely be regarded as ordinary playthings. For 
example, there is an exqulsltia^silver model of the 
first Paris iCxhlbltion, wbieh was presented to the 
Princess Victoria on h^r " tenth birthday by "the late 
Empress Fiedeiick. This model Is said to be worth 
several thousand pounds, and is the only complete 
model of the exhibition in existence. 

Even more valuable Is the model of a diver clad 
in full diving costume, presented by the German Em- 
press to Prince Edward of Wales a few years ago. It 
is of pure gold, and was made by a Polish artist, who 
spent several years in completing this beautiful little ' 
ivork of art. Such models are ornaments rather than 
playthings.

Ho thought ho had 
siilHciently refuted tho eliargo that 
they wore corinetting with .Socialism, 
and" had proved thai they were jnirsu- 
ing tluif path of social reform, pro- 
gress iirioii wbiidi ,ga.ve Ihe host l.ope 
for Ihe real contentmeiil of the people 
am! fur the iivoldance of revolutionary 
changes. The truth was — anel this was 
Ihe sum. and substance of the whole 
iii.'ilU'i' — tho community m.ust bo miis- 
ler in its own bouse. (( 'beers.) Tiiot 
was 110 jiriiiciple of an.'ircby; it was 
tile security and safeguard of social 
union. 'i'be mon.areiiy and constitu- 
tion of Cre.'it Ilritain were a hundred 
times safer today than they were a 
liuiiilreii years ago. Why? Because, 
as 'I'eiin.N'son said, tliey had been 
"liroad-based uimn the people's will." 
By widening tho area of political 
power we had at the same time wid- 
ened that area of political responsibil- 
ity and stability. (Renewed cheers.) 
It would be the same with our social 
Institutions unless he was much mis- 
taken. Property an'd liberty each of 
them becamie more and not less secure 
by every step which was taken to re- 
move tho scn.'se of injustice, to diffuse 
.•iiid ef|uali/,e tlie pressure of the com- 
mon burden, nnd to keep — and this was 
most important of all — to keep every 
liartlcular Interest In subordination to 
tho Interest of the whole.

It Is not easy to exaggerate the po.^- 
stbllltles of .«iucli a scheme in the 
hands of a fine craftsman, its chance 
of porirayin.t:: a. dramiitic clash of 
ideiils between tho aristocrat i i' re- 
foruKr nu(\ Lie peasant, of studying 
Iho life of the people from the inside, 
and biiiUlIng up a now and more I'.opo- 
ful synthesis. II need iinl be worked 
out to ;i Tolstiv'ail conclusion, but, 
tr<>uted with sincerity and insight, it 
could hardl.v ftiil to produce an epocb- 
niakiiig book. But, alas! for hi.L,'h 
hopes, (.'anon Slieehan has the credit 
of evol\-ing the idea, hut he m;ik'es only 
the .skelciiiesl atteniiil to dcveloii It, 
and one is reminded of the renioii- 
slraiices .Mr. Kipling puts into Dick 
Hekhjr's mouth when Muisie attempts 
a 'flight beyond Iter powers. One would 
not like to say hard things of Canon 
Sheehan, but aa fine hurries from 
chapter to chapter and finds truth to 
life and truth to art sacrificed to rank 
melodrama one sighs for the pictur- 
esque declamatory eloquence of the 
hero of "The I..lglit that Failed." 

The worst of it Is that tantalising 
glimpses show that the author strays 
from the right path through deliberate 
choice.

hat iie\'er been a fiirin laborer in 
earnest, but is posing like a hero in a 
linril-r.'i lo pla\' in spotless shirt slee\ cs 
iiml patent leatlier boots ag.dnst a 
rusl ic liackgronnd. 

Nor dues it lake long to nmiiask 
the hulliiwiiess in his profession of

• tous signlllcance; but so deep and 
wide are the dlftorenced of conviction 
In these revolutionary times that we 
can no longer count ui>on a genenrt 
agreement 'n sentiment or behaviour 
when tho iiiiuuil occasion makes ii 
appeal. For gooil or 111 — perhaps tor 
both good and ill — the old mcanin 
has shaded into vagueness, and the 
thing signified has 'shared the vulgar- 
isation of tho sign. 

This change of course is not alto- 
gether novel, and it is quite easy to 
over-rate its Importance- To go no 
further back than Dickens's day, w 
lind him ■ si'ttiug hinisolf the task of 
restoring s(ni>.e of the lost prestige 
tho season iif good-will.

A world 
suhjeet to a lliousaiid ills against 
whicli no l'<iresi,L;ht can r,'uar(l. wliere- 
iii beings variiiusly born and eondi- 
ti.nned ha\-i> to struggle foi- an assured 
place, many I'ainting l)y the wayside 
and Inrning appi-ajius- eyes to their 
more fortunate bretlierp. lor aid, will 
r.ot soon cease t..i afford opportunities 
for devoted service. By all incaiis 
maintain tlie olil .simple benevolences, 
keep alive the cliarlties that sooth and 
bless those who suffer — not for their] 
own mistakes alone, but haply for thci 
neglect or misdoing of others. When 
all open woes have been so alleviated I 
much that the Pner consciousness and 
better-informed spirit of our privileg- 
ed time suggests as more and more 
noedfnl will remain to challenge our 
self-complacency-

wide field of investigation. The ac- 
tion of mind on mind is realized more 
keenly by our leading thinkers, 
l^sycladogy Is iit last vindicating its 
right to bear a part In every discus- 
sion which has to do with human 
character ancLxconduct. 

There are Ills that men and women 
are heirs to which do not lie on the 
surface, moral and spiritual disabili- 
ties which cruelly lessen their power 
to shape for themselves a hnijpy and 
successful career. All their lives long 
they ha\-e to fight with invisible foes. 
Obscure tendencies assert their influ- 
ence at crftical moments, flinging 
them l.iaek when they seem to have 
luul the game of life la tlieir. huiuis, 
it is the privilege of the strong and 
well-found who belong to thcdr circle 
to administer sidace and lielp In such 
cases, it Is not rich food and dainty 
ornaments that can convey healing to 
minds dist;ased. Tho miracle of res- 
toration can only be wrought as the 
result of much study and personal 
consecration. It Is worth the self- 
expenditure. No work of charity so 
richly repays its cost. Nor can there 
be a l>»'tter time to attempt it than 
while the atmosphere Is charged with 
good feeling and the sense of brother- 
hood is reawakened by many tokens. 

It sounds commonplace to say that 
tho children should have prime con- 
siileratlon at Christmas, but we are 
not so . sure that the reminder is 
needless. Tho provision for their 
delectation is alaindant enough, If 
only it were more wls(;ly distributed. 
Siune iiainpered ones have more than 
is good for them, many are fain to 
I'oiitent themselves u 1th the sight and 
.sound lit iileasures tlie\' cannot share. 
Happily tliere are natur.'il coiuiJensa- 
tiiiris for tlu^ more liealth.ih- consti- 
tuted; hoys and girls get no end of 
satisfaction out of the shop windows 
and toy Ijazaars — not to speak of the 
delicious Jo\'s of the pa.nloininie, 
whii-h slieds a lurid glory over the 
grimy district, or the delights of the 
crowdetl streets and the games which | 
cost nothing but risk much. Yet it 
one tliiiilts seriously about the chil- 
dren'.i future It Is Impossl'ulc to evade 
the feeling of undischarged accouta- 
bllily in regard to them. This can- 
not be worthily met by Clirlslmas- 
bo.\os. A lltle fresh interest in a 
boy's games, a wise word of encour- 
agement to a girl who is worried 
about her home-lessons, the display 
oC an unaffected sympathy when 
something has gone wrong and tho 
delicate nerves are like "sweet bells 
jangled out of tuno and hi.rsh" — these 
things have a magical influence, often 
making all the difference between a 
happy household and one In which 
discord la peronnliil. Now Chrlstmns 
is pmi)hatically the time for a new 
departure in nursery etliics; uorshir. 
of the wonderful Habe is hilt supersli- 
tiim unless it he the ideal expression 
of reverence for childhood. Ho who 
".■jet a child in the midst" and b.-ide 
His followers receive it as His real 
representative disclosed the true sec- 



ret of siiirltual training — a secret 
which seems too often hidden from 
those who siiuabble over tho forninl- 
Itles of religious education. Is it not 
a sad proof of widely extended paren- 
tal unreadiness that the ■ ped-'igogue 
and tho .^professional guide should be 
charged ' With the most sacred and In- 
timate of, fatherly and .motherly du- 
ties—that of, turning the -.child's gaze 
inward t£nd./ upward- In quest' of ^ the 
highest strength and hles-iiiig? Is any 
iiarentago; so noble, any guaTdIanshli> 
so fraii'ght with delight, as the one 
which grasps . this interior verity, 
building character on the sure. found- 
ation of a purposed dedication to a 
transcendant career'.' 

Wo should be sorry to damp any 
ardent aidrit among our readers by 
seeming to undervalue the convivial 
side of the season, ilirtli has Its, 
justification as a reaction from bur- 
densome toll. Joy, which 1.^ mirtlii re- 
lined and deepened, has a unl(iue re- 
cuiioratlvo ijower; It Is the wine of 
life that braces up the faculties for 
new achievements. lOxperlencc teach- 
i!s us, moreover, that mere inorallzlng 
Is of little avail when a new conceij- 
tion of life's nicining is tlie great de- 
sideratum. Hear that brave and 
cholei- spirit, Itobert Louis Stevenson, 
on this matter. He says: "Centleness 
and clieerltilness, these couie before 
all morality; they are the perfect du- 
ties. . . if your morals nuike you 
dreary, depend ujion It they ar 
wrong. I do not say 'give them nji 
for they may be all you have; but 
conceal them, like a vice, lest thc^y 
should spoil the lives of bettor and 
simpler people." There U a good deal 
of sentimental and emasculated mor- 
ality, In ti'uth, which weakens Instead 
of invigorating peoi)le's wills. We 
need not fear contact wntli poor and 
depressed humanity — does tlie trained 
nurse sliink froni tlie Infected Jia- 
tlent'.' The riglu temiier in wliicli to 
take up the (lutles and i)ri\'ileges .of 
the hour Is the temper of cheerfulness, 
if one cannot I'atidi the mood which 
the season invites, Ciiristmas will 
come to us in vain. Are our memor- 
ies sad'.' l.ot us suiuuerge tliem in tlie 
Hood of the general joy. We miss 
loved faces: voices that gave a charm 
to the morning are absent now; the 
world can never be the same to us 
as it \vas when «'e kejit sweet com- 
pany with our beloved. (."hrlstmas 
brings solemn tliougiits; neeil tliey be 
scdf-rogardlng ones only^.' Are • not 
otlier lives darkened liy shadows of 
loss — of bereavement in which they 
can discover no ameU.iraii ve use fir 
compensation'.' 1,'.> cheering their 
loneliness we ease mir own burden of 
trouble; words of hope spoken to a 
needy one make a musical echo in 
the deiitlis of our own soul. 

.So Willie we avow that we cannot 
Invent an\- new Christmas gospel, or 
rale tho old symbols higher t'han we 
did of yore, we plead for a fuller U'ae 
and a wider interpretation of the sea- 
son's opportunity. Is anything 'so 
gross or common that It cdnnot be 
made sacrificial by a nob\e aim? 
Charity Is the greatest of the graces, 
and It takes countless forms and di- 
vine disguises. I^ainb quotes Col- 
eridge to the effect that "a man who 
did not api)reclate an apple dump- 
ling could not be a gooil num." 
(Jhrlstmas fare ma\- be rather indi- 
gestible to weals stiuiiaclis, but If it 
be the thne-lumored nieiUum of good- 
fellowship and sweet beni-volence 111 
a w.n-ld that tries us all with hunger 
and thirst, should we not partake and 
be thankful? — Family Herald. 




Mr. K. Ii. Sargent gave his . second 
lecture, entitled ' 'I'he Kederal Problem 
in Education Compared with tho Im- 
Iierial Problem," at the Royal Victoria 
College, says the Montreal Star. 

Tho lecturer said that very little 
Ima.glnatlon had been shown in the 
kind of education usually offered to 
the colored races In our iimpire as ;l 
sult.abio preijaratlon for the work they 
liad to do In life. 'I'he currieuhmi. the 
text liooks, the methods .jf iiisciui'tion 
which bad lieeii devised iiiimarily tu 
meet the nci,'ds of races of Ktiropean 
descent in Soutli Africa (to take tliat 
one example) had been adopted, almost 
in their (uitlrety, for the use of the na- 
tive population also. Tliere was a 
tendency to disregard the vernacular 
altogether, and to try to teaeli the 
children in Kngllsh alone. 'i'he jias- 
suges in our language selected for 
reading and recitation were often 
theinsidves most Inapprojiria te. What 
could i)rimitiye I,iasut.o children living 
in huts In their mountainous territory 
understand of tlic fidlowing lines whlcli 
they recited quite glibly: ! 

"We built a ship upon tlie stairs, I 
All mtfde of the back-bedroom chairs. 
And filled It full of sofa-pillows 
To go a-salllifg on the billows." I 
R. L. Steven.son. 

in the belief of the lecturer, ihe 
more Ignorant part of the nathe popu- 
laiioti considered that tc.-iching like 
tills was magical in charaeter. Wlu ii 
a few years of sucii instruclinu did imt 
transform their idiildren Irito \s ell-edu- 
cated scholars, aide to hold their own 
with the best of the white' population, 
tlic native mothers thought in their 
hearts that we were purposely holding 
Ixick from them the right educational 
spells. 

All true education for the iiatix'e 
races must he founded on liieir own 
langua.ge and exiierleiue, and onl.\' pro- 
ceed slowly towards our civilization. 
Otherwise there «'as a, great danger 
that tin? more ambitious students 
would become lUssatlslled with their 
own social law and order and yet fall 
to .-ippreciate the conditions ot Kuro- 
pean law. The aim of native education 
ought to be far higher than t^e mere 
training of the Intelligence in school. 
The increase of the lawmaking (and 
law-observing) -power in the commun- 
ity as a whole must be the end kept 
steadily In view by every teacher and 
administrator in our dependencies. It 
was only by .such means that native 
l;^v could by degrees he brought nearer 
to Hie law of the paramount !)owor. 
without an.v interniedlato period of 
lawlessness, in tliat way the amount 
of self-government might gradually be 
Increased; and our direct responsll)lli- 
lles diminished. The whole school sys- 
tem should be suboi'dinated to this 
task. 

.Mr, .Sargent said tliat personal lead- 
ership was the first eleinenl in such 
educational work. Concurreutl>' with 
the increase In the law-making power 
Of the dependent community it was 



therefore necessary to train native 
leaders, who. In course of time, might 
take the place of the leaders of our 
own race. All tln^ means for the in- 
crease of kiiowlo<lge and for the de- 
velopment of chai'.-u-ter wlilch were at 
our comniaud uiight, then.-fore, to be 
thrown oiieii to sucli tiailve lead(,'rs. In 
att.-iliiliig these two results we should 
solve the problem of imijcrial education 
Iml no one i-onld say when tho l.-isk 
w.-is likely to lie aceonipli-ihed. Tho 
leeiurer Illustrated his points by re- 
ference^ to the simple conditions of 
education and tribal law which ob- 
taiiuMl In Basutolaiid. 

'I'he i)robleui of fedoi'al education 
w;is, he said, jiiiich simpler. The sidf- 
goveriiiiig diuniiiions of the J'hnpiro 
wi>re advancing in civilization side by 
sid(: under practically indei)endent le.a- 
deiship. What was found by compari- 
son to be best among the means of 
education in any one of these com- 
munities should be employed to assist 
tho iirogress of all the others. It was 
only necessary to establish the right 
agency for such comparison. In this 
way we should assure ourselves that 
we were not pursuing divergent patlis, 
but, on the contrary, steadily marching 
towards a common goal, and mutually 
Inspiriting one another. 

In concluding, Mr. Sargant said (hat 
responsibilities for the dependencies of 
tlie British Kmplre vvift In Itself an 
ImpoTtant moans of education of .the 
paramount race. He wished that that 
responsibility could he sliared by all 
the solf-govcrni lit; , dominions. " Ihit 
withoui sueli ei'iist Itutional changes 
as would lie iiunh-ed in making India 
and tlie Crown colonies and jjrotect- 
iiiales "warils i>r .the i'hupire" (t.i use 
Loril .Alilm.'i's idirase), there would be 
fullt-r (•o-operatioii in tills resi)ecl l£ 
adiiiiiiistrative (jiTicers in our depend- 
eiKdi's were moi-.. freipieuUly drawn 
from Canada, Australia, etc. In .the 
India Civil Service, tlie Indian i^'orest 
Deiiartment, and the teaching staff of 
the sari, Ills Indian prov'nces alone, 
•tlie're were scores of appointments to 
be tilled eveiw sear. in addition 
there were cadelships in Ceylon and 
the i''ar iOast and" adnilnlstrallvo and 
teaching posts in other Crown col- 
onies. The conditions for (mhrance 
to these services were net sufficiently 
well-known In Canada, Admittedly 
such a llfe'.-s work would not appeal 
to a very large number^of . of the Can- 
adian youth. Their imagiua>tion^ were 
busy with the great engineering 
works which had to be cairrled out at 
homo, wdth the vast agrlcukural de- 
velopments of the country, and with 
the resulting commercial needs of the 
people. Hii't because a great major- 
ity had certain interests and inclina- 
tions, we .ni.glit not to neglect also to 
consider small niinortlles east in a 
different mould — \-oiing men with a 
liking for the wiwk of political and 
social administrati.ui and wltli the 
right t.)iich of au-thorlty over depend- 
ent races. Canada todiiy owe<l more 
than it was easy to estimate to -the 
training which the Hudson's Bay j 



Company had given to young men of 
tills .teniporament. 

"In tlie Interests of the Dominion 
as well as, of individuals, the fullest 
informattloh Should, therefore, be' aic'-.^ 
cessible Iri evetry. centre, of popula-i 
tlon as to appointmehtd ' in theilm-- 
perial sei-vlce, which Would a&iiaty; 
tile talents and aspira-tions of these' 
small minorities of young Canadians. 
As far a.s jjossible the schools and" 
universltlos should undertake to pre- 
pare competitors for such appoinit- 
ments, luiad where such an arrange- 
ment would inteirfere too much <vith 
otlier duties, tile mqs't practical ad- 
vice sliould be forthcoming as to the 
cost of the necessary education in 
other places. — 

"This is a. Dominion and noit a pro- 
vincial matter. It is for those who 
know Canada best to indicate wha.t 
i^eiitral iigeney should bo used for 
such a purpose, and how It should 
dlsl-ribute that thorough information 
■Which alone Is useful if jiarents are 
to rec(dvo delinite assisitaiico in tho 
consldei^titlon of tlioir sons" futnro 
careers. The r.-tnge of appointments 
aljout which information is fortiicom- 
ing should be as wide as possible — 
iio-t only posts of the kind I liave al- 
luded to tonight, but otliers wliicli 
furnish every tyi,ie of ca'reer in the 
Iniijerial service. The life of Can,-ula, 
would he enriched by such pros'isl.iu 
for a, f(!w of her sons, if thi\v returned 
liimie when ilheir work was done. Thc! 
King's service would be iiiiiu-oved. 
And in the last place, no st.(3p would 
ca'rry us further im tlie way to a 
sound ■understanding of what Imper- 
ial' federation really means, or place 
us In a bertter position to give effect 
to our conclusions when the right mo- 
ment comes."

tho habit which offers .to the cigar- 
ette smoker of inhaling tho smoke in- 
to his lungs. That this Is largely 
done and that far more tobacco id 
used In a cigarette than tho devotees 
of the habit realize, consti.tutc a dan- 
ger and evil of grave public dimen- 
sions. Those who move to check this 
evil, whether tjy private intluonee or 
public warning or political protes.t, 
are doing a good work.

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N the course of n life of nearly half

'. Concerning the founder (jf the 
paper, the late Amor de Cosums, 
more might be said than the sjiace 
available at this tinu' iierniiis. 
lie was a tyjiical ])ioneer, a .\o\'a 
Scotian trained in the political 
school of which Jose[)h Howe 
was the leader, a man of resource, 
fearless in the e.Ni)ression of his 
vjpws, far-seeing and full ol 
energy. Of Mr. D. W. Higgins, 
who is still with us, and who at 
any time may "bob up serenely'' 
in public lii'e or a journalistic 
career, it would be snpcriluous to 
say anything more than is con- 
tained in the short biograi)hical 
sketch which apjjcars belov.-, and 
the same is true of Messrs. Bogle 
and Gosncll. They are yet in the 
prim^ of life, and in the natural 
order of things may be expected 
.to give a good account of theiu- 
Selves. Of the late Henry l.aw- 
son little need i)e said in addition 
to the appreciative editorial 
which is re])ro(iuced fi-om Tlu' 
Colonist of the day following his 
death, e.\cc])t that as the years 
roll round his memory remains 
ever fragrant in the memory of 
ajh who knew him. 



It- was in AVindsor, Hants 
county, Nova Scotia, that Mr. De 

Cosmos was born, on the 20th 
August, 1B25. and it was there 
that he received his educali.m. At 
fifteen his school days terminat- 
ed, and on the removal of his 
family to Halifax he commenced 
the battle of life as a clerk in the 
■wholesale grocery firm of Chas. 
Whitenian & Co. At the same 
time, his ambition in secure an 
education such as wouhl i nahle 
him to make his mark in ihe 
world induced him l'> take ilu: 
fullest advantage of the lacililies 
afforiled by an excellenl ni;.;lit 
school over wliieh Mr. Ji'hii S. 
Thomson, fatlier of liie late Can- 
adian premier, ]iresiiled, and it is 
a certain fact that the wholesome 
advice and intelligent counsel of 
his instructor in these impres- 
sionable days of bovhood mater- 
ially affected liis subsequent unc- 
fnl and distinguished career. The 
opinion lluit a newer and broader 
country <iffered In him greater 
oiiportunities f(ir ad\ancenient 
than did liis nati\c Xnxa ScMti.a. 
imluced iiini in 1851 to join in the 
exodus to. California, where the 
gold discoveries of a few years 
before were leading an indomit- 
able and energetic army of work'- 
ers from all parts of the l'.;i>l.

Cosmos' views on pubhc affairs were as sound 
as the Ijasis upcm which he built his business 
success. Polities, whether national or bound- 
ed merely 1)_\- the necessities .and .actions of a 
mining camp, he eniereil iiuo naturally and 
with entliusiasm, so that t'\en those ^vhn dis- 
lilced the m.an — for he was too strongly opin- 
ioiied to invite universal fricndshiii — were 
compelled to admit his power as a leader of 
men. To what place in the making of Cali- 
fornia history he might have aspired no one 



pitablc forest. He at once cast himself with 
that restless energy that was his most marked 
eh.iracteristic into the making of history for 
the new town .•tnd colotiy, carrying out the 
|)iojert ih.al e\en before he left California had 
been t.akim.;" i)r;ici!eal form in his busy brain, 
ami presenling to the puhlic shortly ;ifter- 
wards, a luoneer newspaper of the Caiuiclian 
far west — the British Coloi^ist. ..if- 

It was vigorous . and direct— a newspaiier 
symbolic of the times and people, and.couse- 



f|iient!y it grew in ])opularily and in influence. 
P()]iitlar goN'ermnenI was iiot then in the 
haiuls of the ])ei.iple of this section, and this 
offci'cu a theme which the editor of the Bri- 
tish Colonist was ever ready to discuss. Na- 
turally he spoke to an a]jprcpiative audience,, 
and wdicn in April of 1859 Goverrjor Douglas 
took a step in the direction of restricting the 
li!)crty of the press, or rather with the object 
of crushing out of existence the local represen- 
tative of the world of publications, it was 
found that Victorians as a unit were with the 
editor. 

A \ ictorian ami .a Canadi.ati first, last, and 
all the time. Air. JJe Cosmos was one of t^tc 
first to espoH.sc the cause of Confederation, 
and g-overnment l)y the people, and although 
the unity of the provinces was ultimately ac- 
complished upon a basis other than that he 
had originall}' championed, he was one of the 
most sincere in the rejoicing at 
the accomplishmei.t of the n;i- 
tural destiii}- of the llritisli North 
.\iiierica ])ossessiotis. h'earless 
and outspoken in his discussion of 
public i|i!estifins, both with pen 
am! \ ( lice, it w;is natural tli.'it he 
should ha\e been selected, less 
than five years after his arrival 
in the colony — in 1863 — as a 
member of the colonial Icgisia- 
ture, or that he should have con- 
tinued as a rc]irescntative it; that 
body, (,f the peo]3le whose inter- 
ests he had so much at heart 
tintil the an.ial,gamation of the 
island with liritish Columbia, as 
the mainland was then termed, 
iMider Governor .Strong. New 
\'\ estnninster was at this time the 
capital, but Mr. De Cosmos con- 
cluded that Victoria by reason of' 
its greater population and impor- 
tant commerce was the more 
suitable place fnmi which to di- 
rect |)rovincI<al affairs. Me there- 
fore entered with zeal into a 
campaign for the transfer of the 
capital, in which he was ulti- 
mately successful. Victorians^ 
have, therefore, to. tliank the 
inoncer statesman whose deniise ' 
brings his c^reei* into prominence, 
for the position which then- city 
occupies today as the . executive " 
centre of Canada's most western 
I)ro\'ince. 

In iSit) his persistent demand 
for pojjular ,governiuent led to the 
sumniL)nin,g of the ^'ale conx'eii- 
lion, ^vllich formulated a bill of 
rights and called for the exten- 
sion of self-go\ernnient to the 
people of ih-itish Columbia. Suc- 
cess was not immediately achiev- 
ed, but the convention was ncver- 
i.hcle';'- not without its practical 
and iiiiimrtant liearing in the ac- 
ci..mi)li>hnient of its desired aim. 

In i.Sfit, .Mr. De Cosmos jiaid 
an ini])' irl.inl \ ihil to the I'iasteru 
pro^■i^ees, his mission lieing no- 
thing less than to advocate the 
confederation ol the ])rovinccs 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and returning to his home in the 
West he bent his every energy to 
the tremendous scheme of build- 
ing up a tinitcd nation. In 1870 
his f(irm,ulated jiroject was laid 
l)eforc tin- local le.giskitnre, the 
,go\ernment scheme for the ac- 
complishment of the same great 
object under other conditirms be- 
ing at the same time considered. 
The gijverimienl [dan prevailed, 
and in Jnl\', i.S^i. the province 
became a part of the Dominion. 

Three years after this Mr. Dc 
C'osmos was chosen ]>remier of 
the pro\ince and president (with- 
out s;ilary) of the executive 
council, this bein,g upon the rcsig- 
n.ation of the government, led by 
the Prk'iniei- (now justice) Afc- 
Creigiit. .\t the s.ame time he 
was reiM-esentati\ e \''ictotia in 
the Ciuiadian House of Commons, 
his capacity for work appearing to 
have no bounds, and his attenlion 
to the needs and opportunities of 
his constituents being generally 
.admitied as tm.assailable. L^pon 
the aboliiidu of dittil representa- 
tion, Mr. I )e Cosmos chose to 
represi-nt his constituency in the 
|)oniininii house, .and accordingly 
resigned the ])reniiershi]) and 
threw himself with augmented 
enthusiasm imo national affairs 
During- his represe'ntation at Ot- 
tawa of the city whose interests 
he made his oWn, lie 'persistently 
urged the desirability rind neces- 
.-■iiy of providing a first-class graving dock at 
b',s(piimalt, and upon his efforts in this direc- 
tion being rewarded by the vote of .^250,000 
by the iJominion govermnent, in lieu of the 
guarantee stipul.ated in the terms of union, 
he ])romptly followed tip the advantage gained ' 
by \'isiting London and i)revaiiing \\po\\ the 
imperial authorities to contribute a similar 
amouiit towards the accomplishment of the 
impoi\tant public work in cpiestion. Before

1" ANY ])ionccr of Ilrilish Coluinljia 
Avas disked wIkU induced him Lo 
conic lo this I'rovincc, the true an- 
swer would iiivarialily be, to l)etler 
liis financial circu instances, though 
■ some, likely, have also conic lo 
improve their health. For niy 
part, I canic here to try and im- 
prove my circumstances. When L 
was ill Oakland, in California, in i86,^, I ,i;ot in 
conversation witli a miner \\\\>> had jnsi re- 
turned from Vaiicduver Island. I '.vas anxiuiis 
1o learn all 1. could of Victoria and ihc Maud, 
Init he did not s^ive mc any encniira,L;in,L^- report 
of cither, lie told me the L^laiul \vas barren 
rock. "Well," I said, "iia.s the rock been pros- 
pected for mineral?" "Oh, no," he ausvvcml, 
"it is too ilensely covered with timber, shrub- 
ber}"- and vegetation — .so much so that prospec- 
tors ca^inot get through it." "Well." 1 said. "1 
want to see those rocks tli;it |)rodiice sncli 
dense vegelati(jn." I had pro>])ecLin^- on the 
brain, as I tliouglil it was the ea>iesl way lo 
get rich quick. i)ro\ iding luck wotiM fa\or me, 
although I knew liltle or uotliing of r.'cks oi- 
miner;ds. The next vca,-. iS(..|. Leech Ui\iT 
mines A\ cre di.--co\ ei ed , and rai.ied some excite- 
ment in California, ami 1 got excited, loo, but 
.1 could not leave a Im^ines^ 1 had in Sacra- 
mento for some lime. 

1 had a friend with ine in Sacraiiicnlo. 
named Hector Mcriicrsoii, who had been ser- 
geant in the coini)any of which 1 was first 
lieutenant, belonging lo the 65th rcf^nm ui of 
Illinois volunteers in the civil war. 1 got lum 
started for Victoria to go and e.Namiue ami re- 
port on the Leech River mines. Mis rejjort 
was not very encouraging, allhougii there was 
gold being mined. 

Tie sent mc a ncwspajier. 1 think it was 
The Colonist. gi\'ing considerable account of 
the mines. I remember one item which a 
vScotchman ami my.-^elf could not limlersland. 
It said a "kloolchman" was fined for .sume of- 
fence, and wc came to the couclu.sion that it 
must mean a gatherer of rags (cloots). We 
thought Victoria must be a queer place when 
there were rag gatherers there already. How- 
ever, it (lid not discourage nie from coming. 

T got on board of the old steamer Oregon, 
and after a somewhat rough jiassage landed at 
Ksciuimalt at 4 a.m., January 25th,- 1865, and 
one of the first men j met vchen i went in 
some hotel'bar (1 do not rcmend)cr the name if 
was called) was Capt. Irving, ilie father of 
Capt. John Irving, with se\-eral otli-r. aibi diey 
were pretty merry. 1 had no idea thai ^ ic- 
toria ^vas three nules further .aw a} . m 11,11 

as daylight came 1 started on fool for \ ic- 
toria. W'hen I came to the fir^l bridge 1 
thought I was crossing a river, but wiieu 1 
came to thd second bridge I concluded lliey 
were across salt water. I inquired of the first 
person I met for the Jeffry Kooms, as my 
friend, Hector McPhersoii, had infornicd nu' 
that there was where 1 would find him, and 
also J. D. Milne and the late A. K. :\lilne. of 
the customs, both of wlioiu .1 got acquainted 
with in Oakland. 

I went, according 10 the directions given 
mc, up vStorc street to Johnson street, and 
when crossing Douglas street F met a man in 
his stocking feet chasing anoihcr man. The 
latter tried lo escape into a bulclier shop 
situated whci-e llie Regent saloon now .-land.-. 
Init StockiuR-feet e,as too (|uick lor ' im and 
knocked him sprawling,'- into the shoii. Stock- 
ing-feet passed me going back, and with some 
profanity informed mc "the hound had come 
into his room and struck him in his bed." f 
thought to my.self, "I am hack in John Hull's 
country again," for in in my five year^' resi- 
dence in Uncle Sam's country I had not seen 
a blow struck except in the army, and not 
much there. 

[ fcnind my friends all right. a';d found oiu 
what kind of a man a "klo. itelim.an" wa>, al-'> 
what :vas meant by the ad\dce 1 read ii'i tin- 
Colonist "to throw physic to the do^s ,ind 
drink Bunster." 

Jn the afternoon 1 said to J. I). .Milne, "1,( ; 
us go and see the town." W e went diiwn 
Johnson street, along Ciovernim-nt street .and 
\\]) Fort street. On the last-named -ii eet there 
Averc very few houses. 1 s.aid to .Mr. .Milne, 
"Let us go and see the business f)art of the 
town." "Man," he says, "you have just seen 
it!" "Why," I responded, "is that all? It's 
hardly a little village." 

We walked down Johnson street, and 
there we saw a motley crowd of all kinds and 
colors, but the natives predominated. N'ery 
few white women were seen, but the "klootdi- 
men" were \-ery numerous, many of tliein 
dressed in silks and s.atins. and got np in 
vs'oiulerfnl sl_\de. 'i'he i^iies tli.al iiUerested 'ue 
most were those who had ;i projecliuL;' mnler 
lip, held out by \shat .ippetired to be a mussel 
shell. 'J'hey were very hideous. 

1 thought i was geiiing ])reliy near the 
limits of civilization, but 1 was inf(jrmed there 
was to be an exciting i)olitical meetii g that 
night in what was called a theatre, and that 
interested me, as I was in California during 
the contest between, G. B. McLellen and 
Abraham Xincoln for the presidency a short 
time before, and T al (ended many of their poli- 
tical meetings, which weia; nearly .always h.'lil 
out-of-doors and generally addresseel by excel- 
lent speakers. , 

My friends and myself wont to the ii,tcet- 
ing in what was generally called the "Did" 



theatre. 1 believe the discussion was on tariff 
■and free ports, .1 was mlorinei.l who the 
speakers were. There were .\mor De Cosmos, 
C. IJ. Young, James Fell. — Carey (who 
built Carey castle, which was eventually turn- 
ed into a residence for our governors until 
destroyed by fire a few yciu's ago>, Gilbert Ai. 
Sproat, and some others whose names i do 
not remember. .\ll of those 1 have nionlioijed 
ha\e joined the great majority 'except Mr, 
v'-'proal. The speakers were all \-ery much in- 
lerrn])led. with the exception of .Mr. .Sproal. 
I'ei'haps llial ticeoiint.-. for him bein,^; -till 
anioii^' us. l)e Cosmo;, seemed to be ;i Jia.i- 
ticular mark for some of the audience, i s- 
pecially by one whose name [ did not learn at 
that time, except that he was called llillx- the 
lUadgc. De Cosmos would point at him and 
shout, "v^hnt your potato trap. I'illy!" To 
.another he i)roffered the re(|uesl to "sluu his 
idam shell." 1 asked why does the sjieaker 
oi-dei" ipue of his intiMM'uplers to sluil his "po- 
tato irap," .and another Iiis "clam-sliell " r 1 
w.as t<ild the owner of ihe "polato-i rap" was 
an li-islmian, .and ihe other was a beaeh- 
condiei- and lived with a klootcliman, and that 
aec'>nnied for the difference. When C. i'>. 
N iiung spoke he was met with a volley of 
copper because he fivvned a mine of that min- 
eral. Mr. ]''ell was met with showers of cof- 
fee because he manufactured coffee. Mr. Sproat 
appeared lo gel the best of any of the speakers. 

1 thought it was a most unruly gathering, 
for in the meetings I bat! been al in Calilornia 
no interruplions were allowed. If any one 
attempted any disturbance he was run out ;;! 
once. I remember being at one meeting lliere 
when some one was foolish em. nigh to r.aise ;i 
row. .\ll al once the crowd I w.as in swimu;- 
to oiit.- side ill an instant. I asked. "What's 
up with ihe crowd?" "(di. looking out for 
jii-lol liullels," I was informed. 

Well, l.ariff and free \>ui'{ (|ueslions ha\e 
been seliled, and the greater part of those who 
lodk ]>art in that meeting have passed away. 

My first impressions of Victoria were not 
of a sanguine kind. The gold boom was past 
and times were very <lnll, but i came here lo 
prospect and I Avas bmind to try my luck. 
1 had met a man in C'alifornia thai claimed 
having greai '.xperieiire in placer .and ipiaitz 
nulling, ami thai he had mineil in C.ariboo. 
lie called liim.self Dr. Dixon. .M e I 'her.son. 
Win. Toiil.al and myself imported the iloctor 
to \ ictori;i to leach us how to pro-pi-et. Dn- 
der his instruction .we got an outfit of supplies 
of i)rovisioiis, picks, shovels, axes, pans, rip- 
saw, cooking utensils ami medicines, lie had 
III) particular use for a pocket compa.ss. but 1 
got one all the same. We were informed the 
Kolcesilali river w.;s a good locality to pros- 
peci. so .liter spending tiic 24tli May (Queen's 
birthday) in Victoria, we got on board llie 
steamer for Cowichan Ray. There were \ erv 
few passcii,L,M.Ts, and we appeared to he ilie 
only prii-pectors seekiiii; the Iiidileii weailli of 
naliire, sloied awa\ s'lniewliere in N'aiici ai \ cr 
Island. 

We were niel on Landing l.iv .Mr. Samuel 
ll.airis. the owner of wlial he called i'.ie "lolni 
Ihill iim." The first salutalion we g(jl from 
him was "Come and lake .some nun, " which 



lie iiifonr.ed us was ihe leiiimLai ion of a 
mighty empire. Riini was cheap in those days, 
as there was no duty on it. Mr. Harris was 
a rare character, just such as is often found 
tumbling in the rollicking waves of the fore- 
most billows of iniinigratiou into a new roun- 
try. He had been a "1 nfeguardsman, and used 
to boast that he had riilden with (jcorge ill, 
("■eorge IV. \\'illi;nn l \ . and Queen Victoria, 
"Cod bless her little iieart," and liicre I will 
leave -Mr. Harris for ilie present.

In iiSOO MciMierson and Roderick McLcn- 
ncn. a man by the name of Jeff Davis, and 1 
discovered the Gordon Meadows. y\flcr that 
McPherson drifted away by himself, and as 
this is rcmim'sccnce I will conclude with giv- 
ing a singular incident connected with his fate 
J may sav this is no fiction, but stern facts, 
which I give jiisl as they happened. 

In Ihe beginning of June i^M, McPherson 
and .a friend of his whose name was Domihl 
Drummoud. and ], lived in a room rented off a 
saloon near ,1 wharf in Oakland, California. 
DrummomI and i slept in a niche in the wall, 
there being but a partition between us and 
the kitchen of the people that kepi the saloon. 
Mcl'herson slept on a settee in the room. W c 
boarded wilh an Fnglishman about half a 
mile u]) town, who al.so kept baths in connec- 
licm with his hoardin.g house. 

(.)ne Sunday, ab'uit the beginning of June, 
1SO4, as I h.ave said. Drnmmond, .McPherson, 
and I vveiil lo our boarding house and had (hn- 
uer. then came back to mir room. Druniniond 
lurnecl int<i bed. I was reading. U was a very 
warm day. and McPherson proposed that wc 
go back to the b(3arding-house and have a 
bath, to wdiich 1 agreed. Wc asked Drum- 
moud if he would go, but he preferred to have 
a sleep. McPher.son and I went, Mac going 
into one bath-room and I into another. W^e 
were busy wa.shing ourselves when we heard 
Di imimond ciiiing "Rudli! Ivtidli ! Kudh 1" in 
ipiick succession. 1 This vvid'd is (.iaelic for 
■'vellow." Drimim.oml often calling Mcldier- 
si'ui "Riulli," as his hair w as of a yellow edcjr, ) 
I heard the voice disliiicily. McPherson an- 
swered. "1 am here I" ami he said to me, 
"Drnmmond came after all." "Yes,'' I said, 
"I wonder what changed his mind." When wc 
got lb rough and came out, the man that kept 
the house was reading, as wc had left him. 
?-.ot seeing Drummond, we asked where he 
w.is The man answered. "I don't know. Mc 
h.-'.s not been here since dinner." We asked if 
he was in tile room all the time we were bath- 
;n,i;-, lie said he w^as. We iheii asked him if 
he heard anvthin,-. lie said he heard some of 
us saving something in the bathrot.dii. We 
couhl' not understand it. and, going back to 
our room, found Drummond where we had 
left him. in bed. .As soon as we canic in the 
first thing he said, pointing through the wall, 
was, •■Mow did you get in there?" We told 
him we had not been in there. He said, "^'ou 
called mc three times in there" Then wc 
told him that we had heard him calling Mc- 
Phersidi al the bath-house. We were all 
mv-tified. but fell ccrt.aiii there was some 
meaniii.t;- to it. .McPlicrsidi and I often spoke 
about il at the camii-fire. and llioiighl some- 
thing wmild h;ip])en to Drnmmoiul. He never 
seemed to take il lo himself, allhougii he told 
me one time that when anyone of his family 
died there was alwavs a warning. 

In the beginning of June, 1867, McPhcrson 
was in t Jaklaud again, and on a Saturday even- 
ing he dived from the wdiarf near the same 
room where we were three years before. He 
was a heavy man. and struck the bottom, 
severing the spinal neiwe. He was pulled 
oui of llie water, and died next morning, T 
ludieve in the same rocmi, exactly three years, 
less llux'e (lavs, from the lime he and I heard 
the warniii.g. 

Al the time ihe accident ha])]xaied lo him, 
Koderick Mcl.cnneii and I had a cabin near 
the laiidiii.g in L'ovviclian. and we had come in 
from culling a trail in the t'ovviciiaii vallev 
■and retired lo bed early. A little after the 
sun set, shortly after we turned in, something 
struck the lo.g wall of ibe cabin as if it had 
been struck wilh a heavy mall. McLennen 
said, in alarm, "WHiat's that?" I answered, 
"Something has fallen against the cabin." "Oh, 
no," he said. I said 1 would sec. I got up 
and walked all round the cabin, but there was 
nothing lo be seen. As we afterwards dis- 
covered, this took- ])lace just aliout the same 
time as Mcl'herson met with his fatal accident,

blow. Did tele])alliy do il" Did a brain wave 
do it? Wdio can tell? Did lelepathy .give a j 
three vears' w.ariiiii.g to McPhers(jii as to wdicu

1 know il will be said I am superstitious. ; 
I do not know what superstition is. I take it 
for granted that superstition is a belief in 
something that is not real, 1. My belief is. that j 
the Great Intelligence that ritles the universe j 
rules all b}^ wdiat we call natural laws, and j 
when somethin.g happens tlutt we do not iin- ' 
(lerstaml we call il supernalural. which, if we 
did undersiaml them, we would find they were 
guided by iialural laws. 1 have given a true 
account of these ,^lcls just as tlicv- happened. 
Drummond and llie I'-uglishman were not the 
nu:u to plav ji.T:cs or tricks of any kind, so 
that 1 know there was no irickery and no hal- 
lucination or intagijiation, and. there I leave 
the matter as one of those mystei*ics: udt yet 
understood. . .

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}i the 22ncl clay of De- 
cenil)cr. iS6o, nearly 
forty-l(5ur years ai;o, i 
sat in the cililt)i"ial room 
of the Colonist office on 
Wharf street, preparing 
a leading article. Mr. 
DeCosmos, the editor 
and owner, had con- 
tracted a sc\erc cuid and was confined lo his 
room at Wilcox's Royal Hotel, so the 
entire work of writing up llio paper fur 
that issue devolved upon nie, 'I'he of- 
fice was a rude (inc-slory affair of wood. 
It had been erected for a merchant early in 
1848, and when he failed or went away the 
building fell into Mr. DeCosmos's hands. On 
the 11th of December, 1858, Mr. DeCosmos 
established the Colonist, which" has ever since 
filled a prominent and hon- 
orable position in colonial 
journalism. Our office, as I 
have remarked, was a rude 
affair. The editorial room 
was a small space partition- 
ed off from the composing:;' 
room, which contained also 
the little hand i)i>;ss on 
which the paper was iirint- 
ed. A person who might 
wish to see the editor was 
forced l<i i>ick- his way 
through a line of stands and 
cases, at which stood the 
coatlcss printers who set 
tlie type and prejiared the 
forms for the ])ress.

The 
mystery of evil as a 
force in a universe 
ruled by a holy God 
is not lessened by 
discarding this con- 
ception. What we do 
know is that the 
mind operates the 
liody ; how', we do not 
know : wdiat the mind 
is we do not know. 
How other mituls 
mav affect the mind 
we do not know, but 
we arc aware that 
they do. It is recog- 
nized today that some existent disorders can 
onl)' be removed by mental influences. What 
Jesus taught was that all disease was subject 
to the exorcism of faith. He taught that such 
cures were the direct action of the finger of 
("lod, hut th.at they were the natural scipience, 
under a fixed law, of a definite attitude in the 
mind of the sufferer, la-, in the case of the 
liel|dess, of those res|)onsible for the sufferer, 
h'.ven to this high doctrine science is making 
ap|)roaches. We have on the one hand those 
who hold that every fault is. due to morbid ac- 
tion of the brain, and that, therefore, "health 
r.ilher than sjiiritual life is the thing to be 
sought," while others take the reverse view 
thai all disease is dtie to morbid action of the 
brain, and that whatever will make the think- 
ing entirelv wholesome will secure health <:if 
ho(l_\. Is either Avrony? Who shall lell ns the 
ilifferencc helween ihe spirilual and the physi- 
cal lite?" Mor;il and physical evil are so nuich 
one and so much the result of each other, that 
if one is abivorrent to God so we must believe 
is the other. If it is our duty to resist 'sin 
in the divine strength, we arc likewise' called 
(in to resist disease in the same almighty, power 
at the call of faith. ' ■: 

That the early church believed in its power 
to heal and in its duly in th.at res]Dect is well- 
attested. 1)111 il gr.adiially lost its sense of that 
luissioii. Th.' f:iith re(|iiired was easier in a 
simple .age to which everything abnormal was 
suj^ernatural than in a sophisticated age like 
our own. In like manner; as at, the>firsti: it 
is easier today with the ' simple rnindeti' than 
with the "wise and prudent." When fjjith in 
divine operation in all the affairs of life was 
universal, cures were many ; when a general 
corporate belief is lacking, individual faith is 
next lo impossible, the faith of the cluircb as 
a whole, must be restoreil. The science of 
loilay a])proves of the religious life as a means 
lo general soundness, hut counsels moileration 
therein. Professor Seelev spoke more scien- 
tifically when he said: "No heart is pure that 
is not passionate; no virtue is safe that is not 
enthusiastic' He who thinks he must make 
choice between bodily health and hunger and 
thirst for God wouU'; rightly surrender health, 
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ImCiOcI lias made no sucli oppa^;ition. By ^vil- 
choosiiig for herself out of the rcvela- 
of Christ, those things by which she; shall 
e, the church has forfeited, her ,crecleittials. 
by battling for ci'eeds v^Hl 'shd •win.''"She 
t so rojoice in God her Saviour as to' com- 
nicatc his health, physical and moral, to 
tlisick and sinful until they shall be compell- 
cdhy experience to i-isc tip- and call her 
bllscd."

It would be hard to summarize the rich 
thoughts which occupy the later chapters of 
the book.

'estateiis the will of God concerning His child- 
ren, and that if they arc not in the full enjoy- 
ment of every good it is because they doidjt his 
willingness to do a father's part. To the ques-

It is the individual wlio has 
to i)ut the-.,!' principles in force until they be- 
conie ilie impulses of nations. The change that 
has taken ])lace in public .'ind pulpil sentiment 
in the last fifty _\'e;irs is \ i\ idly illnst rale(l. 
'J'he chapter on llie I 'rotesbanl ism of jesus 
shows how he a\oided raising (piestioiis— how 
he appealed lo the spirit of things, ignoring 
the 'letter as a skin that Avould i)e sloughed 
.off when men grew out of it; hd^ he appealed 
.only to those principles which the consciences 
of his hearers already responded to. "The 
letter k-illeth" sums up 1lis attitude low,-ii-.!s 
that, llis ])reaching \v;is a NTliemeiU a---ei-t ion 
of the positi\'e .-ide of truth that the spirit 
givetli life.

(jften most laiihfull_\- per])eiuated in these an- 
cient lines, and .1 hav-c traci'd an old f;indlv 
nose through an ohl picture g.-dlery, haudi'd 
down from generation to generation"' almost 
from the time of the Conque.st. Something of 
the kind was to i)e observed in the worthy 
company aroimd me. Many of their faces had 
evidently origin;ited in a Gothic age, and, been 
merely copied by succeeding generations ."atid 
there was on( link gir! in particular, of 'staid 
dePiieanor, w ith a high Roman nose, and ' an 
antii|iu' \ im'g;ii- aspect, who was a .great fa\'or- 
iu- of tlu' si|iui-e's, being, ;is he said, a Ih-ace- 
brid.ge all o\-er, .and the ver)' comiterpart of 
one of his ancestors wh>.) figured in the C(nirt 
of 1 linry \'ll !. 

The ]>;u-son said grace, ■which was not a 
shoi-t fandliar one, such as is coiumonh' ad- 
dressed to the Deity in these unceremonious 
days, b^it a long, courtly, well-worded one of 
thef ancient school. There was now a pause, 
as if something was expected, when suddenly 
the butler entered the hall with some degree 
of bustle: he was attended, by a servant -on 
each^side with .'i large wax-light, and bore a- 
sih-er dish on which was an enormous i)ig's 
head decorated with rosemar\ , with a lemon 
in its mouth, which ^vas ])!aced with great 
formality at the head of the table.

This, the scpiire confessed with some little 
hesitatiein, was a pheasant pic. though a pea- 
cock i)ie was certainly the most authentical ; 
but there had been such a mortality among the 
peacocks this season that he could not prevail 
upon himself to have- one killed, 

. It would be 'tedious,, perhaps, to my wiser 
readers, wdio may not have that focdish fornl- 
nes'^ for (jdd and obsolete things to which I am 
a little given, w^re J to mention the other 
makeshifts of this worthy old hmnorist, by 
which he was endeavoring to follow u]i, thou.gh 
;it humble distance, the (juaint customs of an- 
tiquity. I was pleased, ho\ve\'er, to see the 
respect shown lo his whims by his children and 
relatives; who, indeed, entered readily into the 
full spirit of them, and seemed all well versed 
in their parts, having doubtless been prc3enc 
at many a rehearsal. I was amused, too, at 
the air of profound gravity with which the 
butler and fither serwan.ts executed the duties 
assigned them, howexer eccentric. Thev had 
an old-f;ishioned look, havin.g. for the most

Much , of the .conversation during - dinner 
turne'd upon family topics, to which''! was a 
stranger. There waS, however, a great deal 
of rallying of Master Simon aboin some gay ■ 
widow with ^vbom he was accused of having a 
flirtation. Ttiis attack was commenced b)' the 
ladies, but it was continued thrt)u.ghout the 
dinner by the fat-headed old geiUleman next 
the parson wdth the persevering assiduity of 
a slow hound, being one of those long-winded 
jqkers- who, though rather duil at starting 
game, are unrivalled for their talents in hunt- 
ing it down. At every pause in the general 
conversation he renewed his banteriii.g in 
pretty much the same terms, wdnking hare' at 
me with both eyes whenever he ga\'e .Master 
Simon \vhat he considered a home-thrust.

Wdien the ladies had retired, the conversa- 
tion^ as usual, became still more animated ;

though I cannot positively affirm that there

abundant. 

The scpiire toUl several lon.g slories of early 
•college pranks and advcittures, in some of 
whiclr^tbe parson had been a sharer,, though';, 
■ in'fdoking at thfe latter it required some- effort ,, 
of imagination to figure such^a-ii'ttlc'dark 
anatoni}' of a man i;ito the perp.eirator of a 
madcap ganibol. Indeed, the two collc.ge 
chums presented pictures of vvhat men may be 
made b}' their different lots in life. 'J'he scpure 
had left the university to li\-e lustily on his 
paternal domains in the -v-igorous enjoyment 
of pros|ierity .and sunshine, and had flotn-i.shed 
on to a hearty and florid old age; wdiilst the 
poor parson, on -the contrary, had dried and 
withered" ■■a-\vay among dusty tomes in the 
silence and shadows of his study. Still, there 
seemed to be a spark of almost extinguished 
fire fecblj' glimmering in the bolpjm of his 
soul; and as' the squire hinted at a sly story 
of the ])arson and a pretty milkmaid whom 
they once met rui the banl-cs of the l.sis, the 
old gentleman made an "alpdiahet of faces," 
which, so f;ir as I could decipher his physio.g- 
noiny, 1 verily believe was indicative of laugh- 
ter; indeed, ! have rarely met with an old 
gentleman that took absolute offence at the 
imputed gallantries of his 3'outh. y 

I found the tide of wine and wassail fast 
g.'iining on the dr\- land of sober judgment. 
The company grew mei-rier and lotider as their 
jokes grew didler. Master Simon was in as 
chiri)ing a humor as a .grasshopper filled with 
dew ; his old songs grew- of a warmer eonqdex- 
ioii, ;nid he be.gan lo talk m;mdlin aboni the 
widow-, lie c\-en gave a long song about the 
wooing of a Vi'idow which he informed nu' he 
had gathered from an excellent black-letter 
work entitled Cupid's Solicitor for Love, con- 
taining store of good advice for bachelors, and 
which he promised to lend me ; the first verse 
wiis to this effect: 

Ho that -will woo a widow must not dally, 
Ho must make hay while the sun doth shine; 

rie -must not stand with her, shall 1, shall I, 
But boldly say, Widow, thou must be mine. 

This song inspired the fatrheaded old 
gentleman, who made several attempts to tell 
a rather broad story out of Joe Miller that was 
p.d to the ]mrpose; but be always stuck in the 

middle, e\-crybody recidlecting the latter part 
excepting himself. The parson, too, began to 
show the effects of good cheer, h;i\ing grad- 
ually settled down into a doze and his wig sii- 
lin.g most sus]ncious!y on one side. Just ,-it 
this jimctti!-e w-e were sumnn.ined to the draw- 
ing-room, and, 1 suspect, at the private insti.ga- 
Lion of mine host, wh(,)se jos'iality seemed al- 
ways tempered w ithi a projier love of decorum. 

After the dinner-table was removed the hall 
was given up to the younger members of the 
family, -who, prompted to all .kind. of .noisy ; 
mirth by the Oxonian and Master Simon, riiadb 
its old walls ring with their merrimenl as they 
played at romping games, 1 delight in wit- 
nessing tlu.' gambols of children, and jiarticu- 
larly at this happy holiday season, and co\.\\<\ 
nut help stealing out of the drawing-room on 
hearing one of tlieir peals of laughter. I fotm'd 
them at the game of blindman's-ljuff. Master 
Simon, who was the leader of their revels, and 
seemed on all occasions to fulfill the office of 
that ancient potentate, .the .Lord of Misrule, 



was blinded in the midst of the hall; The 
little beings wer9^';as.i jjiisy.ivaj^^^ as- the 

mock fairies abpiht Falstaff,*" ";pin<:l\{ng ,him, 
plnckin.g at the skirts of his coat, and tickling 
him with straws. One fine ijhie-eyed girl of 
;ibout thirteen, wdlh her flaxen hair all in beau- 
tiful confusion. Iter frolic face in a glov:, her 
fi-ock half torn off her shoulders, a complete 
picture of a romp, w.is the chief tormentor: 
and, from the slyness with wdiich. Master 
. Simon aypided the s,ni,all!er gia^ne tand; 'heipmed . 
this wild little ,nymp,h''-in .pornersj aiid pbhged 
her tb;|ump shrieking pver chair^j I suspgfited - 
the rogue of being'^nqt ',a whit ' more bliiided 
than was conyenierit.vij-,-;, •; ; . .' ; - 

When I returned ;to'--the draving-room I 
found the compaii}' seated round the firti. lis- 
tening to the jjarson, who was deeply en- 
sconced in a high-h;icked oal-qen chair, tlie work 
of some cunning artificer- of yore, w-hich had 
been brcjtight from the .library for, his particu- 
lar accommodation. Fi^prn this venerable [liecc 
of furniture, with which, his.sjiadpwy figure 
and dark weazen face so .admirably accorded,, 
he was dealing out strange acc&unts'df the 
])opnlar superstition and legends of the sur- 
rounding country, with which he had become 
acquainted in the course of his antiquarian 
researches. I am half inclined lo think that 
the old .gentleman was himself somewhat tinc- 
tm-ed with superstition, as men are ver}' apt to 
be who live a recluse and studious life, in a 
sequestered part of the country and pore, over 
black'-letter . tracts, so often filled with the 
marvelous and supernatural. He , gav.e us 
.-.iveral anecdotes of the fancies of the neigh- 
borin.g peasantry concerning the effigy of the 
crusader which lay on the tomb by the cinireli 
altar. .\s it was the only monument of ,the 
kind in lliat part of the countr_\-, it had always 
In-en regarded with feelin.gs of sui)erstition b}- 
ihe gocjtl wives of the village. It was said to 
get up from the tond> and walk the rounds of 
the churchyard in stormy nights^ particiilarly 
w}ien it f;hundered; and one old \Yoman, whose 
cqttage bordered on the churchy9^r.d,, had- geen 
it; through the windows of the church, when 
the moon shone, slowly pacing up and down 
the aisles. It was the belief that some wrong 
harl been left unredressed by the deceased, or 
some treasure hidden, which kept the spirit in 
a state of troidde and restlessness. vSomc 
■talked of gold and* jewels buried in the tond), 
-over which the spectre kept watch.; and there 
- was a story • current of a sexton in old times 
iwhp endeavored to break -his way. to the cof- 
'fin at'nij^ht,- but just as Jie reached .it.TeR^,yed 
a-, violent blow from the marble hand "of the 
effigy, Avdiicb stretched him sensclc-^s i-)n the 
l)avci-nent. These tales were often laughed at 
l)y some of the sturdier among the rustics, 
yet wdicn night came on there were many of 
the stcjutcst tinbelievers that were shy of ven- 
turing alone in the footpath- rthat ;led ■ .actdss" 
,'the churchyard. ' 

"f'. From these and other anecdotes that fol- 
,• .lowed the crusader appeared to be the favorite 
•.hero of ghost-stories throughout the vicinity. 
His picture, which hung up in the hall, was 
thought by -the servants to have somethiiig 
supernatural about it; for they remarked- that 
in whatever part of the hall you went the 
eyes of the -warrior were still fixed on you. 
The old jiorter's wife, too, at the lod.ge, who 
had been born and brought up in the fanuh', 
and w-as a great gossip among the maid-ser- 
vants, affirmed that in her younger days she 
had often heard say that on Midsummer Eve, 
when it was well known all kinds of ghosts, 
goblins and fairies become Visible and walk 
• abroad, the crusader used to niount his horse, 
come down from his picture, ride about the 
house, down the avenue, and so to'the church 
to \-isit the tomb; on which occasion the 
ehureli-do(ir most civilly swmi.g open of itself; 
not that he needed it, for he rode through 
closed ' gates, and even stone walls, and lutd 
been seen by one of the dairymaids 1(3 pass 
between two bars of the great park gate, mak- 
ing hiiTiself as thin as a sheet of paper. 

All tltese superstitions I found ■ had been 
very much countenanced Ijy the squire, who, 
though not superstitious himself, was very 
fond of seeing others so. He listenecl to every 
goblin talc of the iiei.gbboring gossips with 
infinite gravity, and held the jjorler's wife in 
high fa\-<.n- on account of he:- taleut for the 
niar\-ellou.-;. lie was himself a ,g|-eat reader 
of old legend.i and romances, and often lament- 
ed that he could not believe in them; for a 
superstitious person, he thought, must live in 
a kind of fairy-land. 

Whilst v e were all attention to the parson's 
stories, our ears were suddenly assailed by a 
burst of heterogenous sounds from the hall, in 
which were mingled something like the clang 
of rude minstrelsy with the uproar of many 
sm;dl voices and girlish laughter. The door 
suddenly flew r)pen, aiul a train came trciop- 
ing into the room tluit might almost have been 
mistaken for the breaking tip of the cotirt of 
b'aeri. That indefatigable spirit. Master 
Simen, in the faithful discharge of his duties 
as lord of misrule, had conceived the idea of 
a Christmas mummery or masking; and having 
called in to his assistance the Oxonian and the 
young officer, who were etpially ripe for any- 
thing i?-;at should occasion rompin.g and i-i-ierri- 
ment, they had carried it into instant effect. 
The Old housekeeper had been consulted ; the 
antique clothes-presses and wardrobes rum- 
maged and made to yield up the relics of finery 
that h;id not seen the light for several genera- 
tions; the younger part of the company had 
.v.be^n.>privately convened from the parlor and 
^Kallj^'ahcl the whole had been bedizened out 
into a burlesque imilatioji of an antique mask. 

Master Simon led the van, as "Ancient 
Christmas," (|uainlly apparrclled in a ru'ff, a 
short cloak, wdiich liad very much liic aspect 
of one of the old housekeeper's petticoats, and 
a hat that might have served for a village 
steeple, and must indub.'.tably have figured in 
the days of the Coveijan -.ers. From under this 
his nose curved boldly forth, flushed with a 
frost-bitten bloom that sccir-ed the very trophy 
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of a December blast. lie was accompanied by 
the blue-eyed * romp, dished up, as "Dame 
Mince Pie/' in the venerable magnificence of a 
faded brocade, long stomacher, peaked liat, and 
high-heeled shoes, ^he: young officer ,- ppcar- 
ed as Rpbin'Hpod, in a:Sportin;f^rdrcss,9f Ken- 
dal green and "a foraging cap witlra^ gold 
tassel. 

Tht costume, to l)e sure, did not bear testi- 
mony to deep research, and there was an 
evident eye to the picturesque, natural to a. 
young gallant in the presence of his mistress. 
The lair Julia hung on his arm in a pretty 
rustic dress as "Maid Marian." The rest of 
. ;the train had been metamorphosed in various 
' ways; the girls trussed up in the finery of the 
ancient belles of the Bracebridjje line, and the 
striplings bewhiskered with burnt cork, and 
gravely clad in broad skirts^ hanging sleeves, 
and full-bottomed wigs, to represent the char- 
acter of Roast Beef, Plum Pudding, and other 
worthies celebrated in ancient maskings. The 
whole was under the control of the .Oxonian 
, in the appropriate character of Misrule,; and I 
observed that he exercised rather a mischiev- 
ous sway with his aand over the smaller per- 
sonages of the page-^.nt. 

The iruption of this motley crew with beat 
of drum, according to ancient custom, was the 
consunmiation of uproar and merriment. 
Master Simon covered liiiiiself with giory by 
the stateliness \v\t\] -which, as .\ncieiit Christ- 
mas, he walked a miiuiev with tlie peerless 
though giggling Dame Mince Pic. it was fol- 
lowed bj' a dance of all the characters, which 
fi-om its medley of costumes seemed as though 
the old family portraits had skipped down 
from' their frames to join in the sport. Dif- 
ferent centuries Avere figuring at cross hands 
and right and left; the Dark Ages wcie cut- 
ting pirouettes and rigadoons ; and the days of 
(Juccn r>ess jiggling merrily down the niitldle 
through a line of succeeding generations. 

The worth}'' squire contemplated those faij- 
tastic sports, and this resurrection of his old 
wardrobe with the simple relish of childish de- 
light. He stood chuckling and rubbii/g his 
hands, and scarcely hearing a word the parson 
said, notwithstanding that the latter was dis- 
coursing- most authentically on the ancient 
and stately dance of the Paon, or peacock, from 
which he conceived the minuet to be derived. 
For my part, I was in a c'^ntinual excitement 
from the varied scenes of whim and innocent 
gayety passing before inc. It was inspiring

sion that they were literally so good, for they 
were, so far as 1 can rememljcr, some of the 
hardest that Victoria has seen. 

There is a something in recollections of the 
past that have been pleasant that is indescrib- 
able. It is easier felt than described, a^u\ C 
have no doubt is felt by many old-timers in this 
city today. Ask them to describe these feel- 
ings and tliev would he nonplussed. "Mark 
Twain" w;is w ritten to !)}■ the pioneers of Cali- 
fornia in\-iting him to come and speak of the 
earl_\' days of v^an l-'raiicisco. when lie w;is iiini- 
self a ])ioneer i:)f the Pacific. W hat his rcph' 
was 1 now forget. i)ut it was something to this 
effect : "Do you wish to see. an old man over- 
come and weep as he recalls those pioneer 
da^ s." • These were a few vvords of what he 
said in reply to that invitation. "The good old 
days" may not have been the most prosperous, 
nor the happiest diat "Mark Twain" may have 
si)ent. but there was a something, a charm in- 
describal)le that he felt, but could not express. 
I feel this way myself. 

It is Christmas atid its surroundings in any 
age that help to make these pleasing regrets, 
'['he incidents and the persons comiecteil with 
them are gone, can nc\er he recalled. The 
frieiuls we knew then, whom we may have met 
at one of those Christmas gatherings, we see 
them as they pass before our mental vision.

was still punctiliousl)' observed. There was 
a quaintness. too. mingled with all this revelr}' 
that gave it a peculiar zest ; it was suited to 
the time and place; and as the old manor- 
hpuse'almost reeled with mirth and wassail, it 
seemed echoing back the joviality of long de- 
parted years. 

But enough of Christmas and its .gnmbols;

The butchers' aiul grocers" shops were then, 
as now, a great attraction at Christmas, and

'riionias Harris's two sho])s, and h'red Rey- 
nolds', on the corner f)f \'ates aiul Douglas, 
and 1 doubt if a better show (for quality) is 
made today. 

-At Christmas thei'e was the usual influx o\ 
miners from far-off Cariliou. tlowii to spend the 



winter' in Victoria, witii Bockefs vvell Ht^ed with, 
nuggets. It was '^"easy. come, easy go^" witlV 
them, and liberal were the . purchase? they 
made for their relations and' friends. 

Christmas Eve, after dinner mother or 
father or both with the children, were off to 

buy the last of the presents, visit llie shn])s, or 
buy their Christmas dinner, for many left it 
till then, 'i'urkey nn'.glit not have been wi'liiu 
their reach, but geese, w\V\ or lame, look their 
])iace. .Sucking |)ig was my -favi^rite dish. Wild 
duck'. and grouse (50c. i)cr pair), with fine 
roasts of beef.

A special feature of the saloons on Xmas 
Eve was "Egg Nog," and all we young- fel- 
lows dropped in for a glass on our way to' 
midnight mass at the Catholic church on Hum- 
boldt street. It was one of the attractions of 
Xni.is lilve. and the church was filled to over- 
flowing, anil latei- on there was standing room 
only. We went to hear the singing, which was 
tlu' best ol)taiiial)le, .M adenioi.seiie I .,1 Charme, 
.Mi'.s. .\. I'ellows I ilaii.giiter of Sir Rowland 
Hill), Charles •J.omi)anl.. .Mr. W'ollf and .Mr. 
Schmidt. These were assisted by the Sisters, 
many of whom had nice voices. Amongst the 
well dressed city people were many Cariboo 
miners. Trousers tucked in their boots, said 
trousers held in jiosition with a bell, anrl ma_\-- 
he no coat or \est on. When the lime came 
for the collection, all hands dug down in their 
pockets, and a generous ci;)lleclion was the rciv 
suit. My old friend Tom llnrnes was one of 
the cidlectors on (nie occasimi. There were 
not sufficient collecting plates, and .Mr. L'.urnes 
took his hat. and went amongst the crowd 
who were standing up in the rear of. the 
church.

hind? If so, we shall sit on there in the chosen 
place where humility so aptly reveals itself, 
always expecting our probation to end, always 
listening for the good word that will release 
us from our sell-imposed restraint. "l''riend, go 
up higher." I Imv we shall leap to hear -the 
salutation I I low gaily we shall be off lo re- 
ceive our due reward ! 

Kewaril, that is the jjorilous woril ; yet that 
is the word of which the Gospel is never in the 
least afraid. It always parades rewards, and 
more especially in cases like that in ni)' text, 
where it is emphasizing the itioral necessity 
and self-forgetfuiness of humility. It appeals 
almost to revel in the irony by which it con- 
trasts the surrender of the sacrificing self and 
the inuiiediate arid abund;nu reward which its 
self-sacrifice is sure lo reap. If, for instance, 
it is dwelling on those inner practices ol dcvo- 
lion, which belong peculiarly to the pure will 
and the hidden intention, then it is just here 
that it delights in the refrain, "Your Father 
' which sccth in secret shall reward you openly." 
Hide your prayers, hide your alms, hide your 
.fasts; let no eye notice them; ilisguise them, 
seek no public recognitiMU of them, have no 
regard to c-Kternril o|jinion ; lia\ c no ulterior 
purpose, seek no gain, no applause: be uncon- 
scious of what you are doing; hush it all ui) 
from every eye, e\-en }-our own ; let not your 
right hand know what your left hand is d(.)ing. 
And then wdial happens? Why then your 
lleavcnly Father, who sees all that has been 
done in the inner secrecy, flings open the 
doors, calls you out into the open, bids all eyes 
be turned upon you, signalises far and, wide 
His joyful approval, 'heaps upon yon jn full 
daylight the glad signs of His favor. '"Your 
Father which seeih in -ecict shall reward yu 
openly." That is the thrice-repeated refrain, 
as if our I,r)rd would proclaim this large final 
[Hiblicity of reward. 

.-Mwavs it is so. It startles us in the para- 
do.Kcs of the Sermon on the Mount. "I'llessed 
are the meek, for they shall inherit the earth." 
Everything shall be theirs. The great inheri- 
tance shall simply tumble into them ; gift upon 
gift, largess upon largess, victory upon vic- 
tory, royalty after royalty — all shall be theirs 
just because they crept out of sight, and asked 
for nothing, and stripi)ed tliemsel\ t;s oi desire, 
and forswore ambition, ami alilmrred tritimph, 
and hated prissession and sliruid< from power, 
and li\'ed onl\' to make surrender. llecau^e 
they wantecl nothing, tlieretore tlu'\' shall 
ha\'e e\-er\'tliing ; because tlie_\- ;ire iiieel<. there- 
fore the whole round earth shall be theirs fcjr 
their roy?il inheritance. 

Is it not strange? Does if not surprise us 
again in the imm.ortal answer to the craving 
Apostle: "Behold ! we have left all and follow- 
ed Thee. ^\'l^at shall we ha\-e there f(.-ire ?'" 
Jesus said inito them, "\'eril_\- ! sa_\' unio _\(in. 
that ye who have followed .Me, in the Regen- 
eration when the Son rif Man shall sit in the 
throne of Mis glory, ye .'ilso shall sit with .Me 
upon twcK^e thrones judging the triljes nf 
Israel. And e\'er}'w!ie th:tl liath forsaken luome, 
or brethren, or sister, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for My name's 
sake, shall receive a hundredfold, and shall 
inherit everlasting life." Is not that astonish- 
ing in its boldness?" 

Now I suppo.se, that the Gospel's boldness 
in emphasi/'.ing rewards is its way of glorif\-ing 
in the thoroughness of its freedfiin from their 
temptation. "Lose your life," it cries, "and 
}'0u will save it." Hut if _\-ou lose it with a 
view to saving it, you have never lost it at ;ill ! 
To lose your life is to lose it without a thought 
beyond. If you allow a touch of calculation 
to discolor the impulse of self-sacrifice, tlien 
the sacrifice is. tainted autl the security of the 
reward is all cancelled. The reward cm nc\ er 
come except to those who luok not fur it. That 
is why they arc rewarded— ])ecaiise lliey cmuUI 
not have expected it. 

A^'e see, then, how amazingl}' ennfidinit the 
Gospel is that it can secure this absidnte pnrit\- 
of motive which mak-es reward inn<u-ent. Ii 
sujiposes that men can really attain tn acting 
on motives wdiich prohibit all idea of ulterior 
personal interest ; it supposes men capable of 
SHcil love for Christ's Name that they will for- 
sake everything without a thought 1 )e\'ond the 
joy of doing it for Him; it supposes that men 
will be ready to los'> theniseK'es fi-om sheer 
surrender to the love of God; it supposes tliaf__^ 
we can ho so cleai' from all snsnicii ^n nfTf sec- 
ond thought for ourselves that it will do us no 
harm at all to' be told how glorious the end 
will be; it supposes that ve can so sincerely 
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and genuinely desire the lov,'er room that it 
will be safe for us to hear the salutation, 
"Friend, go up higher." 

Self-Realization in Christ 

But why, then, we still ask. shall there he 
this revelling in the delight of the i\e^vards? 
Why should the Gt)spel imperil at le;isl the 
sinceinty of nK)tive b}' parading the l)]essed re- 
sult? \\'hy iKTt take the highest line and de- 
mand a self-sacrifice which is complete? \\ oidd 
it not be nobler, after all, to lose one's life and 
never lo find it again? 

So we often say, but so the Gospel never 



Christ cannot sto]i short in the negations, in 
the dea'dis, in the forsakings, in the self-sacri- 
fices ; it inusl go on to contem])latc and lo dis- 
l)lay the excellent achievements that wdll 
follow. 

"l''rieiid, go up higher." Fulfiimcnt, achieve- 
ment, the kingdmii of glory, the open manifes- 
tation — the:'.e are what Christianity [)ledges it- 
self to ;Utain ; ;md its special wonder is that it 
tliscovers in humilit}', in self-abandoninent, the 
secret by which .splendid excellence of life is 
to be won. Humility Itads, it declares, not to 
abstention but to fulfiimcnt, not to withdrawal 



its very glory fills him with shame, lie can 
btit run forward, as it were, rending his clothes, 
like those two ai)Ostles whom the heathen at 
l.ystra Ijegan to \vorshi]) as God, saying, "Sirs,

Thus humility increases as the glory:?ieii 
it ii'creases; and at each fresh i.)Utl)ur.st dliis 
deei)est humility, a yet loftier office is isnis. 
llecanse Isaiali cric<l his "Woe is un;,''.irc- 
fore he is the chosen ]irophet whose liiKSiall 
be purged with (he burning coal. lieusc 
Siuion Peter is abashed into penitent lut.ilia- 
lion, therefore he is the chosen apostle,' ''l;ed 
111}' sheet). Follow' me from henceforth lou 
shalt catch men." Because the soul seekfjver 
and ever a yet lower room for itself, therorc 
there is the continuous iu\-itation always len- 
iug oiu to its new ;i(l\ances — "l''rien<l, ,c up 
higher; and yet higher; ami biglicr."

Real Humilitj' 

Two things follow from this which wmay 
just notice. First, that humility is quit, real. 
We arc not asked by Christianity to- ike a 
false measure of ourselves, to pretendto be 
less deser\'ing than we are. We ba\e ot to 
i.ike .1 l(^w..-r estimate of oui' |>owei's aii' gifts 
than 's iiue. (hi the contrary, buiihlitys the 
Muly iL'U'per which talves in the absolute! \rue 
and e>;act nie'isure of the facts. W'chave 
nothing of our own, nothing e.xce])t siu. It is 
sin, because it is our own; that is wh it 
makes it sin. All that we arc oi" can hccoin-js 
to us out of Goil, and carries us out of.is ovii 
energy back into God. Humility is simply t'vi 
precise and sincere recognition of this, .t|c true 
inner law of our life. Iluniility, then, is our 
one true relation to the reality of thing.\ 

And, secondly, we note that humilit] and 
its rewards are not .so much to be thought of 
as consccuti\-c, but as contempr)rancous We 
do not really first lose our life in order llat we 
may gain it; but by losing it in the act:)f los- 
ing it we gain il. The imindse, the instinct to 
seek the lower ])lace, is itself the secrtt of a 
responsive disemery by which we find our- 
seh es translated lo a higher room. Meekness 
is not weakness, but the secret of , all our- 
strength ; for if we only distrust and. deny our- 
selves and trust entirely in the forir^rof Gol 
acting 'in i^s, thei-e is nothing tliat vve cannot 
aspire to do. If once we knew our o^n un- 
worthiness, then in would jiour the fulttide of 
God's energy to fill our emptiness, to recou]"). 
our failure. .\o\v with God and in God ve may 
ilream the great dreams; we may set out on 
ilu' heroic hope; we may nourish the \(ist am- 

bitieiu.

our own, when all depends on the failh that 
we sustain in a far-off social ideal; If we 
thought of ourselves how could we ever dare 
to dream of a pew earth purged of its sorrow ;

I'".-\S.\.\T essay might be made 
eiiit of the rein-ehensible habits of 
eminent men. If distinguished pre- 
cedents are a consohition. we may 
nearly all of us take comfort in f)nr 
weaknesses. The poacher, -if he l)c 
of a literary turn, may think of Shakespeare, 
the punster f)f Lamb, the preacher of Cole- 
ridge. .And now c<inies Sir George Treveh'an 
to console the defaeer of iamk-s, the scribbler 
of marginal notes, h\' reminding him that he 
ma\- ple.ad in his defence the great ex.ainple ol 
M;icaul;iy. Tife "Life and Letters" hadi, in- 
deed, already revealed Macaulay as addicted 
to this pernicious practice, and in its worst 
form. Virtuous persons of weak memories 
may soil the pure pages at the end of their 
books by notes of servanda and memorabilia; 
but Macaulay had t(jo good ;i inciiuny to need 
notes at all, ;md inn few of the' bcjokdox'cr's 
\'iiiues to kee]) him from inflicting tin. last 
outrii.ge on his treasures. The (jiily sa\dng 
c!aus(.-s are lli;it they were his own, and that 
he was himself, ;uid consequently that their 
present owner has neither the right nor the de- 
sire to complain. I^etxthe .public, enemy at the 
•-British "Museufti dt^' the London LiTirary recall 
these restraining considerations, if the thought 
of Macaulay seems to come with a message of 
.weakness in his hours of temptation. 




All book-lovers, howtn'cr, whether \irlu- 
ous or vicious, will be grateful to Sir (jcorge 
Trevelyan for giving them this little book, an 
act of public service as well as of private 
piety. Every one who knows what it is to be 
happy in a librai;y will enjoy this chance of 
spending an hour with Macaulay in his. The 
books he tak'cs down are oddly assorted, as 
they generally are when wc are enjoying our- 
selves. They begin with poor Miss Anna Se- 
ward, and 3ilacaul;i\''s pencil deals with her in 
a manner which, as Sir Licorge says, suggests 
"the breaking of a butterfly beneath the im- 
pact of a cheerful steam-hannner." She de- 
clared, for instance, on one occasion that "the 
chief amusement" she had got out of the "In- 
ferno" consisted in "tracing the plagiarisms 
which ha\'c been ni;ide from it by more inter- 
esting and i^leasiny- bards than 1 )antc, since 
there is little for the heiirt, or cwn for the 
curiosity as to story, in this poem." So far we 
hear of no comment. 31,-ieaula_\- seems to ha\-e 
left the "more interesting and ])leasing bards" 
in undisputed possession of their superiority. 
But when the. lady proceeded to affirm that 
the plan was "mostiGlunisily arranged — Virgil 
and the three talking .quadrupeds as guides" — 
the cheerful steam-h,-jnmier makes itself heard 
in the margin. "What can she mean? .She 
must allude to the i)aiUlier, the lion, and the 
she-wolf in the I'irst Canto. !!ut they are not 
guides, and they do not talk." So when she 
called her sonnets "cent ennial," because there 
were a hundred of them, the margin asks in 
the voice known to every reader of the Essays, 
"Was ever 'such pedantry found in company 
with such i.gnorance?" 

Ivittle did Macauhiv dream that these wry 
insults were to bring .Miss Seward the greatest 
compliment her inune will e\er receivi'. She 
fills the first pages of this book, and nearly all 
the rest are occu]ned Ijv Shakespeare, Cicero, 
;ind Plato! There, of course, we get to the 
imnnn-tal Mac;uilay, the man wdio divided his 
life — that part of it, at any rate, whicli was not 
given to family affection — between high stud- 
ies and great affairs. " Dulcissima, hercle, 
eademque nobilissinia \ ita,'' (-ne is not sur- 
prised to find him notin.g by the side of I'late.'^: 
rather grudging description of the man who 
divides his time between philosoi)hy'' and poli- 
tics; for that was the life he had lived himself, 
and his note is a song of thanksgiving for his 
own happiness. Not that lie was ever a phihi- 
so])her, no one less; hut the essence ol Plato's 
remark lies in the di\'ision between puldic af- 
fairs and the things of the mind, aiul .M.acanlay 
knew nil about that. To e\ery one wh<i has 
e\-er been fired \vith ihe wash to know "the 
best that has been thought and said" it is stim- 
ulating to follow Macaulay's eager ascent of 
the mountain peaks of literature. He turns 
aside from the drudgery of the division lobby 
or the laborers of the Council table to seek re- 
lief not in cards, or newspapers, or novels, but 
in Shakespeare, in Cicero, in Plato. Ami w hat 
unflagging energy he hrin.gs to it ! Those who 
try to follow him may well say with h'rederie 
Myers: — "He seems hahituall}' to h;i\e re.ad as 
I read only during the very first half Ik mr 
with a great author." ^'et, if they have any 
fragment of the right Stuff in them, they will 
have to follow all the same: For his enthus- 
iasm is contagious, and his easy mastery of bi,g 
books makes the rest of us also fancy there is 
nothing very ditTiculi about them, it is safe 
to prophesy that :i ,l;oo(1 many Ciceros and 
Platos will come down from the shelves dur- 
iii.g the next si.\- months wliich hut f.ir Mac- 
aulay iuid Sir George \\ou!d ha\e slumhered 
undisturbed in their dust. After all, can a 
lover of books wi.sh for a dearer posthnnn ms 
power than that of compelling people to read 
his favorites? Macaulay has had 'thai liappi- 
ness once through his nfiphew's- biography, and 
now he has it again in ;i smaller wa^ through 
the publication of these notes. Short as the 
book is, there is variety enough in it. llorace 
;uid Pope, Ilentley. Swift, Warlnirton. P>en 
Jonson, Theocritus' Alilton, (.",ibhon, all tnmide 
tip a'g.'iinst one .another in it ; though, as we 
said, the Inillc uf tlie space is given to Plato, 
Cicero, and Siiakespeare. The notes show the 
old self-confident;, decision,, seeing, what, it 
wishes to see and not always mtich else. We, 
for instance, do not find much of the "tyranny 
and audacity in every line of the face" which 
he discovers in the portrait of Beutley prefix-

are there also; ihe fine lin.guistic precision as 
of a lawyer, the coinnion sense of a man of 
affairs, the shrewdness of a man of the world, 
the tenderness of a large-hearted human being, 
the instinct for great actions and great situa- 
tions of a tnan who had lived all his lifi^ with 
greatness in the past or in the present) Of 
course the critic has his limitalions. lie is 
wantin.g in Sainte-I'.cnve's delicate instinct for 
liersonality. in .Matthew .Arnold's ethical cpial- 
ity, in the artistic svini)athy and half mystic 
sense of the secret of ihiiins wliich made Wal- 
ter Pater at his best such a fine critic. Hut 
there is not much criticism of Shakespeare 
which is better than some of these notes; in 
particular, perhaps, the fine page about Rri- 
mco and Juliet, "the turning point in the Jiis- 
lory of that most wonderful genius," hiiw 
admirable is the contr.ast — Juliet receiving the 
news of Romeo's de.ath aiul Romeo receiving 
the rei)ort of hers.

After all, honesty is the most persuasive 

of all qualities in a critic. It is just 'because he 
makes that frank confession of the intolerahle- 
uess (if luliet's lines that we are so moved by 
his enthusiasm when it comes. .Se wc are the 
more impressed hv his prououneiii.g King Lear 
"the finest of all human performances" when 
we come to it fresli from liis refusal to follow 
other critics in defending the first scene. That 
is his great quality as compared with the old 
race of critics. He always kept his eyes open. 
He did not sec everything, but there was no 
litdit in literature strong enough to dazzle his 
eves Mut of seeing all they had learnt to see. 
He had lived too long amongst the most glor- 
ious lights of 1hc literaiw firmament, and too 
near them, to be blinded into adtilation even 
bv the highest. Wdial his eyes saw his tongue 
aiul pen were never afraid to record. That is 
what makes him so stimulating to come close 
to; that, and his immense range, and "the 
sirenuous and enrapliire<l" spirit in which he 
kept comiiany with the great masters. lie 
read his books to enjoy them and to tell the 
triith about them, not to make hiine or money 
out "! tliem. No one wdio Lakes up this \-ol- 
nme c:iii fail to carry away from it something 
of his industry, his honesty, his noble and life- 
long devotion to the great literature of the 
worhl. 




WILLIAM ALLINGHAM: A DIARY 

William AllinBliam: A Dl.iry, h^diicd by If. AllinK- 
ham and D. Rail Cord. London: jNtacmiUan & Co., 
Lltd. Price, 123 net. 

Diary of AVilliam Allingham, 
edited by his widow and by D. Kad- 
hird, which has been j'jnblished by 
Messrs. Macmillan, is a contribution 
of the first iiiiporl.anee to our kiunv- 
led.g'j of the literar_\' life in I'.nghand 
in the Victorian age. Its portraits of Carlyle 
,iud of Tennyson (with whom for mat^y years 
Allingham waS in intimate familiarity) in they- 
manor as they lived and in thisir talk as they 
talked were alone sufficient to give the book 
prominence, for if'I am not mistaken the book 
will serve as a rich qtiarry of Hteraty anecdote 
for inanv a year. The two opening chapters, 
wdiicli rel.ate to Allingham's early life at iially- 
shaimon, are cast in the form of ;iutol)io- 
gr.aphy, but the remainder consists of the diary 
as it was written. Most wisel}' the editors 
have .refrained from all allein|)t to dress up the 
entries in literary garb. They have trusted in 
the exceptional interest of the hum.an doeu- 
trieht t'o atone for wdi.at may lie regarded as 
the formlessness of the record. It has been 
held by so'nio of the critics as a misfortune that 
AUinghaiii did not take the opportunity' of 



putting his Diary^vinto shape.' I ■ entirely 'dis- 
agree with lhis.'',|.i^here is nothing to be .said 
against the chapiters^ of formal autobiography. 
Allingham had command of excellent prose, 
and the writing in these chapters i.s of real dis- 
tinction, but in vividness and vigor thdy arc 
not toibe compared with the entries. /that^crc 
' set dqwn from day to day in his^Diary/^re^ord- 
ingdn. the word.s tliat, ;came . ..to^^,^^^^^ 
any attempt at art br'artifice, hi^ impressions 
and recollection.s. while yet the events to wdiich 
they related were more of the present than of 
the ])ast. There have been diaries .before now 
— written as it were upon one side of the paper 
— that is to say, wdlh a view to the pages being 
sent as ."copy" to the printers^ uBub^ithat 
Allingham's was not so designed ' is obvious. 
If it I]ad been, much that is hero set jdown 
would have been omitted — ^for although there 
is nothing in the Diary that can fairly be called 
indiscreet, there arc trivial things, like "August 
31st — Hack to ivvirin.gi.-in ; I love Devon'' — 
which so competent a literary craftsman as 
Allingham would not have peimed if the coin- 
positer had heen in his mind. There are other 
things like — 

"Old Irish airs pn the violin. I love- Ire- 
land. "W^ere she only not Catholic! But would 
she be Ireland otherwise?" 

which one h;is little doulit he wotild have ex- 
cised if he liad ever yoiic thron.gh the .MS. 
\>.-ith a \'iew to publication. (.)ne is very glad, 
however, that the editors of the Diaiy Tiave 
re'frained from tampering with pas.sages which 
editors less intelligent would have felt called 
upon to eliminate. Even in the rare instances 
in which the entries arc incontestably trivial 
they shed li.ght uf)on the character of the wri- 
ter, and they afford evidence of the sincerity 
and spontaneity of the l^iary. 

The autobiographical chapters are, !io-v\- 
ever, of special interest lo Irish readers. The 
opening paragraph is a fine description of 
iiallysliannon : — • 

"The little town where I was born has a 
Voice of its own — low, solemn, persistent, 
hnnnning through the air day And night, sum- 
mer and winter. Whenever I think of that 
town 1 vsecm to hear the A'^oicc. The river 
which makes it rolls over rocky ledges into the 
tide. l!efore spreads a .great ocean in sunshine 
or st(_)rm ; behind strctclics a many-islanded 
lake. On the south runs a wavy line of blue 
mountains, and on the north, over.. green ox 
rocky hills, rise peaks of a more distant rangd. 
The trees hide in ,glcns or cluster near the 
river; ,!L;rey rocks and boulders lie scattered 
about the wdndy ]iasturcs. The sk}' arches 
wide over all. gix'in.g room to multitudes of 
stars by night and long processions of clouds 
blown from the sea. but a'lso, in the childish 
memory where these pictures live, to deeps of 
celestial blue in the endless days of stimmer." 

It is interesting to compare this prose de- 
scription with Allingham's tribute t'o Bally- 
sliannon in his well-known poem. — 1 

Adieu to Hallyslianny! where I w-as bred' an!d born; 
Go-'wherc I may, inr tttlhk'ol ii'ou •aH-'6>ihio' iht niglit

On leaving school Allingham entered, in 
1S37, the service of the Provincial Lank at 
1 hilly shannon, and subsequently he wj^s en- 
gaged in the offices of the bank at Armagh, 
Strabane, and Ennislcillcn. Bank-clerking \vas 
not, however, to his liking, and the opportun- 
ity having offered in 1846 of entering the cus- 
toms he availed himself of it. This led lo his 
coming to Lelfast, and I transcribe the passage 
wdtich relatc'S to bis stay in the cil}' ; — 

"In the spring or sumnier of JS46 I gladly 
took leave fen- cvl-v of discount led.gers and 
current accounts, and went to Picliast for t\yo 
months- instruction in the duties of pripcipal 
coast officer of custoins, a tolerably well- 
sounding title, but whicii carried with it a .sal- 
ary of hut ■.\iSo a year. 1 pti^' nj) at a tein|)er- 
ance hotel in Waring street, slei)t soundh' (O 
youth!) in a small front room in that narrow 
noisy lib n-otyi^h fare, trudged daily about the 
docks and timber yards, learning to measure 
logs, piles of planks, and, more troublesome, 
ships for tonnage ; intloors part of time, prac- 
tised customs bookkeeping and talked to the 
clefks about literature afid poetry in a way that 
excited some astonishment, but on the wdiole, 
as I found at parting, a certain degree of cur- 
iosity and respect. I preaclied T.ennwsoit. to 
them, hitherto an unknown name, and recited 
hits from "Locksley Hall," ineetin.g at first a 
cohl reception, but afterwards better acknow- , 
ledgment. One of the head clerks came tip:to,r 
me one morning with the greeting "Wolh-I've 
read 'Locksley Hall,' and it's•ar^very fine poem." i 
I don't recollect being at a theatre in Belfast. 
I went a few times to a mu.sic hall, but my ' 
spare lime was mostly spent in reading and ' 
haunting booksellers' shops, where, I venture 
to say, 1 laid out a .Liood deal more than most 
people in projiortion lo niy income, and man- 
aged to catch .gliin|),ses of lu.aiu' liooks which 
I could not afford or did not care to buy." 

, Ho: left Belfast to take up the duties of 
principal customs officer in the town of Donc- 
"gal. A good many years later he for a short 
tiiiie held this office at Colcrnine. There "is 
record of his again being in Belfast in 1857 on 
a visit to Mr. M'Cracken, well-Jcnown as one ' 
of the first patrons of the in-c-flaphaelitc 
i)rolherho(Ml. 

:Mr. W. B. Yeats holds that Allingham's 
best -work in poetry w^|,id^ine,duriiig,th^ Iriglv 
period of his life. No doubt that is so, but.there 
wefe many years during which he lived in 
England, that brought him into relation with 
the literary celebrities of Ins time, and from the 
literary point of view the Knglish portion of 
his Diary is by far the most interesting. He 
was the inliinatc friend of Carlyle, Tennyson, 
Thackeray, Rossetti, Browning; in fact, he 
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knew almost every'uody that mattered in Vic- 
torian literature. So rich is his Diary in rem- 
iniscence that it is onl}' possible to piclc out a 
few passages here and there to indicate how 
well worth reading the book is. On the first 
occasion upon which he met Tennyson — 

Ho took up my volume of poems, sayltiff 
"You can see It Is a great doxil rtlrtior than most 
of the books." ... Ho spocially admired 
Night, with her coUl lingers, 
Sprinkles moonbeams on llio dim .sra wasto. 
I said "That was Donegal Hay." Tennytioii re- 
plied."! knew you took It direct from nature.'.' The 
pieces never seemed to mo so good before or slnc!!. 

When in 1864 Allingham pttblished "Laur- 
ence Blbomfield" it was praised by Tennyson, 
and Gladstone, speaking in the House of Corn- 
nions on .^omc proposed alteration of the spirit 
duties, quoted from it the lines — 

• I'oor Paddy, of all Chri.stian nn'ii 1 ii'Mik, 
On basest food pour.s down tlic vilcat drink. 

'.'yo,Allingham Tennyson related the following 
■experience which he had at a hotel in Covent 
Gaifden, where he was staving: — 

"I went out one ihorning for a walk in the 
I'iaza. A man met me. tolerably well-dressed, 
but battered-looking. I never saw him before 
•that I knoW of. 11c pulled off his hat and .said 
■'Beg- pardon, Mr. Tennyson, might J say a 
word to you?' I stopped. M'vo Ikth dnuik 
for three days, and I want to make a Mikinn 
promise to you, jMr. Tcmiyson. thai I won t (h.i 
so any more.' I said that was a good resolve, 
and 1 hoped he would keep it. lie saitl 'I 
promi.-^c yon f will, .Mr. TennysoU'' and added 
'Might 1 shake you by the haniir' 1 shook 
hands with him, and he thanked mc and went 
on his wa}'." 

Carlyle, however, is the hero par excellence 
of this Diary, and I am only sorry that con- 
siderations of space will nnt allriw me tDcpiotc 
at length from ihc (."arlyle passages. Cai'lyle 
CDidd denounce Ireland very se\erel>-. as 'I'eii^ 
nyson could, and did. \e\-ertlieless, iwo of 
Carlylc's greatest friend,-- were Jrishiuen. both 
of whom have left |)ermanent reciir(.ls of their 
intercourse with him. 'i'lic one was Charles 
Gavin Duffy and the other William Allingham. 
Carlyie told Allingham that in his early days 
"he read everything he could put his hands on 
— 'Roderick Random with iniuiensc delight, a 
bundle of old nuniliers of ihc 'Lady's .Maga- 
zine', another of the 'Del last and Count}- .Al- 
manack,' sewn togelhei"." Our local antiquar- 
ies perhaps can tell n.s what kind of literar_\- 
sustenance Carlyle found in the "Llellast and 
County Almanack." ^^ hisiler s portrait of 
Carlyle was painted in 1873. 
' . "Carlyle tells me, says Allingham- he is 
sitting to Whistler. If C. makes signs of 
changing" his position W. screams out in an 
agonized tone "For (jod's sake, don't move." 
C. afterwards said that all ^\'.■s anxiety seem- 
ed to be to gel the coal painted to ideal perfec- 
tion. The lace went fur little." 

Those who have seen W'liistler's portrait of 
Carlyle know how wide of the mark this criti- 
cism is, but one is not surprised to learn that 
Carlyle used to describe, V/histler as the most 
absurd creature on the face of the earth. One 
day Lccky and Allingham drove out with 
Carlyle, when the talk was of Cromwell and 
Ireland. "Lecky and 1," says .Mlingham, "dis- 
agreeing with almost everything he (Carhde) 
said, but chiefl}- in silence. What use in 
speaking on Irish affairs? lie finds noi>ody 
\hut Froude to agree with him." 

On the morning on which Carlyle died Al- 
lingham called at the house, Cheyne Row. 

"I looked upon the honored face, thin, with 
hoary hair and beard — the face of a weary ])il- 
grim at the end of a long journey, arrived and 
at rest. The large, beautiful eyelids were 
closed on a ])air of e^•es that, whethei- fur car- 
rying messages inwards or outwards, had 
scarce met their equals on earth or left such 
behind." 

Eight years later Allingham himself was 
dead. On the morning on which he died he 

said "I am seeing things that you know noth- 
ing of." His horlv was cremated at Woking. 
IMr. F. G. Stej^liens, the oldest of Ih.s^ friends 
there gathered, read aloud Allingham's own 
"Poet's Kpitaph" — 

I Body of purifying (lame, 

Soul to the groat deep, whenco it namo; 
Leaving a song on eartli bi lnw, 
An urn of a-she.s wliiio a.s fwjw. 

The urn was buried in the churchyard at 
Ballyshannon. — Bel fast A\ big.

MARK TWAIN'S PATHOS 

"A Hor.se's Tale." By Mark Twidn. (Harper and 
Brothers. Us.) 

* 

-Many admirers of Mark Twain will prob- 
ably have noticed that, as the evening of his 
days has drawn inward, the note of pathos in 
his work has sensibly deepened. This is pe- 
culiarly noticeable in the chaiiters of his auto- 
biography, which he contributes now more 
or less rcgtdarly in the pages of the "Norlli 
.American Review." Air. Clemens can, of 
course, be humorous if he likes, but it is no- 
ticcal)le that for the most part he prefers to 
dwell on the tragedy that has touched his life 
no less keenly than it has touched all other 
successful writers — his loss of wife and child- 
ren — and again and again he recurs to the 
beauty and the sweetness of his little daugh- 
ter Susy, who, in the briefest lifetime, accom- 
plished so much that struck him as gracefiJl 
and kind. 

Somehow, we cannot helii lhiid<ing,that the 
memories of Susy also have lar.gely inspired 
this new book of his — ".A Horse's Tale.' 
True, lltU'falo Bill's "Soldier Boy," his favor- 
ite horse out of dozens, the best educated 
•mount outside a hippodrome and the best man- 
nered, is nominally the central character; and 
to him is entrusted the recital of this tender 
and gracious story which, \ve fancy, for 
countless years to come will be an established 
favorite with all children, big and little. Yet, 
really, it is Cathy, the general's orphaned 
niece, who travels from Spain to an out]3ost 
among the Indians on the frontier, that wins 
all- our sym|)athies. In the ordinary child 
studies she is neither before nor behind the 
avera.ge child of nine, but, in her love for her 
friends, in high mindedness and good hearted- 
ncss, she has not many ecpials — while as for 
dumb animals, thev worship her. 

No sooner, indeed, does Cathy arrive on the 
scene than she does what the Indians were 
never able to do. "She took the fort — took it 
the first day. Took the general, too: look the 
colonels, the captains, the women, the child- 
ren, and the dmnb brutes; took Buffalo Bill 
and all bis scouts; took the garrison — to the 
last man; and in forty-eight hours the Indian 
encampment was hers, ilhistrious old Tliunder- 
liird and all." indeed, she is all ener.gy and 
sjiirit and sunshine, is interested in cver.\d)eidy 
and ex'crytlnng, and she pours out her prodi- 
gal love upon every creature that will take it, 
high or low, Christian or Pagan, feathered or 
furred. In fact, in her unresting activities 
and her fearless ways, her sunbursts and cloud- 
bursts, she is always bringing back memories 
of her dead soldier-father back to his friends. 
As a consequence: — 

"The men In the two regiments stationed at the 
post created a couple of new ranks, hitherto unknown 
to the army regulations, and conferred them upon 
t'athy with ceremonies suitable to a duke. So now 
.she Is (Corporal General of the Seventh Cavalry and 
I'lag Lieti tenant of the Ninth Dragoons, with the 
privilege (decreed by the men) of writing U.S.A. after 
her name! Also, they'presenlcd her witli :i pair of 
shoulder straps — both dark blue, tlie one witli IM^. on 
Iti the other with C.G. Al.so a .swortl. Slie wcar.s 
them. Finally, they ' granted lior tlio .salute. I am 
wltn..ss *hat the ceremony in I'aithl'ully observed by 
both parties, and most gravely and decorously too. I 
have never (adds the General, in a letter) seen a 
soldier smile yet while delivering It, nor Cathy In re- 
turning It." 

.Ai first her friends are afraid jealousy 
mi.ght arise among the other children of the 
post, but they soon find these little ones are 
devoted to Cathy for she turns their dull fron- 
tier life into a sort of continuous. festival. 
".\lso, they know her for a staunch and steady 
friend, a friend who can always be depended 
upon, and who docs not change with the wea- 
ther." A'ery soon she becomes an extraordin- 
ary rider under the tuition of Buffalo liill, but 
the real story is the story of the little troop 
of children on the frontier whom she trains on 
strict military models, her tragic accident and 
disappearance from the Irontier, her love of 
the horse "Soldier B03','' which unfortunately 
is stolen, and, finally, her loss of life in an at- 



tempt to comfort the poor animal's dying mCK- 
inents after it has been shockingly gored by a 
bull vin a: Spanish bull-figlit. : / • • ' / j 

. 'I^t:;is ill. sC'Ciies like thfese' thkt oHe realizes : 
h'ovy Mark -Twain, .in the sunset of his lifc,r 
has come' to' watch the shadows lengthen on 
the wall with more tears than smiles, and yet 
the story is written vcitli so much di.guitj' and 
sweetness that we should not be at all sur- 
prised if ".A Horse's Tale" l.)ecanie the stand- 
ard children's book of the United Stales, just 
as "Alice's Atlventures in Wonderland" is 
here in England. At the same time, we hope 
British children, and especially soldiers' chil- 
dren, will have every chance of knowing and 
loving Cathy, who, even if she had a Spanish 
mother, had, be it added to his credit, a fa- 
ther who scrupulously taught Iter English and 
ideals that will sound pleasantly familiar to all 
English cars. 



PRESIDENT ELIOT TALKS ON CANADA 

At I be regular monthly meeting of the Can- 
adian Club of Harvard L'niversiiy President 
1-Cliot, of Harvard, was ilie speaker of the even- 
ing. His remarks are of interest to Canadians. 
He began by stating that a steady stream of 
Canadian students had come in former years to 
Harvard to do advanced post graduate work 
and lo stud}' in the profes.'^ional schools: 
l''ormerly the stream came .argcly from the 
1 '.astern Provinces, but now it included men 
Iroin all ])arls of the Donuiiion. Harvartl in- 
cluded .among its professors several Canadian- 
born seliolars : and Canadian coHe.gcs on the 
other hand had in their faculties many Har- 
vard trained men. Here at least there was re- 
ciprocity. Ivccently, Harvard had paid a tri- 
bute to Canadian scholarship by selecting from 
her faculty .1 Canadian-born professor, Dr. W. 
11. Schofield, of Toronto, to represent her at 
LJerlin L'niversiiy durin.g the i)resciit academic 
year. Thai choiee had created .some discus- 
sion ; but Har\-ard cared not for his birth; she 
looked upon him as a distinguished representa- 
tive of his University and as .such alone he 
was selected. 

President Eliot believed that the Canadian 
Club was an admirable institution. It was 
imi(|ue, and nolhm.g just like it was found in 
other countries. Bast season he had addressed 
meetings of ihe Chd) at -Montreal and at Ot- 
tawa, and wdiile there he had conic into close 
coiUact with Canadian conditions. In compar- 
ing the governments of Canada and the United 
States he found tliat Canadian methods, al- 
though they had some weaknesses, were in 
many ways .superior. Their method of dealing 
with disputes between capital and labor was, 
in his opinion- the best in the world. ■'The "In- 
dustrial Disputes ] nvesti.galion Act," ori.ginat- 
ed by the Deputy Minister ul Babor, \V. L. 
AIcKenzie Kin.g, was, he believed, the best act 
of such a nature in existence, ami would in the 
end be ado])ted by other countries. 

Mr. King was a post graduate student at 
Harvard in 1899 and had won with high credit 
a travelling fellowship. The act, although on- 
ly in force a few months, had already proved 
its worth, and while the other British colonies 
had failed to solve this great problem, Cana4tt^ 
had jiraclically succeeded. 

.\ew in-oldems coidd be dealt with much 
easier in Canada than in the United States. 
In Canada the rights of the provincial govern- 
ment alone were defined ; the national govern- 
ment could ileal with all new questions that 
n'-nsc wdthoul exceeding its constitutional pow- 
ers. In the United States the c)ppositc was 
true. J I ere the powers of the national govern- 
ment were .''ixed ; the different States had to 
deal \vith new questions within their own lim- 
its. The United States national government 
could not interfere with an industrial dispute 
or with a new problem of labor without going 
outside of their constitutional powers. He be- 
lieved that the Canadian method was much 
superior. v 

. Canada, again, had an excellent method of 
keeping .good men in the public service nuich 
lon.ger than was jiossible in this country. An 
experienced man — a Cabinet iMiiiister — if de- 
feated in his home constituency ean be elected 
in another county. Here, on the other hand,, 
a man can only be elected from the district 
where his domicile is situated. 

Another Canadian method that he consid- 
ered admirable was the payment of a salary to 
the leader of the Ojipositioii. Tills had a Comic 
aspect for nnmy critics, hnt he believed it 
woidd lia\e excellent results. 

He believed further thai it was highly de- 
sirable thai the two countries should go on as 
distinct free countries working out their own 
individual destinies side by side in peace, and 
co-operating with each other when possible, 
rather than as one united country as some men 
dreamed. The democratic form of government 
in Canada and the United States was still in 
the experimental stage : he had no doubt, how.- 
cver, of its uliimale superiority. He believed 
that the will of the people was more quickly 
carried into effect in Canada than in the. Unit- 
ed Slates. 

While Canada continued to have scholars 
of note. Harvard would always endeavor to 
import them. He hoped, howeyer, . that the 
men before him would profit by the; "Univers- 
ity's ideals, and that if opportunity offered 
the}' would return to their own country to 
help solve its prol.)lems in the future, , 

Before coiicliidin.g l-'residenl iCIiot express- 
ed a desire to hear from some of the men pre- 
sent the exact motives that prompted them to 
select Harvard for their studies, and ?Jso to 
learn if their intention was to return to Ca" 
ada. 

The Harvard Club includes in its member- 
ship not only C.anadiaus but natives of any 
British Colony who arc enrolled in the Uni- 
versity, and President Fullcrton, of Parrsboro, 
N. vS., wdio presided, called on men from dif-- 
ferent colle.gcs and colonies to answer Prest' 
dctit Eliot's question. All the men declared 
that ihcy had come to Harvard because of its 
superior reputation in their own land, and that 
they expected to return to their -native country,. 
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vSjNIAivIy child sat curled up on a 
white r.uy ciijojaii!.; tiie warm 
yiow of the big log fire. Such a 
luxurious little soul she looked.in 
her velvet. frock with its quaint 
lace coUari her ieet tucked away 
under her supple body, her hair 
hanyiiig round her I'acc like a

less saw in the bri.ght flames jnctures of woii-^

; in low tones as the twilight gathered forgot

^^Ir. Ileniy Barrett Chamberlin, drops into 
Alassachusetts liistory and lells "where the 
gerrymander Avas born." J lis version is as fol- 
lows: — "The Avord gerrymander came out of 
Massachusetts during the year these United 
States tried conclusions Avit'h Great Britain for 
the se-ond time. The a|)portionment act of 
l'e]>. n. iXi2, suggested ilie uaiiie, owing to 
the fact that S(.inie of the districts were i'oriiied 
into lantastic .shapes. Towns were separated 
and single towns wei'e isolated fremi their pro- 
l)er counties. .\.s a matter of history 'it stands 
almost alone as the rankest bit of work of the 
character ever attempted in American politics. 
The reilistricling of today is equitable and. sin- 
cere as coin]jared thercAvith. There is not a 
body id jioliiieians exl.ant that Avonld liaA'c the 
nerve to even sug.gest the proposition which 
became a law in ihose da\'s. 

"XJathan Hale, one of the editors of the 
l-loslon Weekly ^^iessenger, jjublished a map 
exhibiting the tAVO Essex districts in the edi- 
tion of his paper stated at that time: '.TBe 
county of Essex has been divided into two. dis- 
tricts to Avhich the ingenious carvers

'I'hc new doctrine synchronised not Oiily 
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with the decline of the old ideals and the nepd 
fiir an extended conception of national policy, 
but with the d;i\vn ui the Indnslrial Revolu- 
tion. The indnstriai and soci.al conditions of 
todav— in, both of which we discover cause for 
profimd ilissatisfaction — were brought into 
being by that violent change, whose every 
phase l.3r. Cunningham carefully elucidates. 
. Ethically regarded, the rise and .progress of 
the vvorkshop of the world were distinguished 
by an inhuman eii'^rgy of mo iey-making which 
is only comi)arable v.itli the frenzied dollar- 
hnniin'g of the L'lnted States of our own time.

AN OLD WORD DEFINED. 



The original and acmiireil me;inings of 
iminy an old word have been cleared np in the 
law cintrls. When last vveek "quack'" bad its 
turn, Sir Edward Clarke, who was probably 
rpioting a dictionary, defined this word as "a 
boastful pretender to medical skillV "'Quack" 
is undoubtedly deri\'ed by suggestion from 
tlie C[Hacking of a duck: the qn.ack' doctor has 
always substituted vcdnbility for knowledge, 
"(jnacker"" and "(|ti;ick-ing cheat" were si.x- 
teenth century words. "Omick" in the j)resent 
sense i:. C(,'rt;iinly ns old as idi/), when it was 
inchnled in the earliest of our sLang dictionar- 
ies. The original word w.as "(pt;'.cks;il\'er,"' a 
travelling empiric who i)uacked about his 
salves, and, uccordiijg to Henley and Farmer, 



the dr;im;ilist Wycherly first shortened this 
word to "ipiack." 

The full term, ([iiack doctm-, is found at 
le.ast ;is e.arly as 1710, when these words were- 
used ;is a title lo the Ivarl of Rochester's- 
"moimiebank- speech" on Tower Hill, -This 
wilt) and profligate nobleman (he is always 
called witty and profligate) took it into his 
head to disappear from his Jricnds and appear 
to the inoh on Tower I I ill as ;i quacic doctor. 
The speech he made on ih.at occasion has l)ecn 
prescrvc^fl. and il sIkoss that cpnick oratory has 
gained nothing since. 

Tt is not all printable in these polite pages, 
bill Hu' following.'^as^agc vvill. show its char- 
ticli'r : - 

"The cures I have doiie are ;is incredible as 
innnnierable. I cured I'rester John's grand- 
mother of a stupendous dolor in,iherHOS-'s 



mm. vchicli had lik'c to cost the good lafly 
the perdilioii of her huckde bc,)ne. I cnr'd the 
I'.mpiess of |joolnia[)o of a cramp she got in 
her tongue by eating pork and Isutter'd par- 
snips. I cur'd an alderman of Grand Cario of 
a scarlet, burning, raging fever, of which he 
dy'd. I cur'd him in forty-two minutes so that 
he danc'd Ihe sar:iband, flipflap. and Somer- 
set to Ihe admir.ilion of h's whole court.

I doubt very much whether Sir Edward 
Clarke ■cas right in saying that the word 
"(liKcc!'.'' was re\i\'ed Ijy Carlyle after it had 
died out. .So useful a word is not likely lo 
li.'U'c been dropped, Ihoiigh in Carlyle's vocab- 
ulary of denunciaiion it certainly took on a 
,new importance,. » 



were as dross in the balance. ' At the .same 
time, we perceive the 'I'ory party clinging as 
best it might to the English "inunemorial tra- 
dition" of ensuring the welfare of the working 
ijoi.uilation, of enforcing the duties of self-de- 
fence and self-sukciency, of unification of the 
l'",mpire, of the maintenance of the essential , 
natio; al industry. In the social aspect we ob'-' 
serve the gra-'.ual, but certain, fall of England 
from her proud and unassailable independence, 
self-defended, .self-contained, self-oupporting,' 
to a reliance upon the inistable euuilibrum of 
tratle. an abject dependence upon supplies 
brought oversea from foreign nations, and 
weighed down by the ])erpetnal incubus of the

mitigate these conditions was (and is') opposed 
by the Liberal party. Even in the mid-nine-

IMie point for our generation to ap- 
preciate is tliat the Liberal party, while dis- 
avowing the doctrine of laisser faire wdienever 
it suits it.-, purpose to attack the Church or the 
landed interests, or to attempt to alienae he 
self-governing Sates oversea, obstinaicly main- 
tains it with regard to Free Trade, although 
that jjolicy, as at present enforced, is totally 
inconsistent with its own principles, and even 
those of Cobden himself. HiU while these 
gi nerai conclusions are forced upon the disin-^ 
terested student of economic history, there is 
another, less dispiriting. It seems rcason.ible 
to supi^ose that, upon the whole, the genius of 
the race has somehow ultimately made for 
good, in despite of faction and fanatic, apathy 
and greed. Hr. Cunnigham's masttily survey 
ends ai the year 1H50: but the following pas- 
sage occurs in his "Postscript": — "Free play 
for the men of all races to attain to tl best 
that is in tljem is the principle which Briti-sh 
rule ha.s. sedulously endeavored to realize all 
l)arls of the globe, by introducing institutions 
for the ijrotection of life and property, and for 
giving all possible scope to varieties of tradi- 
tion, sentiment and culture. There is little 
danger of underrating the greatness of the task 
that has thus come to our hands. Rut to men 
who are men these very difhculties sound a 
call' of duty; and the best of the coming gen- 
eration are showing a keen enthusiasm to have 
their persona! part in the mission of England,, 
and to serve their country in any part of the 
world." ■ . 



SOME ZOOLOGICAL FACTS. 

.At a meeting of the Zo(Dlogieal Society, to 
be held next Thursday, says the London 
Standard, the following resolution will be- 
moved by Mr. Rowland Hunt, M.P. :— "That 
the council be requested to give instructions 
that in future Ihe snakes at the society's gar- 
dens sliall not be fed on live animals on any 
consideration whatever." 

Snakes in cantivity nave a great attraction 
for the general public, and probably there arc 
more private persons who 'keep -snakes jis prts 
than is generally believed. As a rule, these 
animals are not very ready feeders, and vari- 
ous dc\ icpc liave been adopted from time to 
lime to induce pet snakes to take nourjshmenl. 
One enthusiastic amateur used a glass funnel 
to administer egg and scraped beef to a ven- 
omous snake th.al refused to take living or 
<lead prey in the ordinar}^ fashion. Cramming 
has akso been resorted to by amateurs, and in' 
Some ;'.0(-)logical gardens it is recognixeil ])arf 
of ihe keeper's dul}'. A great deal has been 
m.ade of it in Xcw '\'ork. though it was certain- 
ly ]n-actised here in a pr>\-ate collection, close 
on two decades ag(j. 

Seeing that boas have swallowed blankets 
and fastened on the dead prey partially en- 
gulfed in the jaws of a cage mate, there should 
lie no difficulty in getting these reptiles to take 
dead prey. For .some time the question of 
snake feeding at the Zoological Gardens has 
been under consideration, and during the past 
summer the secreiai}' (Dr. P. Chalmers 
.Mitchell, h'.R.S.) and the superintendent (Mr. 
R. T. Peacock) have tested the truth of the 
prevalent belief that venoim^us reptiles would 
not lake dead prey. The weekly feeding has 
been supervised by one, sometimes by both, of 
these gentlemen, and their independent notes, 
when published will form an important con-, 
tribution to the literature of the subject. Stat-' 
ed generally, the results of the e.<\perinients 
show that the snakes — cobras and vipers, as 
well as, boas and python.s — evinced no repug- 
nance to warm, freshly killed food. The en- 
ormous python, one of the largest in captivit}-, 
took il goat, two rabbits, and five pigeons, 
killed for the occasion, at a single meal. Some 
time ago it was stated that, so far as posibic, 
the siiakes at the gardens were being fed on 
dead food. The fact that all of them have ta- 
ken such food seems to estab'ish the probabil- 
ity that in future all of them will be .so fed. 

Those experiments confirm the view gen- 
erally held by directors of zoological gardens 
and amateurs who have kept snakes, that the 
living prey experiences no terror on being put 
into a den with a snake of any kind. This was 
only to be expected, and there are cases on 
record in whichi|'at§thave.:;.s^^^^^ to such

(piitous rule, .Mexico for centuries rem;iinc<l 
b\' lar its I'icliesl pro\dnce, It \\;is. in sburt, 
regarded mcrel\- a-- a mine to be w orki'd by the 
labor of i^s mdi,ipj.\' iiili.abit.'ints for the sok' 
lienefit of the com|ueror, without the slightest 
consideration either for their just claims or in- 
describable miseries. All that has been chang- 
ed, and under motlcrn conditions modern Mex- 
ico has continued to be one of the richest ex- 
panses on tb.e surface of the earth, tlnuigh il 
must be candidly conceded it has hardly risen 
to the height of its opportunities as yet. anv 
mi^re than it has been liickv rnotigh to win 
that general confidence among mitsid.crs wbicli 
is one-half the battle in economic ;in(l to some 
extent also in sociad de\elopmenl. .\s the pre- 
fatory iKjte- 10 this comprehensive study has 
.good ground for iiupiiring — fivc-and-twent v 
years ago, who on all the earth would luive in- 
vested his money in a Mexican bank. ha\-e 
trusted his s.aviugs in a .Mexican mine, or have 
considered it a safe and nnident ad\eiUiire to 
i;o to .Mexico at alii' It is the main object of 
the study to dissipate the many misconcep- 
tions which ])revail about the ctauilry, wdiilc 
at the same time giving chapter and verse, so 
to sa}-, for the belief in the ^reat future that 
lies near at hand. The author puts the point 
with characteristic emphasis in touching upon 
the matter in general terms: — 

"A somewhat similar question was once 
asked by Sydney Smith of the United States 
of America ; but today in both cases the same. 
Both have triumphed over time; both b;-.ve 
made a name for themsel\-cs in the ( 'Id W orld 
that nothing can obliterate; ami boib ba\-e be- 
fore them a future as Indlli.ani .as il is ccrt;iin 
ami as solid as it is wcdl e.aiaied. ...

It is cinninonly 
tlescribed as a "South .\ineric.in Republic," 
when its position is in North .\meric;i; as a 
"dangerous country" in ^vbicll to ira\el, where- 
as it is as safe as either .\merica eir (',re;it Bri- 
tain, so far as immunity from i)ersinial assaults 
and robberies is concei-ned ; as a "risky place 
for investments," while statistics prove there 
is greater solidarity among the banks and sim- 
ilar institutions, and far more honesty among 
the people themselves, than can be found in 
any country of the Old World. .Another com- 
mon sufierstition is that, w'wh the disappear- 
ance of (icneral I'orfirio |)iaz. either by reason 
of bis \-oIuntary retirement oi- other cause, tlie 
pre--ent coiulilion of peace and prosperity imist 

come to an end 'i'here has seldom 

been perpetrated a more complete and foun- 
dationless trror . . the fabric stands toda}- 
self-supporting and indestructible, a living and 
a lasting monument to the man who built it — 
to his strength, his de\-otion. and his intelli- 
gence. Mexico is no lom^cr in an_\- need of a 
defender, nov is il now de|)e"n(lent upon its ar- 
ciiiteet. lie h.as Iniilt loo soundly and perman- 
enll\- f(jr that, Hia/ mav p.'iss awa}' ; hnl. 
udiile bis manic will never ])erisb iroin record 
or from recollection, bis guiding band can be 
dispensed with, and that without fear of un- 
toward consequences." 

So far so goiiil. In area .Mexico is about 
ten times larger than tocat llrilain, or, nutting 
it in another and ihorc striking way still, it al- 
most equals Great Britain and Ireland, I'rauce, 
German)-, ami .Xuslria I Inngar)' together. 
And, selecting some i>\ the ligtnx's from the 
N'oliime itself, it has a co:i->t-line of o\-er Ci.ooo 
miles, ro volcanoes, 59 lakes and laL^oons. and 
a lot;d area cif about 750.000 sipi.'ire miles, 
while the large^i Si.Ue in the Kcpublic has an 
area neai'ly anuiunting to the ]>rodigious extent 
of 00.000 square miles. Again, there are up- 
wards of forty different tribes of Indians liv- 
ing in the country, who speak as many differ- 
ent languages. In an entirely different count 
the evidence < f the advancement of the cfiun- 
try is well brought out by the fact that hhiro 
pean banlomjf interest,., ev inced a considerable 
degree of ;mxiel\ to secure the placing o| liu- 
1,'isl Ic'.'iii for the sum of ly'-^, 000, 0(10 in .\o\-fm 
bef. I'J04. .Me'xico has now a currency s\-siem 
ou a ,gold basis, and the \oluine ,ni\'es many 
indications that a reniark.ible change has 
steadily come about during the past decade in 
the commendable preference lor a system of 
sound finance. Mr. Martin indeed goes so far" 
as to assert that it is not a transient but a ])er- 
manent cli;iiige. Not only is frjreign capil.al 
abundant, but nati\-e capit;il can be rai.sed iio\\'- 
adavs w'\[h \'erv little diflicultv lor inuunK-r- 
aj)le \'arieties of investment. Il may lie point- 
ed cult for the benefit of those wdio are con- 
cerned with financial questions that the chaji- 
ters dealing. with this aspect of the country — " 
national finance, moiietary relorm, banking 
laws, . aiid the various classes of notable banks, 
incUiditig the working of agricultural baidvs — 
arc replete with much, detailed information, 



handled with knowledge and ability. Mr. 
Martin summarizes his impressions .of moilern 
Mexico in this fashion:— ' , ' 

"Let us glance at the .Republic, of Mcxicp 
today, and see what are its claims to be con- 
sidered a factor in the world's; affairs — a pub- 
lic 12.\che(|uer in the full tide of prosperity and 

a substantial surplus; its bonds held in every

;inioiig the ( "io\ eriimenl officials,- from the 
bi.L;beM to the low esi ; a jack of polemics which 
can be matched in but few ' coiiiitides of the 
world; .-iiid a geiier;il peacefidness aiming all 
classes as il is noted, .\s a Mexican once e.x- 
'.^ressed liiniscif, " I'n i:_;i-|.'ss and peace are miii- 
ed to our soil with the rails of our iron roads, 
and no criminal hand shall be strong enough 
to tear them asunder." W''hat the country has 
lacked hitherto has been an intelligent middle 
class, and gradually that great "desideraiion ' 
to the permanent welf;ire of- an\' nation is 
grow ing into existence. The picture ol Alexi- 
co ioda\- is more composite than settled, for on 
the one baud ate to be foujul the latest ideas in 
municipal goxermnent and social life, and on 
the other feud.iilisni of the most pronounced if 
pictures(pie type. The ,old usurers have given 
way to modern banks, but the tenacity with 
wdiich .some State Governments cling to tradi- 
tion, and the little desire displayed by the peo- 
l)Ie 10 escape from it, strike the stranger as re- 
markable indeed The n-ady wel- 
come which Mexicans are extending lc> .-Xineri- 
can capital, the uiircslricted commingling of 
Mexicans and .Americans upon the same 
boards of directors, joinetl to the same man- 
agement, and side by sicLe in many social and 
charitable enterprizes form one of the most 

convincing signs of future prosperity 

The t3'-pe of American coming into Mexica al- 
so shows marked evidence of improvement, 
the States now sending their 1 est instead of 
their worst s[)eciinens. ;is formerly was Ire- 
fpienth- the case. I speak of the "real" .Ameri- 
can — the lineal desccnd.ant of the I'ilgrim Fa- 
thers, and not of the cosmopolitan breed 
which passes as ;m ".American," the man with 
a German nose, a Rus^iajj^Jianie, and the man- 
ners of a brute." 

.-Mmost. needless to say, independently of , 
tile foregoing points, there are many others.- 
not a whit behind them either in their interest 
in throwmig a useful light upon the country 
as a whole. llaiulleil in the li!:^hl allusive 
manner -of the lhori:)uglil v well inlormed w id- 
ler as they are. they will enable the re;'.der to 
form as accurate ;iiul dctt'.iled a coiiceiition as 
it is iiossible to iimigine. Xo doubt i.liey diiler 
in interest according t.i the point of \-iew. but 
obviously enough .are not the less \ aluable for 
all that. The commercia.I and mining outlook 
has a far-reaching importance, fundamentally 
speaking, of course, but closely impinging up- 
on these phases are others — social and political 
.-ictivities in particular. The servant question, 
for instance, is a cardinal difficulty almost 
everyl ere. .AiK.l il is, it appears, no less real 
or serious in Mexico. The best servants lo be 
found in the country .o'e the Chinese. The 
common prejudice regardiue them is not ab- 
sent, hut Air. Alartin ]K'rsonallv docs not share 
it. On the contrary, he considers it would be 
a sad day for Mexico if the Chinaman .should 
ever be banished from the home of the private 
individual or from the ranks of the railway 
contractor. Still more to the point, they are 
aclmdly wekajined in the Repnidic as useful 
and ]Teaceable citizens, even if lliey arc not ab 
logellier cherished as ■'Christian brothers," 
There, as elsewdiere, s(U-vanls are growing 
more inde|)endent. [''ven the factories and 
shops as well as coniniercial offices are bidding 
for female labor, and naturally enough domes- 
tic service suffers accordingly. The cost of 
living exhibits noticeable differences. Homes 
in the city of .Mexico Mr. Martin describes as 
nndotibtedly dear, ranging from U13 10 C50 a 
month, iioarding is iiioderaie. cosli.ig about 
U5 a month lor first-class ;tccomiiiod;itiou, 
wbile main of tin- rc>t,iiir;ints will arr;iii,i;e 
board at a rale of from D) to lS a monib. 
M(>si b"iiL;lish clothing app^ears to be about one 
and a half times as exi)en>!ive as at home. In 
fact, the volume makes it manifest that the real 
expensivencss of living really arises when it 
comes lo I'amily clothing generally and the pro- 
vision of all the necessary honscludd supjilies. 
.Among ibc Alexicaus edncalioii is liigbl\- \;il- 
iied. \ ery iuleresl iiig to note, il is llieir fore- 
most interest, .'ind is regarded as the foniul,-i- 
lioii of lludr i)reseiil jjrosperity and the basis 
of their existence. In cousecpieiice everything 
is being done that is pr?ictic.able to .strengthen 
its activity and increase its power, as is well 
evidenced from an interview with I^esident 
Diaz, recounted pretty much in these words. 
The volume is singularly full of imi)iu-l;ml de- 
tails, and tlieri' is mmdi concerning liu: Presi- 
dent, his jxilicy and the results of his policy, 
wdiile thai section of it is one of its most strik- 
ing merits. Here is an ' admirable .sketch of 
him as he a|.)pears ]>liysically ; — 

"He is moderately tall — I may say exce])- 
tionally tall for a. Mexican— fxtrpmely , digni- 
fied in his ciarriagc.at^ all his movements, and, 
in spite o.f his seventy-seven years, .he still' 
shows as much energy and enthusiasm as a man 
half his age. Fits hair is quite white and worn 



cfosely cropped, and brushed straight up on 
his broad, intellectual forehead well exposed, 
r.cyond a snow-white drooping mou.stache, the 
face (jf General Piti/. is cle;in-sliaven. llis eyes 
arc perhaps the inos.i striking part of his pb)'s- 
ir.ouoiiiy, Idack, bright, ami full of inlelli- 
gence. they look slr:iigbt into your very soul, 
unblinking, but not unkindly." 

In concluding, some more precise idea of 
the full scope otthe study will he eminently 
l)ertinent, apart from the points which have 
been touched upon in passing. The first vol- 
ume takes into consideration the eai'ly history 
of .Mexico bricflyaiul light ly. ami discusses in 
turn, among other (pieslions. tlmsr of the pop- 
tilalion. go\'eriiiiieiital and jmlici;d conslitu 
lion, religion, ])riiitiug, diplomacy, consular 
matters, life insurance, home life, clubs and 
streets, hospital and charitable in.stitutions, 
railways and tramways, ports, harbors, ship- 
ping. In the second, followdng'a succinct ac- 
cr)uin of each Stale in detail, there arc iuvaltt- 
;ible chajjlers on ;ii;ricullure, emigraliim, im- 
migration. ir,-idc and manufactures. Those 
dealing with the rubber industry, cotton, su- 
gar, tobacco cultivation, the oilliclds, contain 
a vast amount of timely information, and the 
concluding four discu.ss the mines, upon w.i^ch 
subject .Mr. Alartin is generally admitted to be 
an aulliority. Copper mining alone has al- 
re.'idy ailinitted such dimensions that the coun- 
try now ranks next to the whole of ruirope in 
the .annual value of its output. He in-edicts 
that for the period of 11)07-8 the onipnt will 
probably touch 225,000,0001b., as compared 
with 115,000,0001b. in 1905-6. And, in view of 
the enormous drop in the price of the metal 
and the difficulties in the market just lately, 
it need hardly be pointed out that, however 
prosperous the country may presently be, this 
lad makes it clear it is not exempt from the 
eflect of calamitous reverses for which it may 
have 110^ responsibility whatever. Air. Alartin 
is a journalist who used to be well known in 
London chiefly in connection with his work 
on' the Pall Mall Gazette and the Daily Ex- 
press. He has been in Mexico as correspon- 
dent of the Times for the past two years. Me 
has previously written a good dca! in \olume 
shape on Alcxico and the adjoining re]>'Tblics. 
and it is quite safe to sav that these t wo band- 
some columcs. both from the full information

THICK-SKINNED ANIMALS IN BRONX 

/. PARK' ■ 

Of all the animals, which impel our admira- 
tion, there are probably none upon which we 
look vvith so much a\ye as we do upon the thick 
skinned species, connecting us as they do with 
the past ages of the mammoth and the dino- 
lliere. .-A very wonderful and C(nn])rehensivc 
c<dlecti(,in of them has recentl\- l.)een hrcnight 
togetber by the Xew York Zoological society, 
antl just at this time attention has been attract- 
ed to it by the society's request for funds with 
which to pay for several of the individuals. 
Some of the specimens are so rare that when 
they were offered upon the market there was 
nothing to do but lo pick them up as quickly as 
])ossible. t-lse the opportunity to secure any of 
their kind might have vauislied forever. 

The collection, which is lo be installed in 
the eleidiani house, when that building is com- 
pleted, consists of four elephants, two .African 
rhinoceroses and one Indian rhinoceriis. d'lie 
tapirs are .also to be housed in the s;inie build- 
ing. Inil thev are not thick-skinned auimtds and 
will be kept there only for convenience. 

The elephant house, in which the thick- 
skinned animals will be kept, is one of the last 
of (he buildings to be erected in the .Zoological 
I)ark. and in many respects it is the culmimiting 
fealnre. liUiiig as it does a \\ide ga|) and link- 
ing the noiiherii and southern portions. In all 
it will have accommodations for six eleidiants, 
tliri-e rhinoceroses, two liiiipeiijotami and four 
ttipirs. The inclo.-.iires for cich of tlii-se animals 
are unusutUly roomy and the outside corrals are 
designed to ])rovide both sunshine and shade, 
as well as jjleiny of room for exercise. This is 
in accordance with one of the fundainent;il 
policies of the .\'ew ^drl■: Zoological society, 
which is that unless animals can be kept in cum- 
forlable c;i|)tivily they should not be kept at all. 

In this iinmense building, with its m.'issive 
structure, it is cxiieclcd that the people of \'ew 
N'ork and llie thousands who amuially visit the 
citv on their v.arious missions, wall be able to 
see for generations lo come specimens of the 
few surviving members of the animal kingdom 
which are capable of conveying some idea of 
the size and appearance of prehistoric animals.

I'dorence Nightingale is the 'first .woman to 
■ receive this eminent order, an order wdiich iu- 
chules only those w\\o, by signal achievement,' 
have raised themselves to the very head of the 
class to which they .belong } no one Will say 
that she has not .?nerited the distincition. Of 
her long life — she \yas born in 1820, and-is thus 
clo.sc u|)ou her 90th' yfear — much might be;'said, 
but at the ]n-escnt monient the mind turn's iia- 
Uirally to the great achievement of her career, 
the wink wliich enshrined her for ever in the 
hearts of her c(.iuntryinen. Wealthy and high- 
ly educated, she had at an early age devoted 
herself to the study of the relief of.- suffering, 
and had undergone an arduous training" for 
that purpose. Her reni;irk:d)le power of or- 
ganization was slio'ivii in the manner in which 
she bad re-establisbed a leading institution for 
the sick in London, ;iiid wluni, in 185-I, -Mr. 
Sidney llerbcri. Ibe famous \\;ir Secretary, 
determined lo send out a b;ind of feni;dc 
luirses lo the soldiers' hosinlals in the Crimea, 
he wrote to Aii.ss Nightingale to ask her w 
take charge of this new departure. She agreed 
and landed at Scutari in November, 1854, 
when matter".;-: were getting to their worst. 

d be men were being sent down from the 
iroin lo I ;alak-la\ ri, and thence to the fixed bos- 
IHtal at Scniari. and in b(.)tli pkices they were 
dyiuy like flies, b'illli and disorder indescrib- 
able reigned everywhere in the so-called hos- 
pitals, and the hanrls of all the officials were 
lied by red tape. The simplest order could 
not be given without being signed and coun- 
lersigucd ad iiifiniluni. Oi Balaklava, Dr. W. 
J I. .Russell wr'.Tti-; "The commonest accessories 
o) a hospital are w;nuing; there is not the least 
attention paid to (lecency^ or cleanliness, the 
stench is appalling; the foelitl air can barely 
struggle out lo ttiiiit the atmosphere, save 
through the chinks in the walls and roofs; for 
all 1 can observe, the men die witnout the least 
effort being made to save ihein." 1 le was cor- 
roborated by Dr. Charles Shrimpton, a French 
army surgeon, wluj described how terrbily 
neglected ilie Lnglish sick were as compared 
with the l-'reiicli. In llic great barrack hosin- 
tal at Scutari things were as bail, if not worse; 
and at this time the men were being invalided 
at the rate of over 100 a day. In a period of 
seven weeks 8,000 were carried from the camp 
before Sevastopol, and the overcrowding in 
iKJspital became frightful. It is no wonder 
that during the first seven months of the cam- 
pa,iL;ii f)ver Do per cent, of our forces died of 
illness. 

Into ibis welter of death .and confusion 
Miss .\ igluiiigale arriAci with her small baud 
ol nurses. It was a most, dillicult position. 
She had the Government at her back, but no 
official standing, and she had to meet the pre- 
judice a,nd suspicion of the me.dical staff. "Any 
oiie less perfeptly qualified must have failed. 
Miss Nightingale rose triumphantly to the oc- 
ctision, and o\-ercamc all difiicullies by a rare 
combination of tact, patience, firmness, .and per- 
sonal inlliieiice, bill, most of all, bv her pro- 
found k-iiowledge of wb;it was needed. vSlic 
ha.d not sludietl the hospital problem for noth- 
ing all those y$ars. Nursing meant to laer far 
more than mere attendance on the sick; it 
nu-aui the whole care of their well being, 
cleanliness, order, pure, air, water, and good 
loods. Instead of i)reci]iitating herself and 
her sl;iff into the wards, therefore, she began 
by s;arling a k'itchen, which was followed by 
a l;iriidr}-. She fed the p;itients .and kept them 
cicaii, and these were, in truth, the two prime 
necessities of the occasion. The men were dy- 
ing of starvation and filth. There ought to 
ha\'c been plenty of stores, but they had gone 
wrong — lo Balaklava or elsewdiere — and pro- 
per fciod was HOC procurable. Afiss Nightin- 
gale's k'itchen, which was aitervvards suiicriii- 
lended by no less a i)ersoii than the famous 
clu-f, .Alexis Soyer, ^vas soon appreciated, and 
b\' degrees she won the confidence of every- 
body. The nursing staff was increased to 85, 
and more came out in the following January, 
w hen some were s(Mit forward lo look after the 
l',.ilakia\a liospilals. 1 ".\enlually Aliss Night- 
ingale bad the charge of eight hospitals, con- 
t.-uning 5,000 men. Gradually the prevailing 
<lisor(ii-r was reduced; sanitary mcastircs were 
t;ikeii in band, whitewashing carried out, the 
sewers ;iiid the water sup]ily were looked to, 
additional w.irds were built, and the over- 
crowding stopped. The effect of all these re- 
forms — more important, jthough less poj^ularly 
attractive, than the actual nursing in the 
wards — was almost sti'ik'ing. Dr. Shrimpton 
tells us thai llu' llritisli /Nriny passed suddenly 
to a coiulilion of lietilth. The mortalit}', -which 
had been Co per cent, in the first seven months 
of the c;im|)aigii. fell lo 1.15 in the last five. 

.\ll r-'uroin.' 1-,-ing with Aliss Niglitingale'.s 
praise, and all I'-iigland was keenly excited to ■ 
give her a triumphant reception on her return. 
With characteristic modesty, she evaded all 
demonstrations (though she could not but 
obey the summons to Windsor Avlien the late . 
Queen Victoria gave her the Cross of wSl. 
Cicorge), and, so long ;is health remained, she 
continued to devote herself to her self-imposed 
task of succpurinEK-tlie sick.

rijimdings. I'.iU we should l)e s<.i.ri'y lo see a 
fashion fur the unrliymed lyric (iu fashion due, 
possibly, to JMatthew Arnold, but owing more, 
we'Cann6t help'ruspccting-, to Walt Whitman) 
■ growing 'into general use. Rhyme, it need 
' hardly ije said, is more than an ornament, it 
is no precioiis stone mounted in the gold, but 
a part of the very shape and identity of the 
jewel. The nnrhynietl lyric is like a |jiece of 
S(')ft metal ; it hecLimes a jewel only when it has 
been worked upon, and the finishing touch, 
the final expression of its individtiality, is 
rhyme; Except, in fart, in a very few definite 
instances, like the two ])oems l.iy Mrs. Woods, 
an unrliymed lyric is an unfinished lyric. In 
excepting "The Ihiilders" and "The .Passing 
i'ell," we ought, ])erhai)s. to except Mr. I'hil- 
lips's ".Midniglu — 31st fif 1 )ecend.)er, 1900," 
though here the poet has no actual dark' jilace, 
like the inside of the Abbey, of whicli he 
■svishes to convey the effect. But why should 
"William Ewart Gladstone" be unrhymed? 
;ind why ".A f'deani"? and wdiy "Thoughts in a 
Al ead(.)w'' ? The last two are lyrics, cries from 
the heart : and. goixl as they are, they lose 
nuicli by being, in this manner, unfinished. 
When .Mr. Trench give.-:, us a .set of six-line 
".Stanzas on I'oetry" of which the firs: three 
lines rhyme togeliier, and the last three rliyine 
with nothing, we cannot accuse him of want of 
finish! ' He has tried an experiment, and it has 
provei-l not onI_\- nnsuccessfiil but tii'esome.

The general level of both- Mr. Phillips and 
Mr. Trench is high on the slopes; neither of 
them ri.ses to llie stnninit where it can be saiil 
that execution and iniention are inseparable; 
and it is possible io. draw a distinction between 
their jnetliods of ajiproach. The best of Mr. 
I'liiilifis is n<d his (liongiil nor his cmolii.m, 
nor the interaction of holli ; it is his expres- 
sion, lie is content, as a niie. to take a good 
story or .a respecvalile idea, and teli it with .all 
the resources at his command.

said. He has mastered his materials; he can 
do almost what he pleases with words (for at 
the opposite extreme from the unrhymed lyric 
we find the old rhymed couplet used with not 
a trace of the prim finality which tised to at- 
tend it) ; he is waiting now for some intellec- 
tual and emotional develoi)ment that will 
complete his mastery over his materials and 
set him to work to adapt theni to new pur^ 

In Mr. Trench's new book (lor it must be 
adniitled tlittl the evidence of "Ueirdre 
Wedded" was all the other way) we seem to 
see that such a development has taken place. 
Mr. Trench is struggling to make his materials 
do more than he has been used to attempt 
with them, because his preoccupation is with 
more^ardent and daring thought than before.

his retirement from federal affairs in 1882, 
when he was defeated on his return to his 
constituency, he had'the satisfaction of seeing 
that his work on behalf of the dock had been 

successful. 

The adv(3cac3' of the railway ferry project 
lo Westminster was in realil}' the last ([ueslion 
upon -which the okl "war-lieirse" came before 
the people of Victoria, and the failure of the 
public to actfept this scheme as he saw it oc- 
casioned him no little annoyance and disap- 
pointment. It was in the hope of carryint^ 
through this i)et project of his declining years 
that he offered himself as a, candidate for the 
Dominion House, but his brief candidature on 
that occasion onlj^ demonstrated emphatically 
that his da}- was over. Subsequently his tlc- 
cline ill strength was rapid, and with the fail- 
ure of nien'Lal powers and the necessary aj)- 
IMiintmeni of guardians as a result, came the 
close of his brilliant, remarkable and unques- 
liojiably useful career. 

(Jf the part he ])layed in the niakiii,g of 
Urilish Columbia's history much might be 
said, l ie was not always right? nor was he at 
all times ready to concede that those who dif- 
fered from him in opinion were actuated by 
the same honest motives which, to his credit, 
undonbtcdly actuated him. He was a strong 
positi\-c \\-riter, and an equally emphatic 
s])eaker. making up for what he lacked ii> ora- 
torical power, in precision of statenieiil and 
fertility of ;ir,q-unieiU — and these, with his ini- 
niense fund 01 informalioii 011 e\-ery public 
(|iiesti(jn. constituted him a i)()werliil o])ponent 
in any debate. Coiiscientiiuis. ijersistent. in- 
dustrious, he was a man whose iiulividualit v 
wonhl have forced him to the fore in any com- 
immily. That he was a power for great good 
to British Columbia none will for a moment 
cpiestion or deny. 

iVTr. D. W. ^-liggins, Avho assisted very ma- 
terially in moulding the destinies of Tlie Col- 
onist, is the fourth son of the late Win. I!. 
Miggins, ,'1 native cd' .Manchester, h'ngland, 
who enii,i;-rated ti' .\'i.iva vSc"ti;i in i<Si4, and 
remoNed in wS^t) to l-lroo!<ly 11. New \'ork. 
i'',ducateil ill llrookl}!!, .Mr. Ilig.e-iiis went to 
California in li^sO, where he sofin aftei-w;ii-ds 
founded the Morning Call iicwspa])cr. 'I'liis 
he continued to publish up to his removal to 
this province in 1858. In October, 1862, he 
fountlcd in Victoria the Morning Chronicle, a 
journal which was siibsec|iieiitly amalgamated 
with The British Colonist, the new paper 
t.ikiiig the name of The Colonist and Chron- 
icle, lull i-e\-ei-tin,g aflerwards to the older title 
simply, lie remained the owner and editor of 
The Colonist n]\ jo .Octoher, tiSSfi, when lie 
disposed ol liis inleresl therein and retired 
fi'iiin ionrnalisin. ;ifter an ;iliiiosl iniliroken 
cdilori.'il career of 31 3'cars. In addition to his 
newspaper work, he served the public interest 
ill other directions. He was for some years a 
member of the Victoria city council, a member 
of the school board, chairman of the board of 
'education, president of the X'icloria fire de- 
partment, tlie president of the .\';iiional Elec- 
tVie Tramway company, of the latter of which 
he was the chief promoter, l^cturneii lo the 
pn.i\iiicial le.gislatiire in 18.S6 for L-'.sciuimalt. 
lie continued to sit therein until some f(inr 01- 
fivc years a.go. lie was elected Speaker of the 
.Assembly in i8()0, again in 1891 and a third 
lime in 1895. At present his time is fully oc- 
cupied in looking after his private interests. 

The latt: Mr. llenry l.,a\vson. who was ''i.m- 
eight }-ears editor of The Colonist, tlied at his 
residence. Cook street, at 3 o'clock on the 
morning of January 10, 1897, after an illness of 
three weeks. The deccasetl was^born in Ghar-

1-., during the incumbency of which of- 
fice he al.so acted as arbitrator in connection 
with the purchase of right of way for the 
Island Railway. His great interest in educa- 
tional matters, which he retained throughout 
life, a.gain called him to the teaching profes- 
sion, and for the pcriml of three or four years 
he w;is Priiiciiial of the Cliarlotietown normal 
scIkjoI, but a cli;iii.ge having taken jilace in the 
island govermnciU. and a new administration 
coming int'.i power, which adojited the sjjoils 
system of office, Mr. f.awson was, with other 
officials, removed, aftCi'^'which he turned his 
attention to jonrnalisin. This became his life' 
work, and he pursued it' for over forty years. 
A man of sturdy views and wielding a strong 
aijd vigorous pen, lie soon becanic recognized 
as a writer of conspicuous abilii}- in his nati\-e 
pro\'incc. lie w;is id'fered and ;iccepted. firicn- 
to Confederation, the pe ition of editor to the 
.Summerside Progress. ;ind later became editor 
of the Charlottetow-ii Patriot, h'nr a miinljcr 
of years .Mr. I.awsoii s|)ent the sessions at 
()tta\\-a as a menibei of the P;irliamem press, 
gallery, represeiuing the Patriot, of which he 
became owner as well as editor. Finally, 
however, he sold the Patriot and moved west- 
ward, where the cities of the larger provinces 
opened up a broader sphere for his work. He 
became in turn a leader writer on the Toronto 
Cdohe. the Ciiriiwall Freeholder, the Montreal 
Herald aiul .Montreal St;ir. The various ])i-)si- 
tions he occupied in the editorial field ,ga\-e 
him a wide and \-aried experience in jonrnal- 
isin. a'lid brought him into contact witli the 
leading men of Canada, therein- obtaining for 
him an insight into public affairs and large 
questions which well qualified him to occupy 
tlip editorial chair of The Colonist, a post he 
was offered and accepted in the fall of 1888. 

Mis conduct of this newspaper and his 
editorial writings were ever characterized by 
sound judgment, a dispassionate treatment of 
public questions, and freedom from vitiyjera- 
tion, recrimination aiul personalities..,, He w;is 
well and favorablv known to a large niiniber 
of N'ictoria's leading citizens, who felt deep 
re.gret ;it his death. .'\s a man, ;iltlion,gli some- 
what brus(|ue in his manner, he was j<iml, 
warm-hearted, and generous. He was a m'an 
of .strong domestic .tastes. Mr. Lawson was 
married over fifty years ago to Flora McKen- 
zic, of Prince Edward Island, and left, beside 
hi;- widow, si.^- daughters. and three sons. 

The Colonist, on the morniiig following Mr. 
i.awson's demise, had this editorial referring to 
that sad event : 

"'I'lie (le;ith of .Mr. llenry l.,awson. -\\liicli is 
annoimced in .another column, reino\-es one of 
the \'eterans fi-nin the sphere of Can;idi;in jour- 
nalism. i''i5rly )-ears of continuous and active 
service in its rdnks, always holding an impor- 
tant and influential editorial place, is a record 
rare ih its annals, and represents a life of great 
labor and usefulness, one that has not failed in 
moulding iniblic seiitimenl. and, it is needless 
to say. always in a HglU direction. The sum 
of such a life cannot easily he estimated. Apart 
from his editorial management of the Colonist, 
which was conspicuous for its ability, good 
jiid.gnient. and e<lucative value, he did valuable 
serx'ice for Alaritinie Province papers, the To- 
ronto Globe, and the Montreal I ler.ald and 
Star. In the province of l-^-ince l£dw;ird Island 
in prc-Confederatiqn days, when he occupied 
important editorial positions, he was active and 
proniinent in the advocacy of reform in edt^ca- 
tioniil matters •a.ivd in the settlement of the 
vexed land (|ucsti'(3n. 

"Personall5%: Mr.- Lawson was of a sturdy 
type of manhood, with strong convictions, and 
characterized by old-fashioned honesty of pu'r- 



pose, qualities which not onl}-^ earned for hiin 
the esteem and admiration of his friends, but 
entered into and dominated his professional 
duties. He was a man who possessed a wide 
range of exact inft)rm;iti<in and wrote plainly 
and forcibh-. II is reasoning w;is cle;ir and his 
conclusions sound. Py lon.g association wdth 
piiL)iic men and ex])erieiice in public affairs he 
had an intimate knowledge and ;i comprehen- 
sive grasp of Canadian politics in all its jjliascs, 
and his judgment was rarely at fault in dealing 
with yarious and complex issues is they arose. 
In his relations with those in whose service 
he wroii.ght he was characterized by strict fi- 
delii}- and unfailing.devotion to their interests, 
and much of the success of The Colonist diir- 
in,g his connection with its editejiial inana,ge- 
meiit is due to his efforts. He maintained a 
hi.e-h stiiiidard of jcnirnalistic ethics, and nc\-er 
descended to personalilSes or acrimonious and 
recriminatory discussion. His dcitli will he 
.generally regretted, and where his jjersonality 
was not known his loss will be felt as that of 
one whose services to' journalism were valu- 
able. His constituency of readers was a wide 
and appreciative one." 

.\fter the death of Mr. Lawson the present 
editi n- cd' The Colonist was in charge for several 
ye.irs. ami upon his retirement, David B, 
Uogle, a man of British birth, occupied the edi- 
torial chair for some time. Mr. Bogle, upon 
his retirement from The Colonist, left the pro- 
vince, and he is now cn.gaged in an editorial 
capacity on the Winnipe,g Tele,grain. where 
his trenchant pen contributes nuich that is of 
v;ilne to the interest.- of .M aiiiloba and Canada 
geiicrall_\-. .Mr. llogle was succeeded by R. ]\. 
(iosnel, a native of Ontario, who withdrew in 
the autumn of 1906. .\lr. Gosiiell was for sev- 
eral years in the employ of the government, 
and the British Columbia Year Book is a monu- 
ment to his industry, his knowledge of the 
province and his mastery of details. It is gen- 
er;tlly understood that he had much to do with 
Ihe i)rei>aratioii n\ the case for the province in 
re.t^ard to Petter Terms. He is the author of 
;m excellent history of llritish Columbia, and 
has contributed to other iml)licati(jns. Mr. 
Gosiudl is ,-it present a resident of Victoria, 
and his inaiiy friends look forward to further 
prodiict.s of his pen. 



THE SCARCITY OF BULL MOOSE 

Of more than pas.sing interest is the (jues- 
tion raised by one of our contributors in rela- 
tion to New Brun.sAvick moose, and often 
brought up in years past .about Wyoming elk. 
The laws of New Pirnnswick prohibit the kill- 
ing of c(->w- moose, and the effect of their close' 
ohserv.-ince, diir correspondent tells us, is an 
;ipi)arent scarcity of bulls and a correspondiiiL;- 
iiicre;ise in the mimber of cows, 

'I he ac(piirin,g of reliable information (ui this 
subject should not- be neglected by sporisnien 
and game jirotectors, for it is through them 
that the actual effect of protecting female deer, 
elk. caribou and moose must be ascertained. 
There is. however, no occasion for lettin.g the 
mailer g;) so far as to actually endanger the 
big ,ganio sn')()ly, and this does not seem likeU- 
to be broil -..vhl about, foi- if in .aii_\- season sports- 
men fail to obtain antlcrcd .game, they will call 
loudly for permission to shoot females the fol- 
lowing year. 

This would not prove a satisfactory rernedy. 
A far better one would be a closed season for 
a limited period, whicli would insure the safety 
of males, whereas an open season for both sexes 
would result in sweciiiiig out of existence vast 
numbers of lialf-iame females ami the further 
depletion of the supply of males. 

In rc.gions where deer a.'e abundant it is 
not nmisual to see very many more does than 
bucks ill a day's hunt, and this leads the' 
stranger to believe bucks scarcer than they 
really are. This is- often apparent in states 
which permit the shooting of deer of both 
sexes, as well :is in those that protect docs, but 
in the latter the docs arc seen oftener, aiid are 
tamer than if hunted in the .open season. — 
Forest and Stream. 1

Take him, on the other 
hand, in one of his "Stanzas to Tolstoi," and 
we find violeiu dissonance, unexpected and an- 
noying assonance, lurgidity, uncertainly, ru.g- 
gedness, "jumpiness'' — all the faults that arise 
when the striiggle becomes too hard— 

Tlie Man tiprais(-d dii the .ludaeeaii erag 
('ai)tainH for us llie war >.\ilh death no more, 
Mis kingdom haug.s as hangs the tattered flag 
Over the tomb of a great knight of yore; 
Nor shall one' lajv fb unity restore 
Races' or soulfe— no staff of thine can urge

Nor any backward s^mn)it lead them up; 
The world-spring wherein hides ,

]'"rom this it is a deli,!,dit to turn to "Killai-y," 
or "in summer time when Mary bathes,'' or 
".•\lmond, wild Almond" — to any of'tlie lyrics 
that betray Mr. Trench's country of origin ami 
show him at peace with himself; interesting as 
they are, not solely for their own beauty, hnt 
for the width of range and of sympathy which 
the very contrast shows the poet to possess; 

Mrs. Woods we find at her best when she 
is stirred deeply in mind, as in the two poems 
we have mentioned above. Her "April," 
rirctty and gay as it is, cannot compare with 
-Mr. i'hillips's "After Rain." The mood is the 
same neither i)ocm aims at more than e^?^ 
[iressing the joy of the "sprin.g-fceling" ; bw't in 
such things Mr. Phillips's mastery give/ him 
ad tile advantage. Tlicrc is no single p^irase, 
again, in Mrs. Woods's book that can compare 
with Mr. Phillips's "birdless grove" ; nothing 
that can match his trees at midnight, or Mr. 
Trench's simile of a cathedral and a ship in 
'Apollo arid the Seaman." But there are pas- 
sages in "The Builders," unequal as it is, which 
strike home, and all of it is informed with a 
largeness of coiiceiilion and a firm hope which 
.gi\-e it greatness. "The May .Mornin,g and the 
Old Alan" is a pure delight; "Rest" is exqui- 
site, ^'et, ;ifler all, w-e turn back incvitabl}^ lo 
a poem which almost persuades us to renounce 
our [dea for rhyme, so perfectly does its 
rhymelcssiiess express the yearning that gave 
it birth, in spite of the vividness of the pic- 
tures it .goes on to paint.

.shrinking aside, no renunciation of endeavor. 
The appeal to beauty is the appeal for life at 
its highest and fulle.st, not ipri-an^v'aestheti 
i^efuge from the shocks of Jife." ' So much the 
better for these poets, and their' readers, and- 
the poets and readers to come.

Spenser^s Personal 





T the first meeting of the session of 
the British Academy, Sir L. .Maunde 
Thompson, president, in the chair, 
I'rofessor I. Collanc/., secretary of 
the Academy, read a [laper on 
"Spenseriana," dealing with new 
tnattcr, -biographictd and bibliograidiical, says 
the Lpndon Times. 

Of foremrist interest Avas a co\)y oi the 
eilitio pniu;e]is nt ■'The b'airie (Jneene'' (the 
earlier is.sue oi the luiok, before the Sonnet to 
Lord liurligli had lieen added), v.diich appears 
from internal evidence to ha\e been Spenser'.s 
own copy. On the title page of the volume, 
submitted to the meeting. Dr. GoUancz, 
among other writing, discovered the words 
Hpos avrov, which struck him, on seeing the 
book, as having the force of ad se — that is, 
-"from the author to Iiimself." The Greek is 
nnmistak.abl)' in the late lOth century hand, 
the capital II pi^inted at the top. 'Vlie jdirase 
can only mean that the ])artieiilar copy bail 
been reserxed i)y the author for himself. The 
late vSir Richard Jobb, to whom he had shown 
the writing, enthusiastically declared it to l)e 
the "Greek of a poet and dreamer of the Ren- 
aissance." Spenser and his circle of friends 
were addicted to the use of occasional Greek, 
as may be seen from the letters which passed 
between him and Cabriel i larvey, the latter 
frequentl}^ writing a Creik word or two on the 
title ])ages of his ijooks. Other notes on the 
title page of the Spenser volume arc two lines 
(running along the left-hand margin) evident- 
ly in memory of Spenser:—

while in the right-hand corner are the initials 
D. S. and T, B., bracketed together, tiie D be- 
ing changed from some other letter. At the 

bottom of the page is the statement, "mr iohn 
borlace gaue mee this brjokej 10:50." Dr. G;'.l- 
lancx suggested the probabh.' identification (:)r 
connection of .Mr. John Borlace ui'li Sir John 
Borlace, wdicj in 1633 was appointed .Master of 
the Ordnance of Irclftnd/.and whose .son F,d- 
imind was the famous'historian of the Irish 
p.cbellion ; tbis Borlace familji; was also con- 



nected with the lsham family. But there 

were many ramifications and branches of the 
r.orlace family, and at present it would be 
hczardous to make any conjecture. 

In addition to tltese manuscript notes on 

the title page, towarcis the end of the volume, 
on the blank left-hand page facing vSpenscr's 
letter to Sir Walter Raleigh, are written the 
following lines: —

The lines undoubtedly represent the first 
form of Sonnet I. of Spenser's 'Amoretti," and 
are of great value as throwing light on the 
history of the Sonnet sequence, addressed by 
Spenser to Elizabeth Boyle, to wliom he be- 
c;une devoted aljout 1501-3, soon after the 
]uiblicatioii of the first tin-ei book-s of "The 
faerie Oneene" to the lad}' who at last was 
1594. Tlie "j'Vmoretti," together with the 
"Epithalaniioii," licensed for publication in 
1504, appeared in 1595. It would seem there- 
fore that Spenser sent his own copy of "Tiic. 
Faerie Quecne" to the lady who at lata was 
to displace his earlier love for "the widow's 
daughter of the Glen," inscribing therein thp 
Sonnet, which was subsequently to form the 
{jrcludc to the wdiolc sequence pi the "Amor- 
etti." The changes introduced in the- printed 
form clearly indicate later revision. , Thus 
now for tile first time the real force and/ 
meaning ot the first Sonnet arc made clear — 
namely, that it refers to "leaves, lines, and 
rimes" of "The Faerie Qucciic," ancl was writ- 
ten to ask the lady's acceptance of ' the -'bpol?, 
the progress of^ which, we learn from the "Am- 
oretti," was somewhat impeded by the dis- 

. i 
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tractions of his wooing. So far no scrip of 

poetry in Si:)enser's handwriting has bet»n dis- 
covered, although there are oflicial State doc- 
uments and signatures of Spenser e.xtant. 

Dr. Gollancz' put before the meeting the 
result of his investigations as to Spenser docu- 
ments among the Irish State pajiers, placing 
photographs before the meeting. In addition 
to the one already accepted as lieing a holo- 
graph, dated 1589, and a deed in the liritish 
.Museum, he \\'ould claim as a .Spenser holo- 
grajjh an important indictment against his 
enemy Lovd Roche, hitherto unrecognized as 
such, owing to interpolations between the 
clauses by another hand. The handwriting of 
the [sonnet "A Sa Mistresse" is written with 
greater care, and is more ornate than the 
writing of the dociinients.; the heading' is in 
the Italian hand with the hmg double s, re-

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minding one of Spenser's characteristic signa- 
ture; whereas the Sonnet from the third to the 
fourteenth line is in the old English hand, the 
lirst two lines are in an artificial writing, 
italic for the most part, but with a pictures(|ue 
(lOtliic a in the word tieaddoing. No form of 
writing could more characteristically reflect 
the varying elements of Spenser's poetry. The 
other evidence in the volume already adduced 
and (piestions of date- and style all tend to 
confirm the view propounded, . that here we 
have Spenser's own copy of "The Faerie 
Oneene,'.' together with the lines rddrcssed to 
Elizabeth lioyle. He seems to h;ive kept true 
to the trimnphant assertion in the closing lines 
of the Sonnet, for when in 1596 the .'-^ectMid 
edition ' a])peared of Hooks 1 to 3 of "The 
Faerie Oneene," the j)edicatory Sonnets lo 
Noble l.,ords and Ladies, included in the first 
edition, were omitted. 

.■Another volume in Dr. ("'.r>llaiic/'s posses- 
sion was de;dt with in the course of the pajier. 
and ^vas submitted to the meeting, throwing 
new light on Spenser's history at the time he 
was Avriting "The Shepherd's Calendar." The 
volume, a collection of books of travel bound 
together and annotated throughout, belonged 
to Gabriel Harvey, Spenser's great friend. 
One of the items in the collection is "The Trav- 
eller of leromc Turler, im[n-inted at Eondon* 
I57.v" and the title ]>age l^iears in Gabriel I iar- 
NX'v's handwriting the following statement: — 
"b<x dono b.dmundij Sjienserij, l.'4)iscopi Uof- 
fensis Secretarij, 1578." From this we now 
definitely learn that S])enser's September 
-Aegloguc of "The Shepherd's Calendar," where 
he speaks of himself as "Roffy's Boy," has re- 
ference to Dr, Young, Master of. Pembroke 
College, Cambridgej .Spenser's own college,- 
who was appointed Bishop of Rochester in 
1578; vSpenser evidently was at once a])poinled 
his secretary, an office no doubt gained for 
him at Gai)riel Harvey's suggestion, in order 
to withdraw him from "the northern .soil that 
bewitched him," ;is referred to in the June 
.\eglogue, and as I',. K. Spenser's friend, states 
in his gloss to the pa,'^sage. Gabriel Harvey's 
gift book from Spenser gives the necessary 
clue to many difhculties affecting date and 
inter43retation of "The Shepherd's Calendar," 



Incidentally, also, the reference is Of interest, 

in connectif)n with the printed letters' between 
.''^pciiser and (jabricl Harvey, and more espe- 
cially Six'tiser's Latin poem of October, 1579, 
referring to his approaching voyage and to 
Harvey's s.afe return from journeying abroad.. 
In the Llodleiaii Librar_v there is a copy of the 
roniMice of " I lori dcglas," given to Ilarvev liy 
Spenser on December 22, in this f>anic ye.ar, 
157S, ,-iiid Ilarvey has noted the quaint condi- 
tif^ns of the gift.'

Ten years ago they ^\crc decidedly "Continen- 
tal."

The Ger- 
man lieutenant who assured me that, "Of all 
the foreign naval officers we mec', we like and 
admire the English ones most,'" was stating a 
fact, not just making a jiretty siieecli.

•a specialist, wlietlier it is navigation, gunnery, 
i.r tiii'pcdo. The c.xpressirju of the face tells it. 
It may seem fanciful, but lei the sceptic- '-luih' 
the matter, .ai'il he will lie sceiitic no nu.iri'. In 
the iDieseiit generation of (ieriiiaii uflicers }ou 
can place iheui by their faces in ju.it 
the same way. You could not do so 
ten year^i agei.

Animal Lore of a Nature Writer 




,11E forty-ninth annual dinner of the 
Province of Quebec Pish and Game 
I-"'rotcction associaticni, held at the 
Windsor hotel, was a g'-eat success, 
says tlie Montreal Witness. The 
large main dining-room was very 
nearly filled by the numerous guests, and the 
speeches were of a most appropriate and in- 
tensely interesting character. As befits such 
an occasion, the menu was composed almost 
entirely of fish and game, the chief dish being 
saddle of caribou. 

The guest of tlic evenin.g was that famous 
nature writer, the Rev. Dr. \V. J. Long, whose 
controversy with President Roosevelt respect- 
ing the reasoning power of animals has attract- 
ed world-wide attention, 'l"he big gathering ex- 
pected an entertaining address from him, and it 
was not disappointed. 

.'\s soon as he got ii])on his feet to sjieak 
upon the subject that had been annotmceil. 
namely, "Wild .Animals, their Pife and Heath." 
there ^\•erc calls fru" him to come to the ceuti'e 
of the dining-room, so that all might hear him 
without dilTicully. but "I'll make yon hear." he 
said, and at once sprang upon the table. With 
his feet among the glasses, and very close to a 
black hare laid out in state — a rarity that had 
been brought especially for him — he began his 
address, and nobody had any difficulty in hear- 
ing him. 

Dr. Pong's address was more like the earn- 
est chat of an enthusiastic friend than like a 
speech, and he soon had his audience iiUo the 
mood that he wanted to get them in — the mood 
of comrades gathered round a iani|) lire for 
yarns. He opened by remarking that though 
" this was his first visit to Montreal, it was by 
no means his first visit to Canada, for Hiere 
was a ]iarl of this glorious big countrv where 
he was ahva_\s sure of a welcome, ami that was 
in the woods and the wilflerness. Mau\- a time, 
■after more than his -hare of the _\car's work, 
after more than his share of ti'il and anxiet\- 
and sorrow, he had come up into ihe gi'eat 
open spaces of Canada, and had found calm 
and peace and strength within the sound per- 
haps of some salmon river sweeping away to 
the sea — a river singing the song of the young 
and strong — the song of Canada itself. That 
sound and that peace brought to Ufe again the 
boy that was left in him — and lie did not care 
wheLher it was a railway manager, a million- 
aire, or a |x)or man, the very best part of that 
man was the boy left in him. 

Tjefore ]M-oceeding with his subject he made 
a very sym]ialhetic reference to the late Dr. 
Drnmmond, who was an old friend of his, he 
was? of theirs. They had honored him hv ask- 
ing him to take the place so long filled in that 
Association by Dr. Drnmmond. but nobody 
could do that; his chair would always be 
empty. Yet he had a feelin.g that though Dr. 

•^Drummond was dead he was that evenin,Q- 
nearer to them than ]ierhai5s they thought, aiu! 
he asked them to drink a toast in silence to him. 
The ;:onii)any at once rcsjionded, and .after a 
nionieiit's silence all by a comnion impulse 
joined in Ihe smging of ".Should anid aciuaint- 
atnce be for,gol." 
■ Proceeding with his subject. Dr. Long spoke 

■first of the value of such associations as that 
he was addressing, and the usefulnes of getting 

■ together imdcr a .good . dinner to talk over 

■^Avhat might be neeileci to protect the wild ani- 
mals of their C(3untry. 

"This," he said, "cuiiiot lie brouglit about 
by complaining to the government, ''"here is 
really no such thing as a government. There 
arc politicians at Ottawa and Quebec, making 
laws and other things incidentally, and making , 



money in particular. (Laughter and applause.) 
Put llie .government is a mere abstraction, and 
it is much better to get the politicians together 
and interest them in the matter, so that they 
will make it a ])ersonal matter to have jiroper 
laws made and enforced. I'or instance, the 
exposing for sale in every market of such 
things as deer, caribou and wild grouse should 
be stopped at once, because so long as lliis is 
permitted so long will there be professional 
hunters, or, rather, forest butchers, while 
stricter supervision should also be had over 
rifle practice of tliVj lumber jacks. 

"Put, what I want to show you tonight," 
continued Dr. Ivoiig, "is that wild animals are 
much more interesting alive than dead, and 
once people learn that the game will be \no- 
tected." 

And in listening td what he had to say, he 
asked them not to allow themselves to be 
prejudiced by such a spirit as that dis])layed by 
the counlrMnan when be saw a giraffe. lie 
s])ent the whole evening at tlu' eircn.s m >tar- 
in,g the giraffe np and down, and when the 
performance w;is over, he turned .and went out 
.-aying, "Shucks! 'Phere ain't no such animal." 

We had ])asseil throu.gh ihrei' st;i,ges, he 
went on to say, in our knowledge of wihl ani- 
mal life. The first was the stage of the prim- 
itive man. The sa\^ages seemed to understand 
by instinct what animals did, and every soh'tarv 
bit of their folk-lore ;is far a^ animals were 
concerned w;is founded o\\ observation. The 
secrnid sta.s^e wa^ that of the scientist who clas.-- 
ilied .animals in a learned way, but had lost the 
primitive knowled,gc of the animals tliemselves. 
'Pile third stage was that of the nature lover, 
who sought to combine scientific knowle<lge 
with the keen insight and knowledge of the 
animal that the Indian possessed. 

Going into the woods vear after vear for 
many years, and studying wild life kecniy when- 
ever an opportunity presented itself, he had 
seen many wonder'ul things. I-'or instance, he 
had .seen a grouj) of little water spiders playing 
the old game that they had all jjlayed— Ihe 
.game of ])us^ in the corner, lie had noticed 
that when an otter and a beaver met thev al- 
ways fought. J<'or a long time he could not 
make out why. lie had found out that it was 
because of what happened under the ice in the 
winter. When an otter wanted to breathe un- 
der the ice he went to the -lop of ihe w;iter, 
blew the bre.ath out of bis lungs, and wailed ,i 
short time. The breath formed a big bubble. 
I he w:iler dissoKi-il the carbemic ;icid ,L,^as, and 
the ice further pm-itied th.e air in the bniilile, s,, 
that .-ifier waiting a short time the otter was 
able to brealhe the air back into his lungs 
again. But when he caught a fish he could 
•lot do that. So he went into the o])ening of 
ihe beaver's house, crawled up the passage, 
and ate the fish tb.ere, leaving the tail and the 
lins and slimv mess behind him. The heaver, 
who hated the smell of fish, had to clean ihi^ 
away when llic otter was gone — and that was 
why they always fought when they met in the 
sitnnner. 

'Pile doctor even had a ,good word to sav 
for wolves. J'o think of them as the type and 
symbol of greed and ravenous cruelty was all 
wrong. He remembered one dark still night 
when he was up on the Barrens. He went ot:t 
of the camp alone, and stood on a high bluff 
overlooking- the waste of snow. Overhead 
the stars shone with the brilliance of the . Arc- 
tic night. intense silence was upon evt.-r\- 
lln'ng — a silence so intense that there was in his 
ears a sound as oT a thous.imJ tiny sih-ei- bells. 

All at once a great roaring cataract of 
sound went polling through the night. It was 



a \dice that wailed out in long howls, "Woe! 
WDe! Woe!'' 'Pliat Aoice was expressing the 
Sense of the great desolation. .S(jon after 
there came <anoihei- \ oice, bnt the sound was 
different. It was -.i ilei-p, staccato stjund thatV 
resembled the wiu'ds "Come! Come! Come! " 
By means of the tracks the ne.\t morning, he 
found what that second voice meant. A single 
wolf had stalked upon a slce])ing caribou, and 
killed it as it lay, and before it ate a bit of the 
llesh, it sent out that great cry, "Come! Come! 
Come!" so that i.'\ei-\ wull within hearing might 
know that he had (ouiid me;it a, id come and 
share the feast. I low would a business man 
\]-d\-c .acted — the boasteil higher liuiKan l)ein,g? 
If that were th.e r,\\\-: iiie;it In- had, he would 
ha\-e cornered the suiiply, and put up the price. 

He had been accused, he further remarked, 
of giving human traits to animals — of trying to 
make out that they had liuman natures. But 
what was human nature? it was joy, fear, hate, 
pleasure, satisfaction, love — and love was the 
greatest tiling in it. .And did not animals have 
love? Me had seen :i mother ;inimal die foi- 
her youn.g. What was th;it bnt lo\-e? lie had 
seen a dog lie down beside his sick master and 
tr\- lo coiuiort him, and he had k'nown a dog 
lie df.nvn and die rather than leave the dead 
body of its master. WlniL was that l)Ut love? 

"'J'he fact is the thing we call' human nature 
is common nature, and .some of the very best 
and highest traits that human Ijcings possess 
arc simply (leveloi)meiits of the instincts of the 
common nature." 

J'o show that animals were capable of think- 
ing and rea.soning. be related a number of 
stories of things he had seen animals do. Cp 
in the Purnt Lands he once came on the tracks 
of a bear, and he got on the trail with the ob- 
ject of shooting it. He had outlived that early 
liking for killing animals, he explained, and 
now would far rather watch them than hunt 
them. He came upon this bear, bnt was so in- 
terested that he (lid not shoot at him. 'fhe 
be;n- was going frum one log to another, lie 
would ,e,ive e;ieh log a llnunp with his big |)a\v, 
;nid then turn his ear down to it and listen. 
.Sometimes he pas.sed on. .Sometimes he ri|)pe(l 
the log o]Hii and sccHJi)ed (jiit sometliing and 
•ate it. What was he doing? He was striking^ 
the logs to disturb the grubs or ants that were 
in it. ami if he eoidil lie.ii- none he knew it was 
no good to waste lime rippin.g the log open. 
If he lieai'd them, he know that the log con- 
tained food. 

Another time he wounded a bear and fol- 
lowed the ii-;!il. Tin- wound bled freel_\', and 
on the trail he found places where the bear 
had scooped out moss. .Always this moss was 
dropped a little further on soaked in blood, 
riic bear had been holding the moss to the 
wound frying to staunch the blood. Then the 
trail came to ;i little sh.allow stream of ice- 
cold water. The bear had dr.a.gged a long- 
across ibis |-ivulet, raked the nnul anil nifjss 
.'igainsl the log, and thus made a dam. In this 
d.am he l;nd down so that the ice-colri water 
would bathe the wound. It stojijied the blood, 
for where the trail continued there was no 
blood, and soon he lost the trail altogether. 

He ;ind an Indian once set a f;ill-log trap 
for an old bear. JCveiy time the bait was taken 
out from the back of the trap and the bear 
escaped. Then they set a steel trap in the 
ground. ;nid ])ut many smrdi pieces of bait, 
eoNcred with honey, nroniid, Tlie bear saw no 
i;ill-|i:i,g, and he got caught. The trap was at- 
i;iclied io a lo;; .-ibout ei,glit feet long, because 
if it had been attached to a tree the bear would 
liiive lorn itself ;iway. 'I'hey followed the trail. 
.\t first it showed that wdtere the log had got 
entangled, the hear had gone back and dis- 
entangled it. By and by they saw not the

The Tragedy of Alfred Thompson 




O ONE, surely, ever had so sad 
a life [a.'i Francis 'Phomp.son], .so 
remote from all that makes the 
joy of life, lawful or unlawful - 
no one, at least, for whom the 
bells of fame have been 
toll — not Keats, not Chatlerton, 
A'et toll they will for him, and 
\vitli good cause, for a sj)irit of the very elect 
among us, a poet among our poets, has pa.ssed 
away." So writes Mr. Wilfrid Scawen l^lunt 
in the "Academy," of Francis 'Thompson, 
whose death we recorded last week. No more 
tragic and pathetic story could be imagined 
of a man than that he tells of this - doctor's 
son, a man of infinite vision, yet wdio spent 
nights under the arches of Covent Garden 
wrapped in the fumes of laudanum. 

Here is Air. Blunt's amazing story: — "Of 
his life in the L^ondon streets, \\here for fi\e 
years he starved, he did not lilce to t;ilk. I 
gai!-.ere<l from him that at first his father .gave 
him a small allowance of ;i few shillin.gs a 
week-, and |Tut him in the -way of .getting busi- 
ness empluymciil, bnt that, findin.g that he 
failed repeatedly to keep his situations, he 
finall}'- withdrew all help, and left him to his 
fate. As it was, he drifted down the stream 
of life in London almost without an effort, 
and by the end of his second year there, in 
spite of what we know was in his brain of lit- 
erary power for verse or prose, he had become 
a mere waif upon the streets, the most pitiful 
;)f tlie destitute poor — an educated man sub- 
merged. 

"Work with his hands he could not dei. 
'For that,' he told nic. pathetically, pointing 
to his jioor. weak arms, no stronger than ;i 
child's, "I was physically- unfit. .\ll he could 
do was to earn the few daily pence he needed 
by such haP' mendicancy as the P.nglisli law 
allows, the sale of matclies in the streets, |at- 
tendance at theatre doors at iiiglii as a caller 
of cabs, and casual messenger, lie needed 
about elevenpence a day to live, and when this 
was won his daily, or rather his nighth', work 
was over, and he retired to rest under the 
Covent Cjarden arches, or un the waste grounci 
hard by, where the refuse of the great market 
is thrown. He had no other lodging. 

.\iul yet this was the man who wrote that 
stupendous poem, "The Hound of Heaven." 
which for movement and imagination is al- 
most unsurpassed. It tells of a .soul's flight 
from God, and how "that tremendous Lover" 
pursued —

i lere is Air. I'dinit's account of his rescue 
from his dreadful London life, but for wdiich 
he would never have written those majestic 
words — 

"His rescue from this depth of misery was 
a.s dramatic as anything in tlic history of liter- 
ature," says. Mr. BUtnt. "I do not owe my 



k«owlcdgc of its details to himself, but to a 
'.source almost as direct. He had been five 
years thus in the streets when he made up his 
mind, like Cliatterton, io die. P'rom lime to 
ime through all that ])eri(Ml lie had tried to 
get an entrance into the literai-v heaven of print 
liy addressing iJiiblisliers and editors with 
specimens of bis \erse and ])rose. written for 
the most part nu scrajjs of paper gathered 
from the gutters, and always in vain. No fa- 
vorable answer had been returned to him. 
Among others, he had addressed the then edi- 
tor of the Catholic magazine "Merry Eng- 
land" (.Mr. Wilfrid Aleynell), sending him, 
with some verses, an essay treating of the re- 
lations between Soul and IJody. It had reach- 
ed the edit(.ir wrapped in a dirty envelope, and 
the subject (if it being unattractive ii had been 
put aside in a iiigeon-hole unread, nor was it 
till six inonllis afterw.'irds that, findin,g him- 
self in want of material feir his ina,gaziiie, the 
etlitor took it down and examined it. lie tlic}t 
foilnd it to be full of originality, and with a 
wealth of illustration and quotation quite un- 
usual in such contributions, 

"Pile \erses, too, were of such excellence 
that they betokened discovery — perhaps of a 
true jjoct. They were signed 'Francis Thomp- 
son, P. O. Charing Cross.' The essay aiid a 
poem were therefore published with his name, 
but when it came to forwarding payment for 
them the author proved nndiscoverable. He 
was no lon.gcr to be found at the address 
.given. Meamvhile, Thompson had seen his 
verses printed and findin.tr, ar. he thought, all 
reward denied liim, finally yielded to despair, 
and having for souie day-s saved up all the 
]ience he could earn he devoted them to the 
purch.'isc of a single dose of laudanum suf/i- 
ciciit to end his troubles. With this he rcti^-ed 
at night to his haunt, the rubbish plot in Co- 
Aciit Garden market, resolved on Jdeath. 
Then, by his own narrative, the following in- 
cident occurred. He had alreadv taken half 
the fatal draught when he felt a hand on his 
arm, and looking up saw one \vlioni he reco,g- 
ui/.ed as Cli;Uierton forl)iddin,g bini to drink 
the rest, and at the same instant, memory 
came to him of how, after that poet's suicide, 
a letter had been delivered at his lod.gings 
which, if he had waited another day, would 
have brought him the relief needed. And .so 
with Thompson it happened for after infinite 
pains the editor had that very morning traced 
him to the chemist's shop where the drug was 
sold, and relief for him was close at hand. 

"This was the l.ie.ginnin.g for Thompson of 
the new and better life. I'.efrionded by his 
.goofl Samaritan, who clotlKul and fed and 
found him lodgiii.g, first in a hospital, for he 
needed licidily cure, and nex*:, for his mind's 
health, at .Siijrrington, he came into his iii- 
lellectual inheritance and found it salvation. 
There at the foot of the Sussex Downs during 
the next two years Thompson wrote nearly 
all the great poetry the world knows as hi,s. 
'fn Dian's Lap,' ' 'The Hound of Heaven,' 
'Sister Songs,' and that splendid 'Ode to the 
Setting vSun,' which is the finest of its kind 
since the odes of Shelley." ' 

"But Thompson, alas!'' adds Mr. Biuht, 
was essentially a town dweller, nursed in the 
grime and glare of gaslit streets, and his heart 
hungered for them still. The country was 
never his true home, nor did he ever learn to 
distinguish Ih.e oak from the elm, or to know 
the name of the eoninionesv. flowers of the 
field, or even of the garden, P'rom his new 
l)aradise at Storrington he wandered back in- 
to the world of London, which was to be his 
doom. ■ .

COMMON notion nmong the 
writers of scientific papers is that 
the publication of the results of 
a laborious research in the pages 
of the ''])rocccdings" of some 
learned society is a publication to 
the world at large. Unfortmni le- 
1}-, peidiajjs, it is not so, and the 
public in general remains in ig- 
norance, probably for a decade or so if the re- 
search has been a really iinjiortant one other- 
wise for longer. The announcement in these 
columns last week that the LTnited States 
Government have placed an order for 28 sets 
of wireless telephone apparatus would appear 
to be something (iinle new, but it is merely a 
step forward to those who have followed the 
develonnient of wireless telephony from the 
days of t'.raham liell's i)hoti ii)hone nearly 30 
\ ears ago to the pro'duction of lli-: iiKnlern elec- 
trical open eircinl telerihoiu'. Jt is, howextr, 
from all points of \ie\v an iiiii'n>rtant step: it 
I)laces the invention on a different plane by 
bringing it into an arena where its value will 
be determined by many things besides ingenu- 
ity and excellence of design, and where it may 
have to compele with established methods and 
overcome the inertia, perhaps ac- 
tice oijpositioii, of vested intei-ests. 

The electric vireless tele|>hone 
has become possible through the 
dc'/elopment (;f methods for the 
Ijroduclion of ;i continuous series 
of simple or com]dex electrical 
discharges following one another 
at the rate of 30.(100 or more per 
secoud. This somewhat high fre- 
quency of alternation is advan- 
tageous for two reasons — first, 
because a low frequency' would 
produce an audible note, and also 
would not be capable of render- 
ing electrically the higher har- 
monics '.vhich gi\'e the sounds of 
speech their distinctive charac- 
ters: secondly, because it is only 
b}' using a high fi-equency lhat it 
is ])ossible to transmit a large 
anioimt of energy while using a 
co.'iiparatively small quantity of 
electricity. 

There are several methods of 
producing a suitable series of dis- 
charges. It is not necessary that 
these should form a true alternat- 
ing current, and so long as the 
frequency is sufficiently higii any 
type of discharge from r-. rapid 
succession of osciiiating s_)arks 
to the uniformly alleniatini ,■ cur- 
rent of an ordinary alternatj cur- 
rent generator may be (.•mi'loy'd. 
These remarks apply ctpially to 
wireless telegraphy, though the 
latter is not limited by the condi- 
tion that the spark rate must be 
high enough to be inaudible. The 
difference between lelegrajihy 
and telejihony lies mainly in the 
manner in which the electric ciir- 
rent i.s coiiirolkMl. Ill the fcn'iner 
llie variations caused by pressing 
the Morse key are simple and de- 
finite, in the latter the motion of 
the nncrophonc diaphragm caus- 
ed by speech is almost infinitely 
complex, and the strength, or fre- 
quency, of the transmitting cur- 
rent must be made to var}' in 
strict acccjrdance. In the wire 
telephone the concentration of 
the current along one linear con- 
ductor from the spe;iker to the 
he.-irer makes it nossiidu to worl-: 
with low \-oiiages .and v:\\h an 
electric current which is. in .all 
its variations, an exact replica of the 
sound waves. Quite a large percentage of tlic 
electrical energy sent out along the wire ar- 
rives at the receiver. This is not the ca.se in 
wireless working where the transmi,ssion is 
over a plane and not confined to a line, and 
where, therefore, oidy a very small fraction of 
the energy :-ent out by the transmitter is ])ick- 
ed up by the receiving station. It has tli'ns 
been f<jnnd necessary to use a current whose 
true fre(piency has no direct relation to thai of 
the sound wa\-es transmitted by it. Thus the 
^ouud of a man's voice, gi\'ing. sa_\-, ^00 \-il)ra- 
tions per second, is transmitted by ;m electric 
current making 100,000 vibrations in ihe s.ime 
lime. The ways in whicii this may be done 
are simple enough in theory. For instance, 
the strength or the amplitude of the current 
may be made o vary in acordancc with the 
sound waves. The result is a current whose 
frequency remains 100,000, but winch varies in 
strength from a maximum to a minimum and 
back again 300 limes ])cr second. 'IMiere ru'e 
thus beats (if current, ;is it weia', .and these 
gi'. e to the car at llie receiver the desired im- 
jiression oi a si.)und bas ing a fri'<pieiiey ol ^^00 
N'ibralions per scnnid. ()iher factors instead 
i>f the strength of the cnrrein may be x-aried. 
'.riuis a change in the lenglh of tlie waves 
emitted may serve the same purpose, and he 
transfonned at the receiving end into a sound 
wave through the fact that the receiver is m- 
flucnced more readily by waves of a certain 
given length tlian by those of any other length. 

in the earliest attempts at wireless telc- 
]diony an ordinarv induction coil with a iikv 
clianical or electrolytic inlerruptor was used. 
Naturall}' no success was allaiiicd by this 
method. For the rate of interruption, and, 



therefore, llie numher o: electrical inii)ulses 
radiated per second, not amounting to more 
than a few hundreds, merely produced a harsh 
deep note on iwhich it was impossible to super- 
pose the delicate variations which characterize 
thcsoimds of speech. By means of, various 
devices, such as those of Majorana, Blondel, 
and I'essenden, t he spark rate has been iii- 
creascil until ii is now ■i)ossible to obtain from 
20,000 to 30,000 distinct discharges per second. 
Telephony, of a kind, is possible by this 
method, though slight irregularities of the 
sparking produev harsh noises and render the 
articulation verv imperfect. 

Next we have the methods of producing 
persistent high frcipiency currents developed 
1>.\ hdilui Thomson, Fessenden, Kiihmcr, and 
roul.-.en, in which rih clcclric arc in paralicJ . 
with a condenser cireiiil is phaced in a strong 
niagnelic field, oi- an atmosphere of hydrogen, 
and adjusted until ii is no longer a conlinuoiis 
dischai'ge, but becomes a series of inti.rir.illent 
electrical ni.-hes followiMg one anoihcr with 
great rapidity. The freipieiicy of these dis- 
charges is controlled hy the resistance and vol- 
tage in the supply circuit, by the magnetic 
field about the arc. and by the electrical din 
mcnsions of the condenser circuit, and amounts

'J\irning now to the means by which the 
form of the sound waves is imposed upon the 
otherwise uniformly alternating electric cur- 
renti^we find. that the methods employed are 
based on a control of either the strength of cu: • 
rent or its frequency. Iq the latter case it is 
essential that the receiver should be "sharply" 
tuucd, so that -a slight variation in the fre- 
quency of the current w.aves arriving at it may 
cause a considerable change in the current 
wdiich they excite in it. Tiie practical execu- 
tion of the former plan may be carried out in 
se\-eral ways. The simplest, in theory, is f'*es- 
seiideirs method of emijloynig a microi)honc 
directly in the aerial wire in series with a high 
fre(picncy alternator. The difificulty here is 
the construction of a microphone which will 
control a large output of energy, for a high 
voltage must be applied and a considerable 
curreiVi .".n>' p-'-.s throngh it and be controlled 
i)y its aci;o;i, *<iiilher nielhotl, which in ()ne 
of its \-arioiis loims is snilahle wdien an ;irc is 
adopted as gener.ator, consists in controlling 
■ he are ciir-'ent directly or indirectly ])y a 
microphone, or by the use of a subsidiary coil 
forming part of the transformer which couples 
the power circuit to the aerial. 

Variation to the frequency of the current 
may be produced by the use of a 
eonilenser, one pl;ile of which is 
mounted so th;it it \-ihrales when 
spoken to, thus altering the ca- 
pacity of the system. 

.As recei\'er an\' ty|)c of coiitii^- 
nously acting Asdreless lelegrapli 
detector may be used in connec- 
tion with a Bell's telephone, po.s- 
sibly the best being some type of 
electrolytic barctter. It should be 
noticed that, -since the actual elec- 
tric transmission is done by high 
frequency current, it is jn-ssiblc tO' 
■'irrange, as in telegrajdi}-, for a 
large number of non-interfering 
stations in ihe same neighbor- 
hood, lietwceii ])airs of Jiese in- 
dependent conversations mav be 
carried out simultaneinisly. 

It is difficult to determine the 
period at which wireless tele- 
phonv' first became possible. Dol- 
bear, in 1882, claimed to have 
transmitted speech over about half 
a mile, and since then ever in- 
creasing distances ha\'c' been at- 
tained. ]ii i<)oo J'T'ssenden suc- 
ceed(.'d in iransnn'lling speech a 
mile or more b)- a spark method, 
in i')o(i, using an arc, he maintain- 
ed telephonic comniunication be- 
tween Brant Rock and a schooner 
20 miles off shore, and transmis- 
sion at much greater distances is 
now being carried on. During the 
jiast year many other workers 
have advanced the development 
of the subiecl. .Among other 
achievements may be mentioned 
the lelcphonic communication 
o\ er 50 miles by the I'oulsen sys- 
tem in (■ermany. The subject is 
being taken up by several of the 
wireless telegraph companies, and 
there are reports of wireless tele- 
jiliony being ijnccessfully carried 
out in many countries, indeed, it 
seems to be more than ]irobablc 
that 'J'ransallaiitic telephony may 
follow very closely on llie heels 
of telegraiihy, and that v/itl>in a 
time which will seem short ndien 
il is jiasl, the .\'ew World and the 
( )ld mav be within speaking dis- 
tance of one another,— J, ivrskine- 
I\lurra\', in ihe J^mnlon Times. .

This method is a development of the 
speaking arc, (lisco\ered by E. R. Cram, as- 
sistant to I laniiiiond \'. I laves, of the .Vnieri- 
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designing a niachiije whose output may b'e 
reckoned in kilowatts, ;it a frecpienc}' aiiove 
50,000 per second. • Among others, the names 
of Tcsla, E. Thomson, Steinmetz, Ewing, Ruh- 
mer, Duddcll, and Fessenden may be mention- 
ed. The last-named has recently constructed 
an alternator giving more than j kilowatts at 
100,000 jier second, which seems a very suit- 
able generator for the purpo.ses of wireless 
telephony and tclegrapliy. , •

mean? Il meant that the bear, which had ond 
of ils fore-feet caugb.t in the big steel trap, 
had picked up ihe log, tucked it under its 
sound fore-leg or arm, and was walking 
through the woods on its hind legs, carrying 
the log with it.
